May it Please Your Excellency, 

I have the honour, on behalf of the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for Ireland, to submit their Eigh- 
teenth Annual General Report. 

The Annual Report of the Department includes as hitherto 
operations up to the close of the agricultural year, viz., 30th 
September, 1918.

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PART I.— ADMINISTRATION AND FUNDS. 


L— COUNCIL OF AGRICULTURE AND BOARDS. 

The last meeting of the Council of Agriculture, which was 
constituted in 1915, was held on 14th November, 1917, when the 
following were among the principal matters discussed : — 
Provision by the State of additional funds for agricultural 
schemes ; prices for potatoes and grain crops ; the allotments 
system, and drainage of flooded lands. 

The new Council, to hold office until 31st March, 1921, was 
fully constituted in April, 1918, and assembled for the first 
time on 15th May, 1918. The first business of the Council was 
the election of representatives on the Agricultural Board, and 
the Board of Technical Instruction. At the meeting in question 
the following subjects were considered : — The effects of con- 
scription on tillage in Ireland ; supply of feeding stuffs for 
stock in Ireland ; prices of grain, pigs and army horses ; licens- 
ing of dogs; foot-rot in sheep, and the Food Controller’s 
Production of Flour Order. 

On each occasion during the period under review on which 
the Council met the meeting took place in the Lecture Theatre 
of the Royal Dublin Society, Leinster House, Kildare Street, 
Dublin, through the courtesy of the Council of the Society. 

Four meetings of the Agricultural Board and three meetings 
of the Board of Technical Instruction were held during the year 
ended 30th September, 1918. 

The Consultative Committee for co-ordinating educational 
administration was re-appointed for 1918-1921, but the Com- 
missioners of National Education did not appoint a repre- 
sentative.

2.— FUNDS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

(a) Parliamentary Vote. 

Provision for the administrative expenses of the Department, 
of the Science and Art Institutions, and of the Geological Survey 
of Ireland for 1917-18 was made in the Department’s Parliament- 
ary Vote, and in the Vote for Science and Art in the United 
Kingdom respectively. The Parliamentary Vote also included 
the following grants-in-aid : — Diseases of Animals Acts, £6,100 ; 
forestry operations, £6,000 ; and £37,000 under Section 15 of the 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, 
and Section 49 of the Irish Land Act, 1909. 

The following grants were made from the Development Fund : 
Improvement of horsebreeding, £2,000 (supplementing £8,000 
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provided m the Parliamentary Vote) ; afforestation £2 626 - 
tobacco growing experiments, £4,891 ; fishery development’ 
£399 ; preliminary expenses of a Veterinary Research Labor- 
atory, £119 (see Appendices, page 143). 

Expenditure in connection with Compulsory Tillage and Food 
Production Schemes was incurred, and met from the Vote of 
Credit, amounting to £65,509 in respect of the remuneration 
and travelling expenses of a special temporary staff of Tillage 
Inspectors, Draughtsmen and Clerks, advertising, and the 
collection of statistics of crops, live stock and feeding stuffs * 
£33,000 for the purchase and operation of agricultural 
machinery ; £68,100 for advances of loans for agricultural 
implements ; £2,000 for the purchase of seed wheat and oats ■ 
and £15,900 for schemes of food production carried out by 
County and Urban Committees of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction. 

A special grant of £25,000 was received from the Treasury for 
the extension and development of the normal agricultural 
schemes of Committees of Agriculture, and in consideration of 
the assistance rendered, and to be rendered by them, in the 
work of increased tillage. An instalment of £10,000 Was 
received in respect of war bonus (as from 17th December, 1917) 
of officers whose remuneration is paid from the Department’s 
Endowment Fund or from the funds of the Statutory Committees 
of Agriculture and Technical Instruction. 

The expenditure on the Science and Art Institutions and the 
Geological Survey was as follows (see Appendices, page 144 ) : 
Royal College of Science, £22,936 ; National Museum, £11,202 ; 
National Library, £5,413 ; Metropolitan School of Art, £3,600 ; 
Royal Botanic Gardens, £5,745 ; Geological Survey, £1,633. 
Grants to Technical Schools and Glasses of Science and Art, 
amounting to £107,274, were also paid from -this Vote.

3.— ADMINISTRATION OF THE ENDOWMENT FOND. 

The normal income received by the Department in 1917-18, 
lor the purposes of the Agriculture and 
the endowment Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, 
fund. was the same as in the five preceding years, 

viz. : £190,000. In addition, special grants 
already referred to, of £25,000 for agricultural schemes and 
£10,000 in respect of war bonus, were also received. 
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The sum available for agricultural purposes in 1917-18 from 
the Department’s normal income was 
FUNDS for £124,000, viz. : £190,000 less £66,000 re- 
aoricultural served by the Act for technical instruc- 
purposes. tion, fisheries, etc. 

The residue of the capital sums granted to the Department 
under Section 15 (a) and (g) of the Act of 
securities 1899, as well as the unexpended balances of 
held. annual income from previous years were 

invested in Government securities. The 
face value of the securities held on 31st March, 1918, Was 
£103,400, and their cash value on that date £58,273. The cash 
balance in hands and at bank was £50,954, and the amount of 
principal oustanding on loans financed from the Endowment 
Fund was £89,945. The total assets of the fund on 31st March, 
191S, exclusive of the special grants for agricultural schemes 
and war bonus amounted, therefore, to £199,172. 

The statutory charges on these assets on the same date were 
£24,556, viz. : Technical Instruction in 
statutory County Boroughs £2,280 ; Technical In- 
liabilities. s true tion in Urban and Rural Districts, 

£13,736 ; extension of special schemes of 
Technical Instruction £827; sea fisheries, £7,350; and 
buildings, etc., at the Munster Institute, £363. 

The sum of £55,000 annually available for technical instruc- 
tion purposes was, as stated in the last 
funds for Report, allocated as follows for the trien- 
technical nial period ended 31st March, 1918, 
instruction. - viz. : 

For technical instruction in the six county 

boroughs ...... £24,000] 

For technical instruction elsewhere than in 

county boroughs and for central purposes £31,000 ;' 

A similar allocation for the three years ending 31st March, 
1921, w r as sanctioned by the Board of Technical Instruction at 
their meeting in March, 1918. 

With the concurrence of the Agricultural Board, grants from 
agricultural funds were made as follows for technical instruction 
in non-agricultural subjects, viz. : £7,940 for rural'classes in 
manual instruction and domestic economy conducted by local 
authorities, and £2,700 for classes in lace, crochet, farriery and 
other rural industries working under the direct supervision of the 
Department. 

Excluding the grant for war bonus and a balance of £38,529 
from the previous financial year, the total sum available m

A Special Report on the Sea and Inland Fisheries of Ireland 
is issued annually by the Department. 

The sum available for fishery purposes in 1917-18, exclusive 
of the annual sum of £10,000 under the 
FUNDS FOR Agriculture and Technical Instruction Act 
FISHERY PURPOSES, of 1899 was £13,114, viz. : £7,565 balance 
from the previous year and sundry re- 
ceipts, £5,549. The gross expenditure was £15,764. 

The total sum issued, since the establishment of the Depart- 
ment, in loans for the purchase and repair 

SEA AND COAST of fishing boats and gear amounts to 
fisheries £99,410. The total repayments, includ- 
fund. ing interest, made during "the same period 

■ was £89,689, the arrears of instalments 

amounted to £1,465, and a sum of £1,690 was written oS as 
irrecoverable. 


4.— CENTRAL INSTITUTIONS. 


In the academic year 1917-18, 188 students, of which 90 
were Non-Associate students, attended the 
royal college College. The Associate students include 
of science. 6 Royal Scholars, 16 Science Scholars, 19 
' Science Teachers, 15 Agricultural Scholars, 

in addition, there were 6 Research students, of whom 4 held 
Scientific and Industrial Research Scholarships. A series of 
short summer courses of instruction organised by the Depart- 
ment was held in the College during the months of July and 
August, 1918, and was attended by 274 additional students, 
ihe First Year course for students of the Royal Veterinary 
College continued to be conducted at the Royal College of 
Science, and was attended by 44 students. A special course in 
heoretical and practical work pertaining to Creamery Manage- 
ment was given to 12 selected students already employed in 
creamery work. 

Many of the Associate students of the College have postponed 
their work, and are serving in different capacities in His 
Majesty’s Forces. The Department have pleasure in referring

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to the award of an M.C. to a past student of the College, Captain 
J. H. Cooke, R.G.A., but regret to have to record that a 
past student, Sub-Lieutenant W. J. Johnston, R.N., was killed 
in action. 

The regretted decease of Professor Mettam, Principal of 
the College, occurred during the 1917-18 
royal school year. As a result, and pending 

veterinary the appointment of a successor, certain 

college of the whole-time members of the staff Were 
of Ireland. required to undertake additional duties. 

The successful results which have been 
attained during the session are to be attributed to the earnest 
and loyal co-operation of the staff. 

The number of students in attendance for the 1917-18 session, 
viz., 124, was slightly in excess of the number at the 1916-17 
session . 

The usual research work was carried on. Investigations were 
made throughout the year into diseases of the mouth and lips 
of cattle. Considerable attention was also paid to diseases in 
poultry.

A series of special exhibits was organised for the purpose 
.of increasing the interest of the public 
NATIONAL in the educational work of the Museum. 
museum of In the Industrial Hall there were two 
science and exhibits, viz. : photographs illustrating the 
art. practical manner in which women took 

their share in war work and photographs 
of the Canadian troops, and the scenes of their activi- 
ties during the early part of the war. In the Art and Indus- 
trial Division the valuable Greek pottery obtained at the sale 
of the Hope heirlooms, and specimens of white embroidery, 
mostly worked in the North of Ireland, were displayed. A 
special exhibit relating to the honey-bee, and its life history, 
was prepared and shown in the Natural History Division, 
together with numerous bee-keeping appliances the use of 
which tend to increase the yield of honey. In connection 
with this'latter display, demonstrations or lectures were given 
and were much appreciated by the public, as they were 
attended by about 300 visitors. Instructive demonstrations 
were also held in the Botanical Section on food problems with 
exhibits showing the pre-war and war scale of rations for an 
average man, and the relative, food values of the commoner 
vegetables and other foods. 

The public attendance of visitors during the year ended 
30th September shewed, as compared with the record of the 
previous year, an increase of 21,237 which it is believed was 
due largely to the attraction of the special exhibitions. 
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Art and Industrial Collections.— Some valuable pieces of Irish 
Silver were acquiied at a sale in bond on as well as several very 
fine specimens of Greek pottery. J 

Irish Antiquities Collection.— Part of the well-known Knowles 
Collection of Irish Stone Implements was purchased. 

Natural History Collections. — Only a few purchases were 
made, but many gifts continued to reach the Museum. 


During the year, 4, 757 volumes were added to the Library, 
which now possesses more than 230,000 
national volumes. Headers’ attendances numbered 
library OF 151,679, exceeding those of the preceding 
Ireland. year by nearly IS, 000. The important 
Twelve Year Subject Index (which also 
includes references to certain older re-catalogued parts of the 
Library) is ready for press. Great progress has been made in 
arranging the numerous pamphlets of the Library. Of these, 
there are some tens of thousands, many of considerable value 
and rarity, and the whole collection, when the grouping and 
binding has been completed, will number approximately 2,000 
volumes, constituting a body of most valuable reference 
matter. 


Considerable damage was done to plants and trees in the 
grounds by two gales on Sunday, 16th 
royal December, and Sunday, 9th June, respec- 

botanic tively. The December gale was excep- 

gardens. tionally violent, and Was accompanied by 
heavy falls of snow during the greater. part 
of the day. The largest willow in the garden, and one of the 
large yew trees were blown down, as also were the single speci- 
mens which the gardens possessed of the snake-bark maple and 
the white poplar. The conservatories and buildings escaped 
injury . 

A number of plants cultivated as herbs were raised and 
distributed, also a quantity of the seeds of these plants. 

In view of the extension of the allotments movement in the 
Dublin area the economic sections of the gardens attracted con- 
siderable attention. Many plotholders came to study the 
methods adopted, to note the names of the best varieties grown, 
dates of sowing, planting, etc., and to obtain information on 
these points, which was freely given. 

The great shortage in the coal supply rendered the carrying 
on of the Work in the conservatories and propagating houses a 
matter of extreme difficulty, even with. the most rigid economy 
in consumption. 
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The number of students who attended the school during the 

session 1917-18 was 279, of whom 156 were 
metropolitan male and 123 female students. 
school of The use of the school galleries Was again 
art. granted by the Department to the Council 
of the Royal Hibernian Academy for their 
annual exhibition of pictures and sculpture, the Academy’s 
galleries having been burnt clown in 1916, and not yet re-erected. 

During the month of February an Exhibition of Allied War 
Photographs was held in the School Gallery. 

The fresco decoration of the Dublin City Hall, which had 
been undertaken by the Headmaster of the School, was com- 
pleted during the session. This work has taken four years to 
complete, and has furnished a very valuable training in mural 
decoration for the advanced students of the School who have 
assisted the Headmaster in enlarging the designs and preparing 
tlie cartoons. 

Another very important piece of applied Art work, completed 
in the School during the session, was the beautiful silver and 
enamel tabernacle panels for the Honan Hostel Chapel at Cork. 
These panels were designed by the teacher of Enamelling and 
Art Metal Work, and executed in the School witli the assistance 
of the advanced students of the class. 

The loss of two of the geologists in the field of war, and the ab- 
sence of thechemical officer onmilitary service, 
geological have been still more severely felt during the 
survey of past year ; but it has been possible to deal 
Ireland. with a large number of enquiries connected 
with the demand for coal and minerals 
of pressing economic importance. A map has been drawn up 
for publication, on the scale of one-tenth of an inch to one 
mile, showing the distribution of peat and coal in Ireland, 
and on a copy of this all the important mines and localities 
of economic minerals have been recorded. It is intended 
that this mineral map shall, when issued to the public, be 
accompanied by a pamphlet giving some account of the past 
history of Irish mines. Observations on the coal-bearing 
strata of northern. Ireland have been continued, notably near 
Ballycastle, in conjunction with officers of the Ministry of 
Munitions. A magnetic survey has been made on the lode of 
iron-ore at Ballard, county Wicklow, from which experience has 
been gained in this newly developed type of exploration. 

The experiments as to the utilisation for agriculture of finely 
powdered rocks, rich in potash, have been continued in co- 
operation with the Agricultural Branch of the Department. 
For the same branch, an examination has been made of areas 
of clay soils in county Wexford, in connection with tillage 
operations.

Forestry Leasing of Land for Afforestation by the State. In 

connection with their proposals tor the 
the leasing of privately owned lands for 

development afforestation by the State the Development 
act. Commissioners requested the Department 

to ascertain the number of landowners who 

might be willing to adopt the scheme. Particulars Were 
immediately submitted to some 120 landowners throughout the 
country, who were understood to be in possession of land suitable 
for afforestation, and offers comprising a total of 11 139 
acres were received. Particulars of these offers were forwarded 
to the Development Commissioners, who suggested that the 
Department should proceed to consider the suitability of these 
areas for schemes of economic forestry, and to submit definite 
proposals m respect of those areas for which the Department 
would be prepared to frame and carry out leasing schemes if 
lecommended by the Commissioners and sanctioned by the 
Treasury. The suggestion was accompanied by a reminder ol 
the Commissioners view that, as a general rule, no scheme for 
state afforestation in a particular district should be brought 
forward unless the acreage available in the present or future, 
whether consisting of one area, or of a group of contiguous 
areas, would be sufficient to afford a reasonable prospect of 
being worked from one centre on commercial lines. In accord- 
ance with this principle, the Department have entered into 
negotiations with the owners of three of the largest areas offered 
with the view of arranging terms should the lands be found 
suitable for afforestation. 

Tree Seeds. A large supply of tree seeds, purchased by the 
Timber Supply Department of the Board of Trade," was 
handed over for disposal to the Board of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, the Board of Agriculture lor Scotlar.dandtheDepart- 
ment. The suggestion was made that a portion of these seeds 
should he raised by the Departments concerned, to provide 
seedlings for after-the-war planting, and the balance sold at 
cost price to nurserymen and private owners. The quantity 
allocated to the Department was 1,952 lbs., of which 365 lbs. 
have been sold. Of the remainder, 511 lbs. were sown this year 
by the Department, leaving a balance of 1,076 lbs. on hands for 
sowing next season. 

Grants to Local Authorities. — The fourth annual instalment of 
the grant of £1,385 from the Development Fund for the main- 
tenance and management of certain woodlands in county 
Kildare, amounting to £251 Os. 9 d., was paid over to the Kildare 
county council. 

Tobacco. — The total amount of grants allocated from the 
Development Fund, as previously reported, is £63,675. 
Advances are made each year to the Department as required. 
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The experiments which were suspended by Lord Dunraven 
in 1917, owing to the accidental destruction by fire of his re- 
handling station at Adare, county Limerick, were resumed in 
1918. The resumption, however, was on a reduced scale, 
principally owing to the fact that, on account of conditions 
arising out of the war, it was not practicable to reinstal the 
equipment necessary for dealing with the crop from the full 
acreage which might be grown by Lord Dunraven under the 
scheme. 

The experiments which are being conducted by Sir Nugent T. 
Everard, Randlestown, Navan, were continued by him in 1918, 
also on a reduced scale, owing to the withdrawal of some of the 
growers from the scheme, on account of circumstances, due to 
the guaranteeing of prices for certain farm crops. 

In view of the fact that both experimenters are carrying out 
experiments on much smaller areas than those originally con- 
templated, in respect of which certain standing charges are 
incurred annually, irrespective of the area actually grown, 
arrangements have been made with the approval of the 
Treasury, whereby special additional grants will be paid to 
the experimenters to enable them to defray such charges. 

Details of these arrangements, and of the progress of the 
experiments in 1918, will be found on page 55 of this Report. 

Horse Breeding . — The Treasury again placed at the disposal of 
the Department a sum of £8,000, which was allocated for 
the purchase of stallions, and nominations of mares. In 
addition, a sum of £2,000 was provided from the Development 
Fund for defraying contingent liabilities in connection with the 
Irish Draught Horse scheme, and for the necessary expenses 
incurred in regard to the Irish Draught Horse Book. 

Details of the operations of the scheme in question will be 
found at pages 39 to 44- of the Report. 

Fisheries . — The operations for the improvement of Kilkeel 
Harbour were continued. Work at Helviek had to be 
suspended during the summer owing to shortage of labour, 
but has been restarted. Balbriggan harbour was dredged in 
the interests of the fishing fleet. Instruction was afforded to 
persons undertaking for the first time the running of motor 
engines in fishing boats, and the scheme of rendering expert 
advice to owners of such boats maintained. 

As the result of tests, an Irish limestone has been found 
which is suitable for use in the manufacture 
Irish minerals of a certain quality of glass, which should 
and render this country to some extent 

raw materials, independent of the class of limestone 
, hitherto imported for the purpose. The 
number of inquiries received and dealt with hy the Department 
relating to raw materials and minerals shows no sign of dimi- 
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nation, and it is hoped that the sustained interest which has 
been shown in this regard will lead to important developments 
in local industries tlnough private enterprise 

Active prospecting and development operations for cornier 
ores continue at Avoca, county Wicklow, and it is proposed to 
undertake some prospecting work on the lead lodes in the 
vicinity of GJendalough m the same county. Efforts are being

The very limited supply of eement available in these counties 
has afforded a favourable opportunity for the re-opening of the 
cement works at Drmagh, county Wexford, from which a sub- 
stantial output is anticipated. 

Although the time of the Department’s Economic Geologist 
was occupied to a great extent on work for the Ministry of 
Munitions, expert advice and instruction in regard to lime- 
burning continued to be afforded to interested parties 

The Irish Peat Committee has presented its Report to the 
Government, but the Report has not yet been made available 
to the public. 


. The operations of the various Loan Fund Societies in Ireland, 
the supervision of which was, as pointed out 
LOAN FUND m the Department’s last Annual Report, 
system. transferred to the Department by Order 
Council, dated 21st December, 1915, 
have, during the year, proceeded on normal lines. In many 
cases, however, owing to the high prices obtainable for agricul- 
tural produce, farmers and agricultural labourers have not 
found it necessary to take advantage, as in pre-war years of 
the borrowing facilities afforded by the societies, with the 
result that the lending operations of a number of these societies 
have shown a decline. The Department anticipate, however 
that with the gradual reversion to peace conditions, the opera- 
tions of the societies will show a considerable development, 
more especially if it be found possible to bring about, by legis- 
lation, certain improvements in the system, including the 
raising of the maximum amount Which it is possible to advance 
to an individual borrower in one loan. At present the maximum 
■amount which can thus be lent is £10 — a sum which, as pointed 
out m the Report of the Departmental Committee on Agricul- 
tural Credit in Ireland, is insufficient, as a rule, to meet the 
special requirements of agricultural borrowers. 

Two Loan Fund Societies ceased working during the year. 
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i.e., Imaal Loan Fund Society, which carried on its operations 
at Iinockenargan, county Wicklow, and Lisbellaw Loan Fund 
Society, which operated in county Fermanagh. The Depart- 
ment have considered it desirable, in the interests of the Loan 
Fund System, as a whole, to expedite the process of winding up 
in those cases where local conditions do not appear to furnish 
any reasonable prospect of placing the society on a satisfactory 
basis. 

From Table IV. (page 237) it will be observed that the total 
amount circulated in the year ended 31st December, 1917, by the 
48 societies was £154,611, while the number of separate leans 
issued was 24,051 . The total capital of the societies on the 31st 
December, 1917, was £S2,377, of which £67,005 was working 
capital on that date. 

The serious and pressing problem of maintaining food sup- 
plies for the British and Allied Armies 

war and the and for the civil populations, called for 

food supply. special attention during the year. The 
passing of the Corn Production Act in 1917 
marked a new departure in the agricultural policy cf the United 
Kingdom, the object of the Act being not only to make avail- 
able improved supplies of home-grown food for present needs, 
but to effect in the interests of national security, such per- 
manent improvement in the agricultural industry as would 
secure to those engaged in it a fair return in future years for 
their labour or capital. 

The special measures already adopted by the Department to 
secure increased home production cf food in Ireland were re- 
newed and extended during the year under the powers con- 
ferred on the Department by the Corn Production Act, and the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations. These measures, which are 
described later in detail, may be broadly classified as follows 

(1) The exercise of compulsory powers to secure a further 

increase in the area of arable land under cultivation ; 

(2) Special propaganda work in addition to, and in exten- 

sion of, the Department’s ordinary schemes of 
agricultural instruction ; 

f3) Securing for farmers the requisites essential to the 
successful cultivation of the land, e.g., machinery, 
artificial manures, feeding stuffs, etc. 

In shaping and carrying out their Food Production pro- 
gramme for the year, the Department were again assisted by the 
special Advisory Committee on Food Production, as referred 
to at page 14 of last year’s Report, and by a number of 
other advisoiy bodies in connection With the production and 
disposal of oats and potatoes, the allocation of fertilisers, the 
supply of feeding stuffs, etc. 

Orders were made under the Third Schedule of the Corn 
Production Act, requiring occupiers of holdings in Ireland to 
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have under cultivation in 1918 a defined portion of their arable 
land. Particulars of these Orders will be found at pages 243-7 
of this Report. The increase in the area under cultivation in 
Ireland in 1918/ as compared with the area cultivated in 1916 
amounted m round figures to 840,000 statute acres Par- 
ticulars of amendments made in the Defence of the Realm 
Regulations, with a view to enabling the Department in 1918 
and subsequent years to enter upon and to arrange for the 
cultivation of holdings, the occupiers of which fail to take the 
necessary steps to comply with the_ Tillage Orders, or who 
neglect to cultivate their holdings according to the rules of 
good husbandry, will be found at pages 73 et sen. of this Report 
The powers conferred by the Regulations for acquiring com- 
pulsorily for cultivation in allotments in urban districts, lands, 
the use of which for this purpose was unreasonably withheld 
were exercised to a much greater extent in 1918 than in 1917.’ 
Particulars of cases in which these powers were put into opera- 
tion in 1918 will be found at pages 78 et seq. of this Report 

Special attention was devoted throughout the year to' the 
preparation and issue of leaflets and memoranda for the infor- 
mation and guidance of farmers and stock-owners in connection 
with tillage and cropping methods, purchase and use of manures 
machinery, feeding stuffs, and other requisites. The services 
of the clergy, of agricultural traders, of National School teachers 
and of the police were availed of in the distribution of the more 
important leaflets, while in other cases the leaflets or memoranda 
were distributed and explained by the Department’s instructors 
and overseers. Acknowledgment is due also to the Press for 
their invaluable co-operation with the Department in conn eel ion 
with the publication of special press notices and food production 
advertisements. 

County agricultural staffs were reinforced throughout the 
year by the temporary employment of skilled demonstrators in 
connection with the different phases of the Food Production 
Campaign, and by the co-operation with county committees of 
agriculture of the Department’s staff of assistant agricultural 
overseers. The special duties allocated to the staff of temporary 
demonstrators are indicated at page 84 of this Report. 

In connection with potato spraying, the demand for knap- 
sack^ or hand sprayers was met principally from the stock 
remaining on hands of the machines purchased hv the Depart- 
ment early in the year 1917, while manufacturers of horse-power 
and cart sprayers were, as in the previous year, guaranteed in 
advance a sale for specified numbers of these machines. Steps 
were taken early in the year for the importation of adequate 
supplies of copper sulphate and washing soda lor spraying 
purposes. 

The measures adopted by the Department in connection with 
the important question of the supply of artificial manures for 
the 1918 and 1919 crops are indicated at page 81 of this Report. 
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A shortage of cattle feeding stuffs due to war conditions 
seriously handicapped Irish farmers and stockowners during the 
year. In the early months of 1918 only an inconsiderable 
percentage of normal supplies could be obtained, but the Depart- 
ment were successful, later, in making arrangements with the 
Ministry of Food under which appreciable quantities of feeding 
stuffs have already been shipped to this country, with a prospect 
of still further improvement in this respect at an early date. 

Financial assistance towards the purchase of agricultural 
implements and towards the repair and equipment of small 
com mills was continued, and Was availed of to a very large 
extent. Particulars of the loans granted are given on page 82. 

The Department, as in the previous year, helped directly 
or indirectly in procuring supplies of motor tractors for food 
production work. Details as to the work of the motor tractor 
section appear on page 82. 

Fuller advantage w r as taken during the year of the Depart- 
ment’s aid in obtaining permits for the purchase of raw 
material, and for the manufacture of machinery, implements, 
tools, etc., used in agricultural operations, and in obtaining 
licences for petrol for tractors, motor cars, and motorcycles, 
employed for food production purposes. 

The work connected with the release of men from the Army, 
etc., for farm work was transferred during the year to the 
Department of National Service in Ireland. 

The arrangements for the supply of Army horses for farm 
work were continued, but w T ere very sparingly availed of. 

The cost of carrying out the various operations in connexion 
with the Compulsory Tillage Scheme was defrayed from the 
Votes of Credit. 

In pursuance of the powers conferred upon them by Section 5, 
18 (2) and Schedule 1 of the Corn Produe- 
agricultural tion Act, 1917, the Department made 
wages board FOR regulations on 1st February, 1918, with 
Ireland. respect to the constitution of the Agricul- 
tural Wages Board for Ireland, and the 
Proceedings, Meetings and Method of Voting of that Board. 
These Regulations had been previously issued in provisional 
form on the 15th September, 1917. (Forfull text of Regulations 
see Appendices, pp. 238-242.) 

The Board consists of 6 members representing employers, 6 
members representing Workmen, and 4 appointed members. 
The members, other than the Chairman, are appointed for one 
year only, and are eligible for reappointment. The names of the 
members of the Board, as originally constituted, will be found 
at page 238 of the Appendices. 

The first meeting of the Board was held at its Offices, 14 St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, on 18th September, 1917. The Board 
met on fourteen other occasions during the period ended 30th 
September, 1918. 
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Under the Regulations, the Board is empowered to appoint a 
committee or committees of its members to inquire and report 
■with regard to the rate or rates of wages in. any district, and to 
make recommendations as to minimum rates of wages in such 
district. 

On 10th May, 1918, the Department, in pursuance of the 
powers conferred upon them by Sections 5, 12 (1) (b) and (c) 
and 18 (2) of the Corn Production Act, 1917, made Regulations 
in regard to the definition by the Agricultural Wages Board of 
certain benefits or advantages, and other matters connected 
with agricultural wages (see Appendices pp. 238-242). These 
Regulations had been provisionally issued cn the 15th 
December, 1917. 

Various Orders in regard to minimum rates of wages for 
agricultural workers have been issued by the Agricultural Wages 
Board, and have duly appeared in the Dublin Gazette, and in 
the public Press. In the Department’s Journal (Vol. XVIII. No. 
8) the full text is given of the following Orders of the Board : 

(a) Order dated 10th November, 1917, fixing minimum 
rates of wages for agricultural Workmen in Ireland, for different 
groups of areas as specified in the Schedule to the Order. 

(b) Order issued on 14th January, 1918, fixing minimum 
rates of wages for different classes of male workers under 21 
years of age, for different groups of areas, as specified in the 
Schedule annexed to the Board’s Order of 10th November, 1917. 

(c) Order dated 27th February, 1918, defining the benefits 
or advantages (not being benefits or advantages prohibited by 
law), and their maximum weekly values, which, if supplied or 
provided by employers according to agreement, may be 
reckoned as payment of wages in lieu of payment in cash for 
the purpose of the minimum rates of wages fixed by the Board 
under the Com Production Act, 1917. 

During the period under review 761 complaints (involving 
1,095 workmen) as to the payment of wages at a rate less 
than the minimum fixed by the Board were received and 
investigated. The Inspectors, six in number, appointed under 
Section 14 (1) of the Corn Production Act, 1917, for the pur- 
pose of investigating such complaints and otherwise securing 
the proper observance of the Agricultural Workmen (Minimum 
Wage) provisions of the Act, conducted 1,348 inspections. 
In all arrears of wages amounting to £4,130 were recovered, 
legal proceedings having to be instituted against 225 of the 
employers concerned. 

Section 5 (3) of the Act empowers the Board to exempt 
from the operation of their Order any workman employed 
in agriculture who, by reason of mental or physical infirmity 
(which includes infirmity due to age) or physical injury, is 
incapable of earning the minimum rate applicable to his case 
— 284 applications for exemption were received, of which 253 
were granted, 25 were refused, and 6 were outstanding on 
30th September last. 
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PART II.— DETAILS OF THE DEPARTMENT’S 
OPERATIONS, 1917-18. 


1 . —AGRICULTURE . 

This Section of the Report deals with the agricultural year 
ended 30th September, 1918. 

The work in normal years of the Agricultural Branch of the 
Department may be classified mainly under the following 
heads : — 8 

(a) Agricultural instruction. 

( b ) Improvement of live stock. 

(c) Agricultural experiments and investigations. 

{d) Administration of special laws on agricultural matters 
(excluding the Diseases of Animals Acts, which are 
dealt with by the Veterinary Branch). 

(e), Loans for agricultural purposes. 

(/) Forestry. 

As was the case last year, the work assigned to the Branch 
was much increased as a consequence of the Regulations made 
under the Defence of the Realm Act for the purpose of ob- 
taining greater food production in the country. Reference to 
this additional work is made under head (g). 

Under the heads (a) to (/) above, the Work was carried on, 
generally, as in former years, that is to say, general schemes 
were prescribed by the Department and put into operation by 
the statutory county committees of agriculture. The county 
committees were free to exercise their discretion as regards the 
adoption or otherwise of these schemes, the general principles 
of which were fixed for all counties. The committees were, 
however, empowered to vary the schemes in certain details to 
suit the requirements of their counties. The schemes in ques- 
tion included those for the improvement of horses, cattle, and 
swine ; for the giving of assistance to agricultural shows ; for 
prizes for the best kept cottages and best -managed farms ; and 
for the provision of itinerant instruction in agriculture, horti- 
culture, poultry -keeping, and butter-making. Some special 
local schemes were also sanctioned in a few counties. Work 
rvith wnich it was not practicable to deal through the medium, 
of county schemes was, as previously, administered centrally 
by the Department. 

The ordinary county schemes were, as in previous years, 
financed from the Department’s funds and from the local 
rates raised for agricultural and technical instruction purposes. 
In addition, a special Treasury Grant of £25,000 was made to 
the Department during the year under review to be allocated 
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primarily for expenditure on such of the county schemes as 
were most effective in increasing the production of food. The 
grants earned under the Department’s Programme for Tech- 
nical Schools and Classes by classes carried on under schemes 
of itinerant instruction referred to above are utilised in each 
county towards meeting the cost of the county schemes. 

Portion of the special Treasury Grant of £8,000 in aid of the 
Department’s Horse Breeding Scheme, referred to at page 42 
of this Report, wasapplied to providing additional nominations 
to mares under the several county schemes for the improve- 
ment of horse breeding. 

Expenditure, in excess of the normal provision for their agri- 
cultural schemes incurred by county committees on account 
of the employment of assistants to their instructors and secre- 
taries and of other matters connected with special food pro- 
duction schemes was recouped in full to the committees by 
the Department out of the Vote of Credit. 

(a) Agricultural Instruction. 

The schemes, as prescribed by the Department, of itinerant 
instruction in agriculture, horticulture (including bee-keeping), 
and poultry -keeping were adopted by every county committee, 
and the scheme of instruction in butter-making by all committees 
with the exception of six. The instructors appointed under 
these schemes by the committees numbered one hundred and 
thirty-nine. 

Particulars of work carried out by the instructors under the 
schemes mentioned, during 1917-18, and the preceding year, 
are given in the following table : —

As will be seen from this table, one hundred and sixty-six 
instructors were appointed during the year. Twenty-seven 
poultry-keeping instructors were, however, also qualified, and 
acted, as instructors in butter -making, so that the number of 
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persons actually employed was, as stated above, one hundred 
and thirty-nine. Five tillage demonstrators (i n counties 
Leitrim (2), Limerick (2), and Westmeath), and three agri- 
cultural overseers (in counties Antrim, Cavan, and Meath) were 
also employed by the respective county committees. 

In regard to the special food production work administered 
by the Department, assistants to the county agricultural in- 
structors were appointed as "in the preceding year. Such 
appointments were made by twenty-eight county committees 
and the number of persons employed varied with the demand" 
for their services, at the different seasons of the year, i.e. for 
tillage potato spraying, or harvesting. The total ’ number 
of persons employed as assistants was seventy-one, the 
majority of these officers being engaged for more than one of 
the seasons mentioned. 

In connection with schemes of instruction under the direct 
control of the Department, four agricultural overseers and 
fifty-three assistant agricultural overseers were engaged in the 
congested districts in affording instruction in farming matters 
to small-holders ; four demonstrators were employed during 
the potato-spraying season to assist the staff of overseers in 
these districts ; and one instructor in concrete-laying, etc., was 
appointed for portion of the year under the scheme for im- 
proving out-offices, etc., on migrants’ holdings. Twenty-one 
flax instructors were employed in the flax-growing areas. 
There were also employed in these districts, three supervising 
instructors, and thirty-eight inspectors specially appointed in 
connection with the operation of the Flax Seed (Ireland) Order, 
1918. Six instructors under the scheme of improvement in 
the management of creameries, one instructor in cheese making, 
two instructors in cow-testing to advise as to the forming of 
cow-testing associations and the keeping of milk records, *and 
seven instructors in the packing and marketing of agricultural 
produce were also employed during the year. 

The insti-uctors, overseers, etc., employed directly by the 
Department numbered, accordingly, one hundred and forty, 
the total number of persons engaged in these capacities by 
county committees and the Department being three hundred 
and fifty-eight. In the preceding year the number so employed 
Was three hundred and thirty -eight. 

. Nineteen agricultural institutions gave approved courses of 
instruction during the 1917-18 session. Of these institutions 
nine were under the Department’s management, and ten under 
other control. Courses for male students only were provided 
at seven institutions, for female students only at eleven insti- 
tutions, and for both male and female students at one insti- 
tution. One school for female students received day pupils 
only. The following table gives particulars as to the number -

Courses of training for appointments under the schemes of 
itinerant instruction and in agricultural schools and colleges, 
were continued in the Agricultural Faculty of the Royal College 
of Science, Dublin, at the Albert Agricultural College, and at 
the Munster Institute. Twelve students completed their train- 
ing during the year. Of these, seven have obtained appoint- 
ments m connection with the agricultural work of the Depart- 
merit. One hundred and seventy-nine students, trained at the 
institutions mentioned, hold appointments at present on the 
Department’s staff or as county instructors or teachers. 

The annual general conference of the county agricultural 
instructors and the Department’s central agricultural staff, as 
held in former years, was not arranged for during the year 
undei review, nor was the educational tour for these instructors 
provided.. Special conferences with the instructors, principally 
for the discussion of food production matters, were, however, 
held on two occasions during the year. 

The 1917-18 session opened with sixteen holders of Scholar- 
ships in the Agricultural Faculty, made up 
royal college as follows : — Agriculture, First Year, 5 ; 

of science, Second Year, 1 ; Third Year, 4 ; Fourth 
agricultural Year, 6. One of the First Year scholars 
faculty. left to enter the Royal .Veterinary College 
of Ireland.

Year, 2 (Agriculture) ; Second Year, X (Agriculture) ; Third 
Year, 9 (Agriculture 7) and Horticulture (2) ; and Fourth Year, 
4 (Agriculture). 

Of the six Fourth Year students, five completed their course 
and obtained the College Diploma. Of these three obtained 
employment in connection with the Department’s educational 
schemes. 

Of the one hundred and nineteen Departmental scholars who, 
up to the close of the 1917-18 session, had completed their 
training, seventy -one hold appointments as follows : — 

40 County Instructors in Agriculture. 

11 Teachers at Agricultural Colleges and Stations. 

20 On Department’s Central Staff. 

One Departmental scholar was awarded a Research Scholar- 
ship in Botany in connection with the College. 

An examination for Scholarships, tenable in the Agricultural 
Faculty, w r as held in August, 1918. Fourteen candidates com- 
peted. The following were awarded Scholarships : —

The prospectus of the examination for Scholarships in Agri- 
culture, etc., held in August, 1918, was published at pp. 498 
to 500 of the Department’s Journal, Vol. XVIII., No. 4. 

A course for creamery students, extending from October, 

1917, to March, 1918, was held at the College. Twelve students 
were admitted to this course as the result of an examination 
held in March, 1917. The prospectus of the course was 
published at pp. 501 and 502 of the Department’s Journal, 
Vol. XVIII., No. 4. 

In connection with the creamery course opening in October, 

1918, arrangements were made whereby the duration of the 
course was extended to cover a period of two winter terms, 
each of about twenty weeks’ duration, devoted to technical 
training at the Royal College of Science, and a period of about 
twenty weeks, intervening between these two sessions, to be 
spent by the students at practical work in a creamery. 

The number of students in attendance during the 1917-1S 
session was 124. Of these 6 were the 
the royal holders of Scholarships from the Union 
veterinary Government of South Africa. One hundred 
college or and fifteen students sat for the examir.a- 
ireland. tion of the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons, and 88 passed, 2 with first class 
honours, and 14 with second class honours. Thirty-one students 
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passed the Final Professional examination, and were granted 
the Diploma of Membership of the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons. ' 1 

The number of patients treated in the Clinic during the 
year ended 30th September, 1918, was 486, of which 225 were 
horses, and the remainder donkeys, dogs, cattle, pigs, etc. 

Eleven students were admitted to the ordinary agricultural 
course and fourteen to the course for farm 
apprentices. 

Five new students and three students 
who had attended the 1916-17 session were 
admitted to the gardening apprentices’ 
class. No applicant qualified for admission to the course for 
horticultuial instructors in training. Thirty-four men (includ- 
ing 3 serving in the Army) trained in this school hold positions 
in connection with horticultural schemes, either under local 
authorities or immediately under the Department. 

Arrangements were made to provide a course of training in 
horticulture for disabled soldiers who attended as extern pupils. 
Eighteen applicants were admitted. A small number of con- 
valescent officers also attended for training in agriculture.

Of the sixty-one agricultural apprentices at the 1917-18 
session, twenty -one had already taken out a course of instruc- 
tion under the Department’s Scheme of Winter Agricultural 
Classes. 

Prospectuses of the courses of instruction were published in 
the Department’s Journal, Vol. XVIII., No. 4 (pp. 507 and 510). 

Seventeen resident pupils attended the 1917-18 session at 
the College. Of these three were holders 
mountbellew of Scholarships provided by county Galway 
agricultural Committee of Agriculture. 

college. During the year 1918, lectures dealing 

with tillage- operations, diseases of animals, 
cattle-feeding, and breeds of cattle, were given in connection 
with the Mountbellew Farmers’ Club. These lectures were 
well attended by farmers from the surrounding districts. 
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As m the case of the year 19X7, it was hot found possible 
owing to the scarcity of feeding stuffs, to carry out cattle- 
feeding experiments and competitions. Special classes for 
grain crop, root crop, potato, and live stock exhibits were, how- 
ever, set apart at the Mountbellew Agricultural Show for 
members of the Farmers’ Club. From ninety to one hundred 
entries were received in these classes. 

The giving of residential courses of instruction in poultry- 
keeping, dairying, cookery, sewing, and 
Antrim housewifery for young Women was cob- 
agricultural tmued at this school during the year. Two 
school. such courses, each of nine weeks’ duration, 
opening, respectively, on the 16th October 
and the 8th January, were held. Sixteen pupils attended the 
former course and twenty-four the latter, all being either from 
county Antrim or county Down. At the second of these 
courses no fee was charged to those attending, with the ex- 
ception of a small amount to cover the cost of books, stationery, 
etc. At the first course the county Antrim Committee of Agri- 
culture required each pupil from the county to pay, in addition 
to the small charge mentioned above, a fee of £2. The con- 
ditions of admission, otherwise, were merely that pupils should 
he at least sixteen years of age and be possessed of general 
education sufficient to permit of their taking advantage of the 
instruction afforded. 

During the summer arrangements were made for the giving of 
agricultural instruction in the school, and on the farm attached, 
to officers of the Army who were convalescing and who were 
physically capable, and desirous of availing themselves of such 
instruction. Three officers attended. 

Courses of instruction at this school were held as in the 
preceding year, i.e., a course in agriculture, 
NORTH-WEST veterinary hygiene, and fruit growing for 
agricultural young men during the winter, and three 
school, strabane. courses in poultry -keeping, dairying, cook- 
ery, sewing, laundrying, and housewifery, 
(including sick nursing) for young women during the spring, 
summer, and autumn months. The courses were residential and 
Varied from six to eight Weeks in duration. The total numbers 
of pupils who attended Were seventeen young men and forty-one 
young women. 

The county committees of agriculture of Donegal, London- 
derry, and Tyrone provided the usual Scholarships at the school 
for applicants resident in their respective counties, and, with 
one exception, all those attending held these Scholarships, 
which carry free instruction, board, and residence. The re- 
gulations governing admission were the same as for previous 
courses, i.e., candidates to be not less than seventeen or more 
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than thirty-five yeatfs of age, and male candidates to be enraoWl 
in farm Work. 

Twenty-eight county committees of agriculture adopted this 
scheme tor the year under review. It was 
winter found possible to establish classes at onlv 

agricultural twenty-nine centres, at which a total of 
classes SCHEME, four hundred and fifty-seven students 
attended. The failure to form classes 
successfully at a greater number of centres was due to the 
demands made by the work of increased tillage upon the time 
of those who would ordinarily attend. 

In these circumstances, and as a temporary measure, short 
progressive courses of evening lessons in agricultural subjects 
were held by the agricultural instructors in a number of counties 
in which a satisfactory attendance of students for classes could 
not be secured. These courses were conducted in seventeen 
counties, at fifty-one centres in all. The lessons at each centre 
were given on one evening weekly (for from one and a hall to 
two and a half hours) during a period on the average of between 
five and six weeks, and the average attendance per lesson was 
twenty. 

The counties which did not adopt the winter agricultural 
classes scheme were Cavan, Dublin, Fermanagh, Meath, and 
Wicklow. 

Provision for Scholarships at the Department’s or other 
approved agricultural schools for the session 1918-19, to be 
competed for by students of the classes in their respective 
counties, was made by nine county committees of agriculture. 
The Scholarships provided numbered, in all, twenty-eight. 

As was the case in the spring of 1917 it was considered ad- 
visable to conclude the classes about the end of January, in 
order to permit the county agricultural instructors, who were 
teaching the classes, to devote themselves more fully to the 
urgent duties assigned to them in connection with food produc- 
tion. 

Agricultural instruction exclusively for girls was carried out 
during the year at eleven schools. Two of 
agricultural these, viz., the Munster Institute and the 
schools for Ulster Dairy School, are central institutions 

girls. managed by the Department, and open 
to resident pupils only. At the other 
centres, schools of rural domestic economy, aided and supervised 
by the Department, are working under local private manage- 
ment. 

Particulars of the courses at these schools are given in the 
following paragraphs. 
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The courses at the Institute were continued on the lines 
indicated in former Reports. 

MUNSTER During the year one hundred and thirty - 

institute, three girls, including thirty who had been 
cork. at the Institute in the previous year, were 

in training, and of these ninety-five left, 
having completed a varying number of terms as follows : — 
seven terms, 3 ; six terms, 5 ; five terms, 2 ; four terms, 6 ; 
three terms, 43 ; two terms, 18 ; one term, IS. One left before 
completing the first term. 

Thirty girls who completed their training during the.year at 
the Institute were offered facilities for training in cheese-making. 

Seven girls qualified for employment in connection witb-the 
Department’s work as county instructors or teachers. 

Seventy-four pupils of the Institute are now employed as 
county instructors or teachers in connection with the Depart- 
ment’s work. 

Arrangements were made for the holding of a special course 
of instruction at the Institute for the training of instructors 
in poultry-keeping and butter-making. This course, which will 
be of about 12 months’ duration, will open on the 7th January, 
1919. Sixteen Scholarships, entitling the holders to training, 
board, and residence free, are being offered in connection with 
this course. 

Special courses of instruction in cheese-making, which were 
attended by twenty-five instructors in poultry-keeping and 
butter-making under county committees of agricidture, v'ere 
held at the Institute during the months of June and July. 
These courses were arranged with a view to enabling the in- 
structors to become qualified to give instruction in cottage 
cheese-making to individuals in farm dairies and to the pupils 
attending classes in butter-making. 

The holding of courses of instruction in farm work for women 
was discontinued owing to lack of applicants for admission. 

Particulars of the Sixth Egg-laying Competition held at the 
Institute will be found on page 33 of this Report. Besides 
this competition, the usual experiments in the breeding and 
feeding of - poultry were continued. 

During the year one hundred and nine girls, including twenty- 
six who had been at the School in the 
the ulster previous year, were in training, and of 
dairy these eighty-one left, having completed a 

school. varying number of terms as follows : — four 
terms, 7 ; three terms, 24 ; two terms, 17 ; 
one term, 33. Ten left before completing the first term. Five 
pupils, who Were selected as suitable for training for instructor- 
ships, were transferred to the Munster Institute to complete 
the final courses. 
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Nine pupils who completed their training during the year of 
the Ulster Dairy School were offered facilities for training in 
cheese-making. ® a 

Courses in cheese-making similar to those held at the Munster 
Institute were held at the Ulster Dairy School during the 
months of August and September. These courses were attended 
by 19 instructors. 

Eight of these local agricultural schools Were working during 
the year under the Department’s P ro - 
schools op gramme.' One is a day school, one receives 
rural resident, pupils only, and six receive resident 
domestic and day pupils.

During the year under review twenty -five pupils, who had 
spent two sessions, covering a period of a year, at these schools, 
and who passed their terminal examinations successfully, were 
transferred to the Munster Institute to enable them to obtain 
more advanced training. 

Instruction in butter-making and poultry-keeping is also 
provided, in addition to the ordinary subjects at the residential 
schools of domestic training at Dunmanway, county Cork, Dun- 
drum, county Tipperary, Drishane, county Cork, and Carrick-on- 
Suir, county Waterford. One hundred and fifty piipils in all 
received such instruction at these schools. 

Under this scheme, which Was in operation in every county, 
forty-five instructors Were employed : five 
itinerant in county Cork, two in each of the counties 
instruction Clare, Galway, Kerry, Limerick, Mayo, 
IN Monaghan, Roscommon, and Tyrone, and 

agriculture. one in each of the other counties. Two of 
these instructors Were serving in the Army 
throughout the year. In one of these cases it was found possible 
to appoint a temporary substitute. 
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Particulars of the duties performed by the instructors are 
gI ven m the printed scheme of instruction in agriculture In 
addition, work in connection with the special measures for 
increasing food production occupied a considerable portion of 
their time, and, primarily to help in this branch of their work 
the services of a staff of seventy-one assistants were provided. 

The number of lectures delivered during 1917-18 was con- 
siderably less than in 1916-17, owing to the fact that, during 
the usual lecturing season, the instructors in many counties 
were engaged at night in holding short progressive courses of 
instruction m agricultural subjects. These courses were intro- 
duced in cases in which it was found difficult, owing to the 
exceptional demands of tillage work, to establish the usual 
winter agricultural classes, which are held during the day 
Altogether, 1,367 lectures were delivered at 1,325 centres with 
an average attendance of fifty -three for each lecture. Reference 
is made at page 24 of this Report to the winter agricultural 
classes conducted by instructors. 


The number of farms visited during the year was 30 899 
bang an average of, approximately, 700 for each instructor! 
As a result of the organisation of the special food production work 
effected m 1917, the instructors were in a position to devote 
more time to experimental and demonstration work than in 
the year 1916-17. Owing, however, to the scarcity and high 
prices of artificial manures, especially those containing potash, 
attention was confined almost exclusively to variety tests and 
demonstrations with the different crops. In all, 424 experiments 
and 1,125 demonstrations were carried out. Twenty live stock 
experiments were also undertaken. Reference is made in detail 
at pages 52-3 of this Report to this portion of the instructors’ 
work. 


Conferences of the instructors and the Department’s staff 
mainly to deal with matters of food production, were held at 
the Royal College of Science, Dublin, on the 29th and 30th 
January, and on the 27th and 28th June. 

As in 1.917, the instructors attended a short course in the 
working of threshing and other machinery, held in August at 
.he Department’s Agricultural Station, Athenry. 


Five tillage demonstrators Were engaged during the year, as 
follows ■ two in each of the counties 
tillage Leitrim and Limerick, and one in West- 
demonsteation. meath. 

Three agricultural overseers, whose duties 
are very similar to those of tillage demonstrators, were also 
employed, one in each of the counties Antrim (the Glens district), 
Cavan, and Meath. 

3 
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The work of these officers mainly consists in visiting farms 

for the purpose of affording instruction in the handling of 
agricultural machinery and implements. They are, however 
called upon to aid with advice and instruction in practical 
farming generally. 

Demonstrations in the use of the machinery and implements 
referred to, given by these officers during the year, numbered 
in all, 452. At each farm where such a demonstration was held 
the attendance of as many neighbouring farmers as possible 
was secured. 

In August these officers attended a course in the working of 
modem harvesting machinery arranged for them at the Depart- 
ment’s Agricultural Station, Athenry. 


The Department’s special schemes in the congested districts 
were continued during the year, four agri- 
special cultural overseers and fifty -three assistant 
agricultural agricultural overseers being engaged in 
schemes their administration. Four demonstrators 

for congested were also employed during the potato 
districts. spraying season to assist the regular staff 
in districts needing particular attention at 
that season. In addition, an instructor in the building and 
improvement of out-offices, concrete laying, etc., was engaged 
for part of the year. Instruction of this nature was also given 
in their respective districts by a number of the assistant over- 
seers who had received special training in such work. 

As in the previous year, the overseers and assistants were 
required to help in connection with the Department’s special 
food production programme. 

These officers attended the short course in the working of 
harvesting and other machinery held in August at the Depart- 
ment’s Agricultural Station, Athenry. 

Particulars of the live stock schemes, operating in Congested 
Districts, are given at pages 39 to 52 of this Report. 


(1) Special Demonstration Plots. 

As the cost of seeds and other requisites remained high, and 
as much of the time of the overseers and assistant overseers was 
occupied in attending to the duties assigned to them in con- 
nection with food production, the total number of demonstra- 
tion plots established during the year, viz., 5,349, was only 
slightly in excess of the number laid down in the previous year. 
Plots with roots and With artificial manures were again omitted, 
and only in county Donegal Were plots with lime undertaken.

(2) Potato Spraying. 

Much attention was again given to potato spraying, traders 
being urged to order adequate supplies of spraying requisites in 
good time, and farmers to spray the crop at least once, and, if 
possible, a second and third time. Numerous demonstrations 
on potato spraying were carried out by the assistant overseers 
and the four temporary spraying demonstrators, and the total 
number of spraying machines repaired was 3,250.

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(3) Supply of Syringes for the treatment of Contagious 
Abortion. 

Twelve syringes were supplied at a reduced price during the 
year to holders of premium bulls, or of bulls located on special 
terms by the Department. 


(4) Tree Planting. 


This scheme, under which trees and shrubs are supplied to 
migrants at a reduced cost, was suspended for 1917-18 except as 
regards some small distribution which it had not been possible 
to complete in the previous year. The total numbers of trees

(5) Special Assistance to Migrants. 

Migrants wishing to improve their holdings by erecting, or 
extending, and fitting up out-offices, constructing liquid manure 
tanks, etc., are afforded assistance in such undertakings in the 
form of small grants and loans, and are instructed in the work 
by demonstrators appointed from time to time for the purpose, 
and by those of the assistant overseers who have been trained 
in such work. During the summer months a number of liquid 
manure tanks was put down by the assistant overseers, the 
cement being supplied to the farmers at an inclusive charge 
of five shillings per 2 cwt. 

Grants in respect of these improvements, which are paid, on 
the recommendation of the Department, by the Congested 
Dsitricts Board, were made during the year to twenty-eight 
migrants, the actual number of grants being thirty -five, and the 
total payments amounting to £62 17s. 9(i One supplementary 
loan was also made by the Department. 

That these facilities were not availed of to the same extent 
as in previous years may be attributed to the increased cost and 
scarcity of materials, combined with the additional demands on 
the time of farm workers as a consequence of the extension of 
tillage. 


(6) Veterinary Dispensary Scheme. 

This scheme having been withdrawn in August, 1917, in 
several districts was in operation during the year at eleven 
centres only, viz. : Ennis, Kilrush No. 1, and Kilrush No. 2, 
county Clare ; Bantry and CastletoWnroehe, county Cork ; 
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Cahireiveen, Dingle and Killamey, county Kerry ; Mohill, 
county Leitrim ; Swinford, county Mayo ; and Boyle, county 
Roscommon- The scheme "was in abeyance, owing to circum- 
stances due to the war, in Manorhamilton, Drumshambo and 
Glenties districts. 

As there does not appear to beany prospect of the people for 
whose benefit the scheme was started, taking advantage of it, 
the Department have in contemplation the withdrawal of this 
scheme, and the allocation to other purposes in the Congested 
Districts of the funds now spent upon the Veterinary Dispen- 
saries.

The scheme of instruction in poultry-keeping was put into 
operation in every county, and forty 
poultry- instructors were employed in connection 
keeping. therewith. Of this number, twenty-seven 
acted in the dual capacity of instructors 
in. poultry-keeping and butter-making. 
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The seheme was continued, as in. 1916-17, on tlie lines laid 
down in the scheme for 1913-14, details of which will be found 
in the Appendices [page 82] of the Fourteenth Annual General 
Report of the Department. 

In view of thegreat importance of thepoultiy industry, and the 
necessity for its extension, it was considered desirable to arrange 
for conducting courses of lectures on poultry-keeping, as in the 
last two years, during the winter season, in substitution for the 
usual class work. These lectures appealed to poultry-keepers 
generally, and dealt mainly with the question of egg production 
and poultry -rearing. The poultry instructors delivered a total 
of 735 lectures, at which there was an average attendance of 36 
persons. 

It is satisfactory to note that there was a slight increase in 
the operations in connection with poultry stations, despite the 
difficulties which existed in procuring feeding stuffs for poultry.

During the year also portion of the time of the instructors 
m airymg was taken up in visiting tinsmiths in connection 
with applications for supplies of tinplate. This was found 
necessary in order to meet the Wishes of the Ministry of Munitions 
who were anxious, m view of the scarcity of tinplate, that all 
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applications should be carefully scrutinised and that supplies 
of tinplate would be given only to those who required the 
material for the manufacture of dairy utensils. 

In view of the foregoing a systematic visiting of creameries 
was not possible. 

The present staff of instructors in dairying cannot be regarded 
as sufficient to cope with the demands of the dairying industry 
and, consequently, the work of supervision is rendered more 
difficult, so that it is impossible to maintain an efficient service 
At least four more instructors will be required. The Department, 
has been urged by the Ministry of Food to afford additional 
facilities for education and training in matters relating to 
dairying. 

Furthermore, the demand for instruction and advice in regard 
to cheese-making involves an amount of work which the present 
staff cannot deal with satisfactorily. 

A special instructor in cheese-making was appointed, and it 
was arranged that portion of the time of this instructor would 
be devoted to the giving of short courses of instruction in 
cheese-making to county instructors in butter-making, with a 
view to assisting them to meet the demands of the public for 
instruction and advice in regard to the manufacture of cheese 
for home consumption. 

Cheese-Making. 

At the close of the year there were 121 factories making cheese, 
as compared with 40 at the corresponding period of the previous 
year. The chief varieties of cheese made were Caerphilly and 
Cheddar, with a small quantity of Derby cheese. At the close 
of the year 12 other factories were preparing to start cheese- 
making. 

The demand for trained cheese-makers was very heavy owing 
to the rapid increase in the number of factories. Arrangements 
were made for the training of 70 girls in cheese factories under 
the supervision of the Department’s instructors in dairying. 
Twenty-one of the 22 pupils who commenced their training in 
the preceding year completed their courses. Up to the close of 
the year 47 girls had been trained, all of whom had obtained 
employment. 

The manufacture and supply of cheese-making utensils by 
Arms in Ireland continued to give satisfaction. 


Surprise Butter Inspections conducted hy local Creamery 
Associations. 

Only one of the five associations which conducted inspections 
last year applied this year for the Department’s assistance and 
only one inspection was held. This was no doubt due to the fact 
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that the “grade ” notes furnished to the creameries under the 
scheme of the Ministry of Food for the grading of butter in 
Great Britain contained information such as was elicited at 
surprise butter inspections. 


Examination for Creamery Certificates. 

An examination for the award of certificates in technical 
subjects as applied to the management of creameries was held 
at the Royal College of Science. Fifteen candidates presented 
themselves, and five obtained certificates. Facilities for learning 
the practice of creamery management during the summer in 
selected creameries were provided for four of the successful 
candidates, but only three accepted the offer. 


Training of Dairymaids in Creamery Work. 

Owing to financial stringency no arrangements were made 
during the period under review for the training of pupils as 
dairymaids. 


Forty -five instructors were employed under this scheme; 

of these 40 were qualified to give instruction 

horticulture in both horticulture and bee-keeping, two 
and in horticulture alone, and three in bee- 

bee-keeping. keeping alone. One county committee 

employed separate instructors«for horti- 
culture and for bee-keeping, while in two counties an additional 
instructor for bee-keeping only was appointed. 

Under this scheme the services of the instructors were mainly 
devoted to visiting and giving in st met ion at cottage plots, 
lecturing, holding demonstrations -where practicable, and 
supervising demonstration plots. 

In 1917— IS a total of 41,799 visits and demonstrations were 
carried out, and 424 lectures, with an average attendance of 
45 persons, were delivered. 

In addition to the establishment of general demonstration 
plots for the cultivation of fruit and vegetables, special efforts 
were again made during the season to secure the extension of 
vegetable culture by arranging for vegetable demonstration 
plots, mainly in connection with allotments attached to labourers’ 
cottages. As a result, a total of 1491 such plots were laid down, 
as well as 176 general demonstration plots. 

The scheme was continued' on the lines approved in 1913-14. 
A copy of the scheme for that year will be found at page 96 
of the Appendices of the Fourteenth Annual General Report.

It is part of the duty of the itinerant instructors in horti- 
culture and bee-lceeping to act as inspectors in their respective 
counties for the purposes of the Destructive Insects and Pests 
Acts, and the Bee Pest Prevention (Ireland) Act, 190S, and to 
report to the Department occurrences of diseases or pests 
injurious to horticulture or bee-keeping. The action taken by 
the Department and the county committees to deal with these 
diseases and pests is referred to at pages 67 and 69 of this 
Report. 


This scheme, which was carried out on the same lines as in 
previous years, was adopted by 22 county 
prizes for committees in the year under review. 
cottages and The counties of Armagh, Carlow, Clare, 
small farms. Donegal, Down, Dublin, King’s, Leitrim, 
Longford, Louth, and Sligo were unable, 
owing to the lack of funds, to make provision for the scheme in 
1918. 

The cottages and small farms entered for competition were 
judged by the agricultural instructors, who acted in counties 
other than those in which they were employed as instructors.

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The scheme of subsidies to agricultural societies, etc., was 
carried out on the same lines as the'l9l4 
SUBSIDIES scheme, a copy of which will be found at 
to shows. page 71 of the Appendices to the Depart- 
ment’s Fourteenth Annual General Report 
There were 75 subsidised agricultural shows, and 88 plou4ino 
matches held in 191S. Funds were set aside for the purposes 
of the scheme by the committees in every county with the 
exception of Carlow'. In counties Dublin, Leitrim, Westmeath 
and Wicklow, no provision was made for subsidies to agricultural 
shows, the amounts allocated in these counties being devoted 
solely towards assisting skilled labour competitions. 

Under the Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations 
the permission of the Minister of Munitions Was required in 
each case for the holding of an agricultural show, and the 
exhibit at such a show of machinery, metal ware, and imple- 
ments was prohibited. In response to representations made 
on the subject, the Minister granted a general concession for 
the holding of all agricultural show's in Ireland, subsidised by 
county committees of agriculture under the Department’s 
scheme, and allowed the exhibition thereat of such agricultural 
machinery and implements as were already manufactured and 
ill stock in Ireland. 


For the purpose of subsidies in 1918, a gross sum of £5,011 
was allocated by the several county committees, of which 
£4,208 was actually expended as shown in the following table

In the ease of the remaining twenty-five counties in which 
the scheme was in operation, the value of the nomination fee 
as fixed by the county committee, was £2, save in Dublin' 
where it was fixed at £3, and in Meath, where the fees were £3 
for thoroughbred sires and £2 for others. 

Special Grant . — The grant of £10,000 referred to in previous 
Reports was again placed at the disposal of the Department 

Of this amount, however, a sum of £8,000 was provided bv 
the Treasury and was applied to. 3 

[a) purchase of stallions, 

(&) nomination of mares. 

The balance, viz., £2,000, was provided from the Development 
Fund for the purpose of (1) meeting liabilities to which the 
Department are committed in connection with the Irish Draught 
Horse Scheme, and (2) defraying cost of the new Irish Drauaht 
Horse Scheme. ° 

The Department purchased, during the year, seven stallions 
and four colts, at a cost of £l,355. Six of the stallions have 
been resold under the terms of the Department’s Scheme of 
Loans for the purchase of stallions, and the seventh, which 
turned out unsuitable for breeding purposes, was sold as a geld- 
ing. The four colts are developing favourably, and will, it is 
hoped, grow into stallions suitablef or di sposal for the 1919 breed- 
ing season. 

Of the £ 8,000 provided by the Treasury for the financial 
year ended 31st March, 1918, £ 6,000 was earmarked for the 
purposes of supplementing the sum of £6,918 provided by 
county committees of agriculture for nominations to mares. 
The total amount available for this purpose was £12,918. 

The Irish Draught Horse Scheme was withdrawn in 1915, 
save in so far as the payment of the special subsidies to certain 
registered fillies is concerned. Six such premiums, value £20 
each, were paid in 1918 to the owners of selected fillies which had 
produced live foals in accordance with the conditions of the 
scheme. No special inspections of two-year-old produce were 
carried out in 1918, as any animals of this description were 
included in the general inspections in connection with the Irish 
Draught Horse Book during the Autumn. 

Tire scheme for the establishment of an Irish Draught Horse 
Book, issued early in 1917, has been most successful. The total 
number of animals entered for inspection in 1917 was 1,450, 
viz., 1,180 mares and 270 stallions. These horses were inspected 
during the autumn of 1917, as a result of which 375 mares 
and 44 stallions were passed as sound and suitable for inclusion 
in die first volume of the Book, which was published in good time 
for the 1918 breeding season. This book, which was put on sale 
at Is. Gd. per copy, sold well, over 400 copies having been dis- 
posed of. The scheme was re-issued in 1918 as a result of which 
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applications were received for the inclusion of 728 mares and 
136 stallions in the Second Volume of the Book. The inspection 
of these animals commenced towards the end of September 
1918, and Will be completed in good time to enable Volume II ’ 
of the Book to be issued before the 1919 breeding season, so that 
owners of registered mares can have an opportunity of makino- 
the necessary arrangements for the service of their mares bv 
stallions whose names appear in the Book. 

It may be of interest, perhaps, to quote here the following 
extract from the Report of the Inspectors who carried out the 
inspections in 1917 : — • 

“ In making our selections of mares, we adopted a good average 
standard of merit, and were particularly careful to exclude mares 
showing coarseness or signs of imported cart-horse blood. No 
well-made mare that could be regarded as a good, useful farm 
animal of the clean-legged draught type was passed over without 
careful consideration. 

Taken as a whole, the mares which we have recommended 
for entry in the Book are a good lot of animals, which can be 
regarded as ail excellent foundation stock for establishing a 
breed of clean-legged draught horses really suitable to the 
requirements of the average Irish farmer. 

With regard to the stallions, in making our selections we 
set a' high standard of merit, and we have not recommended 
for entry any sires respecting which there was a reasonable 
doubt in our minds, either on the score of general merit, or in 
tile matter of pedigree. Our main concern was to choose animals 
having, in the first place, good general conformation ; and, 
secondly, true Irish Draught character and weight. In consider- 
ing the question of breeding, we have been most careful to ex- 
clude such sires as had imported cart-horse strains, so far as 
we could trace. We were not so strict in regard to thoroughbred 
blood, and we have recommended a few sires which have one 
or two crosses of Thoroughbred more or less remote in their 
pedigree. With these exceptions, the selected sires come from 
old strains of Irish Draught horses. 

“ The question of action also received considerable attention, 
and whilst we did not look for anything in the nature of extrava- 
gant action, we satisfied ourselves that the horses we selected 
were reasonably straight and true movers. We are very pleased 
to be able to report that, taken as a whole, the sires which we 
have recommended for entry in the Book are excellent stud 
animals, and we are convinced that, regarded as clean-legged 
draughc sires, they could not be equalled by horses imported 
from any other country. They are distinct in type and pre- 
eminently suited to Irish conditions. 

All the selected animals, both mares and stallions, were 
subjected to a strict veterinary examination prior to their being 
recommended for entry in the Book. 

i 
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“ We have given careful thought as to the prospects of success 
of this scheme. In the course of our work we were constantly 
in touch with persons interested in the horsebreeding industry, 
particularly those who were keen on animals of the Irish Draught 
type. In so far as it rests with those people, we believe that they 
will persist in supporting the scheme, and will breed from animal’s 
entered in the Book, provided that Stallions will be placed 
within reasonable distance of mare owners. This is a matter 
of vital importance, and we strongly recommend the Depart- 
ment to spare no pains or expense in arranging an equitable 
distribution of the available sires. Should this be done, and 
should a general policy in regard to this scheme, similar to that 
adopted in 1917, be followed in future years, we are confident 
that the success of the scheme is assured, and that in time 
there will be in the country a distinct breed of clean-legged 
draught horses, which could not he excelled, and in sufficient 
numbers to supply the demand now existing for a heavier class 
of sire.” 

This scheme, which was adopted by every county com- 
mittee in 1918, was continued on the same 
cattle-breeding, lines as the 1914 scheme, a copy of which 
will be found at page 60 of the Appendices 
to the Fourteenth Annual General Report. 

The maximum value of the premium for a pure-bred re- 
gistered dairy bull was fixed at £20 ; for a pure-bred Shorthorn 
hull, £15 ; for a pure-bred Aberdeen Angus or Hereford bull, 
£12 ; and for a registered dairy bull (other than pure-bred), 
£12. These values applied oi ly to such bulls as were located 
for first-year premiums in 1 918. The value of the premium 
for a Kerry or a Galloway bull was the same as in the previous 
year, viz., £10.

The 33 county committees set aside funds for the award in 
the aggregate of 1,058 premiums for 1918. 

At local exhibitions held at 386 centres 552 bulls which had 
held premiums in 1917 were passed as suitable for further 
premiums, and of these 522 were awarded premiums for 1918 
by county committees. This left 536 premiums available for 
new applicants, but only 352 were taken up provisionally. The 
total number of premiums awarded was therefore 874 or 83 
per cent, of the total for which provision had been made.

In 1917 the number of such special premiums actually paid 
for was 156, and the number of bulls sold at reduced prices 
was 20. 

The total number of bulls standing in the country during 
1918 under the general cattle-breeding scheme was 1,101, viz., 
227 placed by the Department under the special arrangements 
for congested counties, and 874 in connection with county 
schemes. 

As a result of inspections carried out during the year, 192 
cows were considered suitable as regards 
registration or general appearance for the purposes of this 
dairy cattle. scheme, and were accordingly entered on. 

. . the list of animals provisionally selected 

lor registration. Of these cows, 150 were pure-bred Shorthorns. 
Up to the 30th September, 1918, a total of 3,042 cows had been 
entered in the Register as having satisfied the Department’s 
requirements in general appearance, and in the quantity and 
quality of their milk yield. 
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Ninety -nine bull calves, the progeny of registered cows, were 
inspected during the year, with a view to provisional selection 
for premiums under the cattle breeding scheme, and of these 
48 were selected and entered in the Register as registered dairc 
bulls. Up to the close of the year, 472 dairy bulls had been 
entered m the Register, and of these, 215 were pure-bred Short- 
horns. 

Ten owners offered 168 Kerry and Dexter cows and 156 
of these were passed. 

Two inspectors were engaged on the work of this scheme 
during the year. 


In connection with the Department’s scheme for encouraging 
improvement in the dairy cattle of Ireland, 
COW-TESTING under which provision is made for the 
associations. formation of cow-testing associations, 
posters, circulars, and a special memoran- 
dum were issued, pointing out the necessity of improving the 
milk supply and how this could be done by means of cow- 
testing associations, which enable farmers to determine which 
cows are worth retaining and which should be disposed of. 

Two instructors were employed to bring the objects and 
advantages of these associations before meetings of farmers 
and others interested in dairying, and to visit associations when 
formed, and inspect the records kept under the scheme. 

On the 30th September, 1918, there were 30 associations 
(comprising at least 100 cows each) distributed as follows : — 
eighteen in county Cork ; three in county Limerick ; two each 
in counties Kerry and Kilkenny ; one each in counties Armaah, 
Clare, Londonderry, Tipperary, and Waterford. 

During the year, 170 cows which had reached the standard 
required as to quantity and quality of milk and satisfied the 
Department’s requirements in general appearance, were entered 
in the Register. 


The scheme for encouraging improvement in the breeds of 
swine for 1918 was adopted by every county 
swine-breeding, committee, and was carried out on the 
same lines as in 1914, the scheme for which 
will be found at page |65 of the Appendices to the Fourteenth 
Annual General Report.

Eight cheviot rams were also located in county Wicklow. 

The practice of selling a limited number of black-faeed rams 
at reduced prices to residents in the congested counties was 
continued, the number sold during the past season being 77. 
Xhe number of such rams sold under this arrangement in the 
nve years 1914-1918, inclusive, was 536. 
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Particulars of the measures taken to improve the breeds 
of hens, ducks, geese and turkeys are 
poultry- included in the remarks on the operation 
breeding. of the scheme of instruction in poultry- 
keeping which is dealt with at pages 31 
to 33 of this Report. 


(c) Experiments and Investigations. 

As a result of the steps taken during 1917 to organise their 
work in connection with food production, 
field the instructors were enabled to give greater 

experiments attention during 1917-18 to field experi- 
and mental work, although not to the same 

demonstrations, extent as in normal years. Manurial ex- 
periments were practically suspended owing 
to the scarcity and high cost of artificial manures, particularly 
potassic compounds, and variety tests with the different crops 
were, with few exceptions, the only experiments undertaken. 
These experiments were, save for a number ot minor modifica- 
tions, identical with those prescribed in the scheme for 1916-17, 
particulars of which are given at pages 132 to 137 of the Depart- 
ment’s Journal for October, 1916 (Vol. XVII., No. 1). 

Information as to the official experiments undertaken each 
year is published by the Department in their Journal, and, also,, 
issued in leaflet form. Such information, together with the 
results of any special experiments carried out with the approval 
of the Department, is usually published also in the reports 
issued annually by the different county committees of agricul- 
ture.

Under the head 44 Miscellaneous ” are included, among others, experiments 

(1) in the improvement of pasture by the use of selected seed mixtures. 

(2) in the spraying of charlock. 
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The total number of demonstration plots laid down was 
1,125, as compared with 718 in 1916-17. As in the case of 
experiments, these plots were mainly confined to varieties of the 
different crops, including, also, a number with catch crops. 

Comparative tests were continued in the Garvagh district 
in 1917, with the following varieties of 
flax. flax seed : Canadian (fibre variety from 
, . , . v ti * , n^ i0 X\ Canadian Riga Child (from Sas- 

katchewan), Dutch White Flowering), English, Irish (grown in 
county Antrim), Irish (grown in county Cork), Japanese, Pemau 
Crown, and Riga (old seed of low germination). The results of 
these experiments afforded valuable information with regard 
to securing the most suitable varieties for sowing in 1918. 

A further series of variety trials was carried out in 1918, the 
produce of which will be scutched early in the 1918-19 season. 

Serious difficulty was again experienced in obtaining adequate 
supplies of flax seed for sowing in 1918. Only very limited 
quantities of new Russian seed could be obtained. A large 
quantity of Dutch seed was procured late in the season, but 
practically all of it arrived in time for sowing. Additional 
sources of supply were opened up in Canada and Japan, and a. 
considerable amount of seed from these countries was imported 
and sown. Supplies were also available from the United 
States and England. 

The area sown in 1918 was 141,538 acres as compared with 
107,705 acres in 1917 and 91,454 in 1916. 

Seventeen flax instructors were employed during the greater 
portion of the year and instruction was afforded to growers and 
scutch-mill owners in the following counties : Armagh, Cavan, 
Cork, Donegal, Down, Fermanagh, Kerry, Londonderry, Mayo, 
Monaghan, Sligo and Tyrone. Four temporary instructors 
were also employed during portion of the year in outlying 
flax districts in counties Cork, Sligo, Cavan and Kildare. In 
addition, a grant for the employment of a flax instructor, who 
would also act as mill foreman, was afforded to growers in 
county Wicklow. 

Ten flax apprentices selected by examination in October, 
1917, were given a specialised course of training in the cultiva- 
tion, handling and scutching of flax for the purpose of qualifying 
for employment as flax instructors. At the close of the yearunder 
review they had almost completed their training, and arrange- 
ments were being made for their employment as instructors 
in flax-growing districts, and also for a further examination for 
flax apprenticeships. 

A grant for the training of scutchers was made to one mill- 
owner in each of the counties of Cork and Mayo. 

Under the Department’s scheme for the improvement of the 
flax-growing industry (seepage 74 of the Appendices tothe 14th 
Annual General Report), prizes were offered by the Cork county 
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committee oi agriculture for competition during 1918. 216 

entries were received for prizes amounting to £80. 

The weather during the harvest of 1917 was unusually wet 
and very unsuitable for the saving of flax 
flax seed seed. The majority of flax-growers, how- 

(ireland) ever, succeeded in saving, with a con- 

order, 1917. siderable amount of success, the one-eighth 
of their crops as required by the Order. 
The total number oi cases in which prosecutions were under- 
taken for non-complianee with the Order was 371. Convictions 
were obtained in 345 cases. The fines imposed were, however, 
small, ranging from Is. and costs to £10. Defaulters were not 
permitted to have their flax scutched or marketed until the 1st 
March. 

The home-grown seed, where saved in good condition, proved 
quite suitable for sowing purposes. It is estimated that the 
area sown with such seed was from 25,000 to 30,000 acres. 
In order to give farmers an opportunity of disposing of seed 
saved by them which they did not wish to keep for their own 
use, markets were held in the principal towns in all the flax- 
growing districts for the pux-chase of such seed. The majority 
of farmers, however, appear either to have sown the seed 
themselves or sold it to other farmers for sowing purposes. 

Flax Seed ( Ireland ) Order , 1918. — The Flax Seed (Ireland) 
Order, 1917 (see p. 6S1 Department’s Journal , Vol. XVII., 
No. 4) made by the Army Council was slightly modified and 
re-issued by the Ministry of Munitions in 1918 (see Appendices, 
page 247). The Department again undertook the administra- 
tion of .the Order. The work was in charge of the Department’s 
Inspector of Flax Schemes and was administered from the 
Department’s central offices. Thirty-eight inspectors and three 
supervisors were appointed to give instruction to farmers with 
regard to the saving of the seed and to report cases of default. 
Assistance was also given by the Department’s permanent 
flax instructors, and the Royal Irish Constabulary were-ask»d 
to co-operate in seeing that the Order was observed. The staffs 
oi county committees of agriculture in counties where flax was 
grown also assisted in making the Order known. Upwards of 
60,000 copies of a leaflet explanatory of the Order Were issued 
for the information of growers. 

Up to 30th September the number of defaulters reported 
was 173, and of these 90 had been sent for prosecution. 

Sale of Flax Seed ( Ireland ) Order, 1917. — The sale of flax 
seed during the 1917-18 season was controlled by The Sale of 
Flax Seed (Ireland) Order, 1917 (see Department’s Journal, 
Vol. XVIII., No. 3, p. 339). The Department also undertook 
administration oi this Order. Traders were required to furnish 
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particulars of their sales and purchases, and their books were 
inspected m a considerable number of eases. Twelve prosecu- 
tions for breaches of the Order were instituted, and fines ranging 

from Is. and costs to £5 15 j. were inflicted b 


Departmental Committee on Charges for Scutching Flax and 
the Disposal of Torn.— Owing to the friction which existed 
between flax-growers and scutch-mill owners, due to the practice 
of retaining tow at the mills in payment or part-payment of 
scutching, the Department decided to appoint a special com- 
mittee to inquire into the whole question and to make recom- 
mendations. This Committee held 11 public sittings at the 
principal ceivties in the flax-growing areas and examined 
203 witnesses. The Committee, in their Report [1918— 
Cd. 9029] recommended that scutch-mill owners should 
be precluded from accepting or retaining tow in payment or 
part-payment for scutching, or from purchasing or negotiating 
for the purchase of tow until the flax from which such tow 
had been produced had been scutched, and then only by weight 
These recommendations were put into effect bv the Regulations 
issued by the Flax Supplies Committee under the Scutch Mills 
(Ireland) Order, 1918. The Departmental Committee also made 
suggestions as to the best means for dealing with and disposing 
of tow. 1 ‘ s 

Reference to the work of the Plant Breeding Division in 
connection with the pure line cultivations of flax seed will be 
found at page 61 of this Report. 

The main conditions of the current scheme of tobacco ex- 
periments are given in an article on the 
tobacco. subject which appeared in the issue of the 
Department’s Journal for April 1915. 

The experiments are financed out of the Development Fund. 

The Wexford Tobacco Growers’ Society withdrew from the 
scheme in 1917, as previously reported. The Sociexy intimated 
that, as they could see no prospect for the revival of tobacco 
growing in Co. Wexford, they did not propose to make any 
offer for the purchase of the curing bam provided by the De- 
partment for the purposes of the experiments. The Department 
accordingly disposed of the barn. They have arranged, how- 
ever, to resume possession of the barn in the event of its being 
required for tobacco curing at any time up to 1923 (the year 
oi the conclusion of the experiments). 

With a view to preserving the continuity of his experiments, 
Ford Dunraven resumed, on a reduced scale, the work -which 
had been suspended in 1917, owing to the accidental destruction 
by fire of his rehandling station at Adare, county Limerick. 
The area which he had cropped with tobacco in 1918 was 18| 
acres. The Treasury agreed that Lord Dunraven should he 
allowed compensation in respect of interest on idle capital and 
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cost of maintenance of idle equipment in 1918, on the under- 
standing that he would procure and erect new rehandling 
machinery at the earliest possible date. The 3 918 crop win 
be dealt with by equipment which was found suitable for the 
purpose as a result of experiments conducted prior to 1914 

Sir Nugent Everard, Randlestown, Navan, continued his 
experiments in 1918. The area cropped with tobacco for him 
was 58 1 acres. He was unable to have his full area (114 acres) 
cropped owing to circumstances arising out of the guaranteeing 
of prices for certain farm crops. As standing charges are incurred 
each year to a certain extent, in respect of the full approved 
experimental area, irrespective of the acreage which may 
actually be cropped, arrangements have been made, with the 
concurrence of the Treasury, whereby a special grant may be 
paid to the experimenter each year in respect of the area which 
he is unable to have cropped, to enable him to meet standing 
charges on such area. The uncropped area in 1917 on which 
such grant was paid was 63 £ acres, and the rate of grant was 
£8 per acre. 

Of the 77 acres planted with tobacco under the Department’s 
scheme in 1918, 2} acres were planted with cigarette tobacco 
and 1 acre with cigar tobacco, the remainder being put under 
pipe tobacco. One person who Was not connected with the 
Department’s experiments in Ireland was licensed by the 
Board of Customs and Excise to grow two acres of tobacco. 

In 1918 the weather was rather favourable for seed-beds, 
provided proper attention was given to ventilation and waterii o 
during the periods of warm bright weather which occurred in 
March and May. 

The planting season, except at its beginnir g in May, whs very 
dry, and growers who neglected their seed-beds had difficulty 
in transplanting their crops into the field. 

The growing season during July and August was marked by 
very favourable weather which had the effect of improvi g 
greatly the prospects of the crop. 

The harvesting and curii g seasons were rather unfavour; ble 
throughout on account of excessive rain and low temperatures. 
The tobacco crop suffered practically no damage from frost or 
wmd. 

Loss through attacks by insects and diseases was less th;v hi 
any of the four years immediately precedi g. 

The average yield per acre of cured tobacco should approach 
normal, and, in view of the scarcity of tobacco leaf, the prices 
for the crop should reach a very high level. 

The entire 1917 crop has been marketed aid re; li eel n 
average price of 10-8 d. per lb. From 7 d. per lb. to Is. 0 Id. 
per lb., was paid for pipe tobacco, ai.d from 6 d. per lb. to Is. lOd. 
per lb. for cigarette tobacco. 

Durnig the year an experiment to test the v.lue cf ( ff 1 
snulf as an insecticide was carried out with satisfactory resuhs. 
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The three experiments in the feeding of live stock prescribed 
for the year 1916-17, details of which are 
given m the issue of the Department’s 
Journal for October, 1916 (Vol. XVII., 
No. 1), were suspended during 1917-ls' 
two new experiments in the feeding of (1) 
pigs and (2) calves being introduced. The 
experiments, which were, as usual, conducted under the super- 
vision of the county agricultural instructors, were arranged for 
in eleven counties, and were as follows :

In view of the conditions which continued to exist during 
the year as regarded the supply of poultry 
poultry foods and the dearth of chickens suitable 
fattening. for fattening, the course of training in the 
fattening and trussing of fowl, grading of 
eggs, etc.; which was provided in former years for poultry- 
keeping instructors, was again suspended. 


This investigation was continued on the same lines as in 
previous years ; the extermination of the 
warble fly. insects on Clare Island and attempts to 
find safe and reliable dressings for killing 
the maggots while in the backs of cattle receiving special 
attention. After three years’ work the number of maggots 
found and destroyed on the cattle in Clare Island shows a very 
marked decrease, so that an approach to elimination in that 
area may be expected next year. Experiments as to dressings 
will be resumed during the coming season. 

During the year 181 samples of washing soda were received 
for testing, of which 180 were found to be 
analysis of of the standard of purity required for 
spraying potato spraying purposes. Two of these 

materials. samples were only 96 per cent, pure, but, 

nevertheless, could be safely used in 
making up a spraying mixture. One sample Was found to be 
“ commercial sulphate of soda.” 189 samples of copper sulphate 
were tested and found to be np to standard. The Department 
cannot too strongly impress upon farmers the necessity of 
having the materials for the making of spraying mixtures 
tested before use. Adulterated materials may be even not 
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only worthless as a preventive of blight, but may actually 
involve the total or partial loss of the crop. The Department’ 
fee for testing a sample of either copper sulphate or washing 
soda is only the nominal sum of 3tZ. ® 

The demand for almost all fruits, cultivated and wild, was 
exceptionally good, and producers ’were 
MARKETING of usually able to sell fruit at very cood 
fruit. prices. & 

Packages were costly and difficult to 
obtain, hence there was a strong tendency to revert to methods 
of packing which in normal times would be regarded as quite 
unsuitable. The ease with which fruit could be sold had also 
the effect of inducing sellers to be careless or indifferent as to 
grading. 

Prices continued to rise rapidly, as did also the cost of 
cases and packing material. 

marketing of Exporters had much difficulty in pro. 
eggs. curing supplies of suitable cases; there 

was, therefore, a tendency on the part of 
some exporters to use secondhand cases which had not been 
properly repaired, and new cases of weak and inferior con- 
struction. 

The exceptionally good demand for eggs tended to increase 
the carelessness of exporters Who had been faulty as to their 
methods of handling eggs. The handling of egg packages by 
carriers was reported to have been rougher than in pre-war 
times, and this, together with the use of inferior packages and 
careless packing, appeared to have resulted in increased 
damage to eggs during transit. 

The Department’s tobacco expert aflorded technical advice 
in the drying of medicinal herbs, and the 
medicinal arrangements made last year at the 
herbs. botanical section of the National Museum 
for the identification of wild plants and 
herbs, free of charge, were continued. 

Seeds and Plant Disease Division. 

[a) Seeds . — During the year the number of samples of seeds 
tested and the sources from which they were derived were as

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The number oi samples tested was more than double that oi 
the previous year and the resources of the Seed Testing Station 
were severely taxed in coping with this great increase of Work. 
So great was the pressure early in the year that it became 
necessary to inform merchants that tfa e testing oi further samples 
sent by them could not be undertaken, as it was not possible 
to ensure that the results of the tests would reach them in 
reasonable time. 


The number of samples sent by farmers was nearly three 
times as great as m the previous year, while the number 
received from merchants was nearly twice as great. 

Samples of flax and of cereals accounted for a large part of 
the increase, but tnere were also considerable increases in the 
numbers of samples of grass, root and clover seeds. Meadow 
foxtail and parsnip were the only eases in which there was a 
slight decrease. 

The results of the tests both of the samples submitted volun- 
tarily and of those taken under the Weeds and Agricultural 
Seeds (Ireland) Act, 1909, show that, on the whole, the standard 
of quality of the Agricultural Seeds used in Ireland is a high 
one and that the marked improvement which has taken place 
during recent years Was fully maintained and even exceeded 
during the period under review. 

The investigation work in connection with seed testing, 
dealt with in some detail in last year’s Annual Report, was 
continued and, in some directions, extended. That the ger- 
mination percentage of the “ naked ” seeds in samples of 
Timothy is less than that of the “ covered ” seed, and that 
they lose their vitality more rapidly than the latter has now been 
proved by a series of tests extending over three years. It has 
also been proved that poor samples of Timothy, germinating 
below 80 per cent., germinate better at a constant temperature 
of 20° C. than at intermittent temperatures of 20° C. and 30° C. 
This, however, does not hold good in the case of good samples 
germinating above 80 per cent. 

Experiments dealing with the method of sampling mangel 
seed showed that there was a tendency, although a very slight 
one, for the proportion of larger “ seed clusters ” to be slightly 
less in a sample drawn with the usual sampling spear than in 
one carefully taken by band. Hence the latter method of 
■obtaining the sample from the bulk is to be recommended. 

Senders of samples of flax seed frequently require the results 
of the tests very urgently. The usual time required for a germina- 
tion test of flax is ten 'days, but it is interesting to note that, 
as the result of extended trials, it has been found that in samples 
germinating 80 per cent, or over, the total germination does 
not increase to any appreciable degree after the first five days. 
In samples germinating between 80 per cent, and 60 per cent, 
the average additional germination after the first five days is 
only 3 per cent. Hence it is now possible, if necessary, to supply 
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a report on a sample of flax seed based on a five days’ germina- 
tion test which will give useful information to the sender, within 
about one-half of the time previously required. 

Enquiries concerning the country of origin of samples of 
flax seed are not infrequently received. In this connection it 
is interesting to record that in 90 per cent, of the samples of 
Japanese flax seed received during the year the seed of Camelinor 
foetida was found to be present as an impurity. In only two per 
cent, of the samples of Russian and Dutch seed examined 
was this weed seed found to be present. 

Several appeals from seed merchants for assistance in training 
their employees in the details of seed testing methods were 
received, and such assistance was given, so far as time and 
circumstances permitted. 

(6) Plant Diseases.— The trials of disease-resisting varieties of 
potatoes were continued durir g the yea)-, and further experiments 
on potato spraying wex-e carried out. 

The study of a new tomato disease was provisionally com- 
pleted, and the results are in course of publication as a scientific 
paper. The disease, for which the term “ foot-rot ” has been 
suggested, is contracted from the soil and is due to the attacks 
of a new species of Phytophthora, allied to that which produces 
the “ Pink Rot ” of the potato and to that which causes the 
ordinary potato “blight.” 

The results of the work on the Colletotrichum disease of flax 
seedlings, referred to in last year’s Report, have now been pub- 
lished. The interesting discovery has been made that the 
fungus which causes the disease hibernates in the form of 
mycelium hr the skin of the seed, and infection of the young 
plant itself occurs during or shortly after germination. A 
suitable method of treating infected seed, and thus preventing 
the disease has been worked out on a laboratory scale. Practical 
application in the field has not yet been attempted. Other 
diseases of flax have received some attention, and the results 
so far obtained show that if satisfactory facilities for studying 
these diseases in the field can beprovided, much useful information 
concerning flax diseases in general will soon be forth-coming. 

All the samples of wheat (591) submitted for testing at the 
Seed Testing Station were examined microscopically for the 
presence of the spores of “ bunt ” or “ stinking smut.” Ninety- 
three per cent, of the samples were found to be thus contami- 
nated, and in each case the sender of the sample, was warned 
and supplied with directions as to how to proceed to disinfect 
the seed before sowing. 

Specimens of diseased plants of various kinds were examined, 
and reports furnished concerning them in over 160 instances. 
Two papers were published durii g the year, viz., the Ninth 
Report on Potato Disease Investigations, ai d the one referred 
to above on the Colletotrichum disease of flax seedlings. 
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Plant Breeding Division. 

During t.he 1918 season the cultivations of pure line wheat 
barley , oats and flax were continued as more fully described 
below, and the quantitative experiments in the cages at Glas- 
nevin and Brilmacurra were resumed. There were two series 
of quantitative tests in each cage sown with barley to compare 
the Archer x Spratt, Archer x Goldthorpe, and Goldthorpe x 
Spratt hybrids with the parent forms. The season proved 
favourable to barley, especially in the Ballinacurra cage and 
the results when they have been tabulated will supply valuable 
information. 

A quantitative series sown with hybrid oats was not so for- 
tunate, as the plots Were badly attacked bv Frit fly during the 
drought in June. ‘ 6 


About nine acres, which included large plots of White Stand 
Up, Wilhehnina, and Red Chaff White, and 
wheat. small plots of Red Fife, Red Marvel and 
two hybrid wheats, Nos. 16 and 34, were 
grown to produce seed. Tile three first mentioned, sown in 
autumn, did well and gave good yields, the four last mentioned 
were not so good, and Red Marvel was badly bunted ard had 
to be discarded. Small plots of the following wheats were 
grown for observation purposes, viz., Benefactor, Fenman ar.d 
Red Steele ; the two first mentioned were good, but Red 
Steele, which in some parts of county Cork is favoured by 
farmers, was poor in both yield and quality of grain. 

The barley cultivations consisted of the usual pure lines. 
Archer I., Archer II., Goldthorpe ar.d 
BARLEY. Spratt, also two forms of Archer x Gold- 

thorpe and Archer x Spratt hybrids, occu- 
pying an area of about 12 acres. There were a further 1 J 
acres under a variety of hybrid baileys, including the new 
and promising Goldthorpe— Spratt hybrids. All the bailev 
did well, gave satisfactory yields and quality, and were harvested 
in sound condition. 


There were about six acres under oats, which included 
Black Tartary, Black Bell, Great Mogul, 
oats. Abundance, Victory, Banner, Potato, Sandy 

and Hunter’s Hybrid. The drought in 
Julie and early July affected the oats considerably, the yields 
were low and quality rather poor, although well saved. 

About three acres were sown with the seed saved from the 
selected pure lines Nos. 3 and 5, which 
el ax. were so successful in X 9X7. There was a 

good yield of fibre but nfrt equal in quality 
to 19X7 as the drought restricted the length somewhat. All 
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the seed has been saved, some being dried artificially and some 
secured in the ordinary manner. 

Small plots of the later selections nos. 2 and 6 were also con- 
tinued and gave promise of superior quality to nos. 3 and 5. 

These flax cultivations were frequently examined during 
the growing period and found to be quite free from disease. 

Character of Season, 1918. 

October . — Although rain fell frequently, the total for the 
month, three inches, was fully an inch less than the average. 
Bright sunshine exceeded the average by over 20 per cent. 
North-westerly winds predominated, but there was no storm of 
severity. The nights were generally cold with frost during 
the last week, and the mean temperature for the month was 
three degrees below the average. 

November . — The rainfall was very small, only one-third of 
the average. This was associated with a comparatively high 
temperature, mean three degrees above average. Cloudy skies 
prevailed, and bright sunshine was considerably below average. 
Winds generally S.W. to N.W., moderate as a rule, no severe 
storms. 

December . — Showed a marked deficiency in rainfall, which 
was nearly three inches below average. There was a good 
deal of frost, and mean temperature was under average. Bi io-ht 
sunshine over average. Light winds from between North and 
East predominated, but there was one severe gale from the 
North on the 16th inst. 

January . — Cold and dry for first portion, with some frost 
and snow, wet and mild during rest of month. 

February .— Persistently wet, unusually warm ard very 
deficient in sunshine. Rainfall an inch above the average for 
February. 

March . — Frequent rain during first fortnight, favourable 
during third week, wet during last week, liberal sunshine. 

April. — Favourable, little rain and liberal sunshine. 

May . — Two periods of drought at the beginnirg ard end. 
Sunshine much above the average, rainfall average ard tem- 
perature above average. 

June . — Very diy, much sunshine; great heat during day, 
especially early in®the month, and cold at night. Unfavourable 
to vegetation generally. 
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July— Drought continued absolute until 7th, after which 
there was frequent ram. Sunshine very liberal and much above 
average, but temperature under average. [ 

August.— Very heavy rain at the start, then favourable on 
the whole, but dull. Sunshine much below the average, rainfall 
slightly under average. Temperature about average. Corn 
crops lipened veiy slowly, and conditions generally favoured 
a good yield where crops had not been affected by the June 
drought. 

Harvest commenced under favourable conditions in the 
earlier districts,, and some of the com crops were secured in 
excellent condition. 

September .— The wettest and coldest 'for many years but 
bright sunshine was above the average and strong winds’were 
much in evidence. These minimised the damage to cereal crops, 
which, however, was great, and even in the earlier districts 
the saving of the harvest was not completed until the 
end of the month.

Veterinary Division. 

The Work done in the Division may be divided into (a) advi- 
sory, (6) experimental, (c) educational, (d) inspections. 

(a) An extensive correspondence was carried on with stock- 
owners, associations, and institutions, and advice given in all 
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cases reported of trouble arising from disease in domestic 
animals. Many hundreds of post mortem examinations were 
made in cases where the cause of death appeared obscure, and 
advice as to prevention was given. 

( b ) Experiments were continued in connection with the 
nature, causes, prevention and treatment of various diseases 
among which were (1) Contagious abortion in cattle’ 
(2) Sterility; (3) Tuberculosis; (4) Contagious pneumonia* 
(5) Sheep diseases, including Braxy, Louping-i]], Orf and 
Pyoemia in lambs ; (6) Diseases of poultry. 

(e) Instruction was given by lectures and otherwise in various 
parts of the country. 

(d) Inspection of veterinary dispensaries in congested dis- 
tricts was continued. 

( d ) Laws relating to Agriculture. 

The following is a summary of the work of the Agricultural 
Branch during the year in connection with certain Acts of 
Parliament dealing with the sale of fertilisers, feeding stuffs 
agricultural seeds, and with plant and bee diseases: — 

(1) Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs. 

Owing to pressure of work caused by the Food Production 
Scheme, the Department’s official samplers were not able to 
devote as much attention as usual to the work of taking samples 
of manures and feeding stuffs. The total number of samples 
taken during the season amounted to 184, of which 98 were 
samples of manures and 86 feeding stuffs. As far as could be 
ascertained the quality of the manures and feeding stuffs 
sold in Ireland continued to be satisfactory. 

The Department found it necessary in one instance to take 
proceedings against a trader in a western town for failing to 
supply his customers with invoices as required by the Act. 
A conviction was obtained, a fine of 5s. and £l costs being 
imposed in each of two cases. 

(2) Noxious Weeds. 

During the season the Department employed 17 special 
inspectors for the purpose of enforcing the provisions of Part I. 
of the Weeds and Agricultural Seeds (Ireland) Act, 1909. Some 
assistance in this work was also rendered by the Department’s 
Agricultural Overseers and some of the County Agricultural 
Instmctors. Notices requiring the destruction of weeds were 
issued in 2,715 cases. Tile notices served were, in the majority 
of cases, fairly satisfactorily complied with, nevertheless, the 
Department found it necessary to institute prosecutions in 
about 30 cases. 
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Owing to circumstances arising out of the war, .the Depart- 
ment were unable to have inspections carried out on such an 
extended scale as in previous years. 


(3) Agricultural Seeds. 

The work carried out under Part 2 of the Weeds and Agri- 
cultural Seeds (Ireland) Act, 1909, during the year under review 
fails into two parts. The first is related to the action taken in 
regard to the samples of seeds drawn during the calendar year 

1917, which were found to be inferior, and the second to the 
arrangements made for sampling and testing seeds in the vear 

1918. 

The Department decided to exercise their power of publication 
in respect of 69 samples of seed taken during 1917 on the 
premises of certain retailers throughout the country. Publication 
was made in the form of a leaflet headed “ Publication of Tests 
of Inferior Seeds,” in which particulars were given of the results 
of the testing of the seeds. In the. majority of cases where it 
appeared to the Department that the wholesale supplier was 
equally culpable with the retailer in causing the sale of inferior 
seed, the name of the wholesale merchant was also published. 
A copy of this list was sent to every retail dealer in agricultural 
seeds in Ireland. In previous years it had been the practice 
of the Department to follow up the publication of the list of 
inferior seeds by means of posters displayed in the town in 
which the trader carried on business. This course was adopted 
during the past season in the case of two wholesale and retail 
merchants in a south-western town who had consistently for 
several years past been stocking inferior seeds. Furthermore, 
publication 'was made by means of a special leaflet of the results 
of the test of nine samples taken from seeds supplied by a 
wholesale merchant carrying on business in Edinburgh and 
Belfast. In this case other means of effecting improvement 
in the quality of the seeds sold by this merchant in Ireland 
had been tried without effect. 

The work of sampling seeds was carried out on the usual 
lines during the spring of 1918 by the Agricultural Instructors 
and the Department’s overseers. Owing to pressure of work in 
connection with the Department’s Food Production Scheme, 
these officials were not in a position to devote quite as much 
time to the work as in previous years. Nevertheless, 2,545 
samples were taken representative of the classes of the different 
seeds sold throughout the country. Of this number 1,525 were 
tested, 201 being reported by the Head of the Department’s 
Seed Testing Station as unsatisfactory. The proportionate 
decrease in the number of samples found inferior points to a 
considerable improvement in the quality of the agricultural 
seeds sold in Ireland since the Department obtained powers of 
controlling the trade under the Act. The Department have 
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communicated with the vendors of the 201 samples which were 
found inferior. Explanations have been received in the majority 
of cases, and these are now under consideration with a view 
to ascertaining in which of them recourse should be had to the 
power of publication. 

The Department felt that the time had arrived when another 
effort should be made to raise the standard of the Ryegrass 
Seed sold in Ireland. At a conference held on the 25th September 
1P15, the Irish Seed Cleaners had agreed not to sell in Ireland 
any Perennial Ryegrass of a lower bushel weight than 24 lbs. 
or Italian Ryegrass of a lower bushel weight than IS lbs. As 
a result of a further agreement entered into with the Irish 
Seed Cleaners on the 21st December, 1917, it was agreed that 
they would not offer for sale in future any Italian Ryegrass of 
a lower bushel weight than 20 lbs. The Department are pleased 
to state that this agreement was loyally observed by the seed 
cleaners. Furthermore, although the wholesale trade did not 
as a whole, agree to cease selling Perennial Ryegrass of 24 lb.' 
bushel weight, some of the biggest firms in the trade voluntarily 
agreed to do so. 

An important development in the agricultural seed trade, not 
alone of Ireland but of the United Kingdom, was marked by 
the issue on the 12th November, 1917, of the Testing of Seeds 
Order, 1917, made by the Food Controller under the Defence 
of the Realm Regulations. This Order was superseded on the 
1st July, 1918, by the Testing of Seeds Order, 1918, which 
amended the previous Order in certain particulars. The Order 
does not affect in any way the operation of the Weeds and 
Agricultural Seeds (Ireland) Act, to which it is in many respects 
supplementary. 

The salient feature of the Order is that vendors of the majority 
of the seeds specified in the Order are now' required to furnish to 
purchasers statements showing, in addition to other particulars, 
the name and variety of the seeds, the percentages of purity 
and germination and the content of injurious weed seeds. The 
seeds covered by the Order include all the commonly used 
agricultural seeds of grasses, clovers, roots and cereals and, 
in addition, the more important vegetable seeds. Vendors of 
seeds are, moreover, required to display, in their places of 
business, statements containing the particulars of purity, ger- 
mination, etc., of the seeds offered for sale. Power is given to 
the Department to take and test samples of seeds in much 
the same manner as under the Weeds and Agricultural Seeds 
(Ireland) Act, 1909. 

The Order applies to sales of cleanings or sweepings from 
hay lofts or such materials. Such cannot be sold without a full 
declaration of their composition and of the germination of 
purity of their constituent parts as well as of the content of 
weed seeds. 
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For the present, relief from the operation of the Order as 
regards cereals, namely, wheat, oats, barley and rye has been 
granted by licence in so iar as these cereals may be sol’d without 
giving the necessary particulars required by the Order at time 
of sale, provided the particulars are furnished to the purchaser 
within one month of the date of delivery. The issue of this 
general licence is intended to make allowance for such cases 
as those in which the seed, for instance, is sold immediately 
after threshing, where it would he impossible to obtain the 
results of the tests in time to comply with the Order 
The only exceptions from the Order comprise seeds sold for 
delivery outside the United Kingdom or seeds sold as grown 
if the seeds are not bought by the purchaser for his own sowing 
It is not essential that the tests, which form the basis of the 
declarations to he given by vendors of seed, should be carried 
out at the Department’s Seed Testing Station. Retailers of seed 
may utilise for the purposes of the Order the statements in the 
declarations supplied to them by their wholesale merchants, 
but at the same time the responsibility for the accuracy of the 
statements in the declarations given by the retailer to farmers 
and other purchasers rests entirely with the retailer. Where 
the purchasers of the seed reside in Ireland, the Order lays 
down that the results of the tests carried out at the Depart- 
ment s Seed Testing Station are to be regarded as conclusive 
evidence of the quality of the seed. 

The Department have from time to time been urging on the 
retail seed trade the necessity for making more frequent use 
of the Department’s Seed Testing Station. This necessity has 
become very much greater now as it it essential in his own 
interest that a retailer should take steps to have samples tested 
to check the accuracy of the declarations furnished to him by 
his wholesaler, particularly in view of the fact that the retailer, 
whether the test has been carried out directly on his own behalf 
or not, is obliged by the Order to accept full responsibility for 
its accuracy. 

(4) Destructive Insects and Pests Act, 1877 and 1907. 

(i) American Gooseberry Mildew and Blade Curant Mite 
(Ireland) Order, 1912. — Inspections for the purpose of this Order 
were carried out as usual by the Horticultural instructors. One 
hundred and nineteen cases of American Gooseberry Mildew 
and 17 cases of Black Currant Mite were reported. Notices 
requiring the destruction of infected bushes were served in 
all cases. The number of cases reported this year shows a 
considerable reduction as compared with previous years. This 
reduction is due to the fact that the instructors, owing to their 
additional duties under the Food Production Scheme, were 
unable to devote as much of their time as in normal years to 
the work of inspection. 
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(ii) Black Scab in Potatoes. — The Black Scab in Potatoes 
(Special Area Ireland) No. 2 Order, 1916, was revoked, and a 
new Order, the Black Scab in Potatoes (Special Area Ireland! 
Order, 1918, was issued on the 28th January last. In addition 
to some modifications in the text of the Order, the areas covered 
by the Order were considerably extended due to the discovery 
of serious outbreaks of disease in a fresh district in county 
Down and in a district in North Louth. During the season 
3 917-18, 168 cases of disease were reported. In addition to 
the three districts in county Down and the one district in 
county Louth, a l'ew cases of disease were discovered in county 
Antrim where disease had not previously been found. The 
growers were in all cases required to take the necessary measures 
to prevent the spread of disease. Twelve prosecutions were 
instituted for offences of planting potatoes without a licence 
and of failing to dig up potatoes planted without a licence. 
Fines of £10 with £1 costs were imposed. 

Arrangements were made by the Department last season 
to supply to growers in these districts stocks of seed of immune 
varieties. Some of the seed was imported, but a considerable 
quantity of the seed W'as grown by the Department in this 
country with the special object of supplying affected districts. 
Similar arrangements for the supply of seed of immune varieties 
on a more extended scale are being made this year. 

A considerable quantity of seed of immune varieties was 
also distributed by the Trustees of the Gibson Bequest. 

(iii) Regulations affecting the Export of Nursery Stock and 
Agricultural Crops. — The usual inspections of nurseries from 
which roses, shrubs and herbaceous plants are exported to the 
United States were carried out and the necessary certificates 
to meet the regulations of the United States Government were 
issued. 

A number of certificates ivere also issued in respect of exports 
to other foreign countries. 

The usual export trade of seed potatoes between this country 
and Malta and the Channel Islands was continued. No change 
has yet been made by the United States Government as regards 
ihe importation into the United States of Irish potatoes. 

(5) Bee Diseases. 

From the reports of the county committees of agriculture, it 
appears that there were 31.7 cases of foul brood. Twenty-eight 
of the 33 county committees of agriculture allocated funds for 
the payment of compensation to bee-keepers in respect of bees 
and appliances compulsorily destroyed under the provisions of 
the Bee Pest Prevention (Ireland) Act, 1908. The total amount 
recommended for the payment of compensation was £9 2s. 6 d. 

The number of cases of Isle of Wight disease reported 
amounted to 129. In most of these cases specimens of the 
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bees affected with disease were examined by the Professor of 
Zoology at the Royal College of Science, and in any^ w l e re 
the presence of disease was definitely identified, the bee-keepers

at the beginning of the year, has since been repaid: no new 
loans were granted during the year.

During the past year the total amount issued in loans was 
£675 and in subsidies £410. These subsidies represent reductions 
made in the sale price of the horses. 
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4. Agricultural Implements . — The total number ol applications 
received was 3,272. Of these 182 were withdrawn by the appli- 
cants or refused by the Department, and 76 were under con- 
sideration on the 30th September, 1918. In the remaining 
3,014 cases loans were approved for the purchase of implements, 
etc. These figures include 41 applications for the repair and 
equipment of corn mills, of which nine were withdrawn or 
refused, 30 were granted, and two were under consideration at 
the end of the year.

Miscellaneous.-— £200 (first instalment of a loan of £280) 
was advanced during the year for the equipment of a scutch 
mill. 


(/) Forestry. 

The cost of the forestry operations conducted by the Depart- 
ment is defrayed, partly out of the Department’s Endowment 
Fund, partly out of an annual Parliamentary Grant of £6,000 
towards the purchase, maintenance and management of wooded 
areas on estates dealt with by the Estates Commissioners, and 
partly by means of advances from the Development Fund for 
the purchase and afforestation of certain areas approved by the 
Development Commissioners. 

Apprentices in Forestry.-^ Two first-year and two second- 
year apprentices Were in training during 1917-18 and were 
located at Dundrum Forestry Centre. 

Endowment Areas : Avondale and Bally fad. — Work on these 
areas was chiefly confined to maintenance of plantations. 
About eight acres at Avondale were destroyed by fire in May, 
1917, and were replanted; nursery work Was also carried out 
in preparation for future planting operations. 

Vote and Development Areas. — One hundred and sixty-three 
and a-half acres were planted on these lands during the year, 
but in the past two years planting has been restricted by the 
high cost of materials and the shortage of labour, etc. The 
stocks in the different nurseries are, however, being maintained 
in readiness for future operations. The unplanted lands suitable 
for tillage were let in conacre or cropped by the Department. 

No additions were made during the year to the lands com- 
prised in the Department Central Afforestation Scheme, but an 
exchange of land was arranged in connection with the Depart- 
ment’s forestry centre at Bailieboro’, county Cavan. The 
transfer will decrease slightly the total area of the Department’s 
forest lands, but, on the other hand, the area obtained is of 
greater value for forestry purposes than that surrendered, and 
there are attached two cottages which will be of great utility 
in connection with future operations. 

Considerable quantities of standing timber were sold at 
Aghrane, county Galway ; Knockmany, county Tyrone ; Camolin, 
county Wexford ; and Dundrum, county Tipperary, in the two 
latter eases to the Timber Supply Department, who proceeded 
to erect a saw-mill at Dundrum for the conversion of the timber. 
The Departmen t’s saw-mills at Aghrane, Dundrum, and Camolin 
were kept in operation during the year. Owing to the shortage 
of imported soft wood and the difficulty of obtaining suitable 
timber for the manufacture of butter boxes and other food 
packages, the Department leased their saw-mill at Dundrum 
Forestry Centre to the Suir Valley Creameries’ Association for 
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a period of two years from the 1st January, 1918, the mill to 
be used for the manufacture of box boards required for butter 
packages, etc. The Department also sold to the Association a 
large quantity of standing timber for conversion in the mill 
The saw-mill at Camolin Forestry Centre was leased to the 
Timber Supply Department, and was engaged in the production 
of sawn timber for military and other urgent national require- 
ments. 

Visits by Department’ s Forestry Expert. — During the year 11 
applications for visits front the Department’s Forestry Expert 
to advise regarding the management of plantations in the hands 
of other Government Departments and of private owners Were 
received and dealt with. 

County Forestry Schemes. — Special Shelter Belt Schemes were 
in operation in counties Kildare and Donegal, under which 13 
land holders in county Kildare were supplied with 21,280 trees 
and 600 holders in county Donegal with 110,100 trees during’ 
1917-18. Moreover, during the year the county committees of 
agriculture who have put in operation Clause 9 of the Depart- 
ment’s scheme of instiuction in horticulture supplied 556,292 
trees and shrubs for planting to residents in their respective 
counties. 

No further purchases of land for forestry purposes Were made 
by county councils during the year, the areas acquired to date 
being as under : — -

The Louth County Council had under consideration four offers 
of land comprising 333 acres, and the Department arranged to 
provide the Council with expert advice as to the suitability of 
the areas for forestry purposes. 

So far the or ly counties in which forestry schemes have been 
adopted are Kildare, Westmeath and Limerick. It is under- 
stood that the Cavan county council have the adoption of such 
a scheme under consideration. The comity councils of Antrim, 
Armagh, Down, Monaghan and Queen’s have also recognised 
the necessity of taking some practical steps towards the planting 
of trees ar d the preservation of existii g woodlands and are 
takir g preliminary measures towards the adoption of county 
forestry schemes ar d the purchase of lar d for forestry purposes. 
The Queen’s county council have struck a rate of \d. in the 
pound for the purpose.

Orders under the Third Schedule to lhe Corn Production Act , 1917. 

The compulsory tillage Regulation (2 R) for the vear 1917 
till th t < 5 Defe “ Ce of the Realm Acts - The compulsory 

ffi efer?ke er nf rt ' year Wl8 J ,rere made b T Department 
m excicisc of their powers under the Third Schedule to the 
torn Production Act, 3 917. 

Three Orders of general application were made lor 1918, viz. : 

The Tillage (Ireland) General Order, 1918 ; 
rp, e (Ireland) (Larger Holdings) Order, 1918 ; 

lne image (Ireland) (Race-courses and Golf Liuks) 
Order, 1918. 

The Tillage (Ireland) General Order, 1918, made on 2nd 
ovember, 1917, required, subject to certain exceptions, 
occupiers of land in Ireland to cultivate in the year 1918, fifteen 
per cent., of their arable land, in addition to an area equal to 
that cultivated in 1916. 

„ T j 1 ® Tillage (Ireland) (Larger Holdings) Order, 1918, made 
n st February, 1918, required an additional 5 per cent, of 
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the arable land to be cultivated in 19X8 on holdings comprising 
not less than 200 acres of arable land. In the case of such 
holdings, accordingly, occupiers were required to have under 
cultivation in 1918, twenty per cent. o± their arable land in 
addition to an area equal to that cultivated in 1916. The issue 
of this supplementary Order at so late a date in the ploughing 
season was due to the fact that in the circumstances existing 
at that time the Government felt obliged to ask for a special 
effort to be made to increase to the greatest possible extent 
the area of land devoted to the production of food crops. 

In the case of both these Orders a proviso was, however, 
inserted to the effect that no occupier would be required to 
cultivate more than 30 per cent, of his holding. 

The Tillage (Ireland) (Race-courses and Golf Links) Order, 
1918, made by the Department on 2nd November, 1917, ex- 
cepted enclosed race-courses and golf lii ks from the provisions 
of the Tillage (Ireland) General Order, 1918, but prescribed that 
10 per cent, of the arable land (exclusive in the case of race- 
courses, of such- portions as were used as the racing tracks or 
as paddocks, rings, or other enclosures adjacent to the stands) 
shoidd be cultivated in 1918. 

Land under first or second year’s grass in 1918 ranked as 
cultivated land for the purposes of the Tillage Orders. 

Immediately following the making of these Orders notices 
were issued to the Irish newspapers setting forth their provisions, 
and copies were supplied to occupiers of land and others con- 
cerned. A pamphlet entitled “ Tillage Notes, 1 918,” explaining 
in detail the requirements of the Orders, was prepared and 
widely distributed. 

Seven special Orders were made prescribing the minimum 
tillage portions of particular holdings for the year 1918. Two 
of these dealt with farms on which relatively large herds of 
pure bred cattle were kept; in two cases the lands were 
required for the maintenance of in-calf heifers ; one deRt with 
lands on which experiments in regard to contagious cattle 
disease were in progress ; one dealt with lands required for the 
holding of an important fair; and the remaining Order with 
lands which, though from some points of view were to be 
regarded as arable, were of a Very heavy and wet nature. 

In addition to the power of making Orders prescribing the 
extent to Which holdings should be cultivated, the Com Produc- 
tion Act confers upon the Department certain powers of enforcing 
the proper cultivation of land in specific cases where the land 
is not being cultivated according to the rules of good husbandry, 
or where a change in the mode of cultivation of the land is 
requisite for the purpose of increasirg in the national interest 
the production of food. The procedure laid down in the Act, 
° however, is somewhat intricate, and in these matters it was 
found desirable in existing war conditions to rely upon similar 
powers conferred by the Defence of the Realm Regulations (to 
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which reference is made in a subsequent paragraph) rather than 
to take action under the Corn Production Act. 


Lands excepted from the Provisions of the Tillage Orders, 1918. 

The classes of holdings excepted from the requirements of 
the 1918 General Tillage Orders are as follows 

( 1 ) Holdings of less than 10 statute acres in extent. 

(2) Holdings, or portions of holdings, in regard to which the 
Department were satisfied that the land comprised therein— 

(fl) had been required and regularly used in the year 1917 
and was required in the year 1918, for the grazing 
of milch cows, the milk of which is used, as whole 
milk, for human consumption ; or for the production 
of hay as food for such cows ; or for both these 
purposes ; or 


(J) was required in the year 1918 for the carrying on of an 
industry other than agriculture, and" that its use 
for the aforesaid purpose would be of greater service 
in national interests than its cultivation ; or 

(c) had been required and regularly used ip the year 1 917. 

and was required in the year 1918 for the accom- 
modation, for periods not exceeding 10 days at a 
time, of stock intended for disposal at auctions, 
fairs, or markets, or for shipment, or for the ac- 
commodation, as aforesaid, of stock held over from 
auctions, fairs, or markets ; or 

(d) had been required and regularly used in the year 1917, 

and was required in the year 1918, for the accommo- 
dation of cattle or sheep intended for slaughter 
within fifteen days of their being accommodated on 
the holding ; or 

(c) had been required and regularly used in the year 1917, 
and was required in the year 1918, for the main- 
tenance of a stud of high-class thoroughbred horses ; 
or 


(/) had been regularly used in the year 1917 as the track 
of a race-course or as a paddock, ring, or other 
enclosure adjacent to the stand or stands of a race- 
course, and was so required in the year 191S ; or 
( g ) had been regularly used by an agricultural or industrial 
Society as their Show grounds, and was required for 
this purpose in the year 1918 ; or 
(7i) was required in the year 1918 for navai or military 
purposes. 


(3) Any holding, or class of holdings, in respect of which the 
Department made a special Order prescribing the minimum 
tillage portion of such holding or class of holdings, 
o 
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The exceptions allowed from the 1918 Orders correspond 
broadly speaking, with the exemptions granted under the 1917 
Tillage Regulation but were somewhat wider in their scope 
particularly as regards land required for the maintenance of 
the milk supply. Only 492 applications for declarations o( 
exemption were made in 1918 as compared with 4,526 applica- 
tions received in 1917. It should be borne in mind that in 1917 
many applications were made before the Department had 
announced their decision as regards the classes of land which 
might be exempted ; consequently a great majority of that 
year’s applications consisted of cases in which there were no 
valid grounds for exemption. Moreover, the fact that declara- 
tions for exemption granted hi 1917 were valid for 1918, provided 
that the land was used in the same manner in 1918 as in 1917, 
obviated the necessity of dealing again with such cases save 
in instances in which the Department themselves considered it 
necessary to cancel the exemption granted in 1917. The number 
of new declarations of exemption issued in 1918 is 158, and they 
deal lor the most part with lands required for the production 
of milk for human consumption, or lands used as accommodation 
paddocks. 

Regulations under the Third Schedule to the Corn Production Act 

1917. 

The Third Schedule to the Com Production Act provides that, 
subject to a right of being heard by the Department in such 
manner as may be prescribed by Regulations under the Act, and 
also to a right of appeal to a tribunal designated or constituted 
in accordance with Regulations under the Act, an occupier of 
land who in any year fails without reasonable cause to cultivate 
the minimum tillage portion of his holding as prescribed by an 
Order under the Third Schedule and applying to his holding 
in that year, shall be liable to a 'penalty (to be specified in a 
certificate under the Department’s seal) not exceeding the rate 
of £5 for each acre or fraction of an acre of the minimum tillage 
portion which he has so failed to cultivate. 

The Department have made Regulations accordingly. The 
exaction of penalties cannot, of course, he proceeded with until 
the close of the 191 S season. 

Defence of the Realm Regulations. 

In March, 1918, -the Defence of the Realm Regulations were 
amended so as to empower the Department to enter upon and 
arrange for the cultivation of any holding, the occupier of which 
fails, prior to the 1st Februaiy in ax y year, to take the necessary 
steps to comply with the Tillage Order or Orders made under 
the Corn Production Act, 1917, and applying to his holding in 
that year. 

The Defence of the Realm Regulations, as amended further 
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empower the Department to enter „„ i

A dminisirati on . 

In formulating the Tillage Orders and Regulations for 1918 
and in determining the general policy co be followed in their 
administration, the Department were assisted by the advice of 
their Advisory Committee on Food Production, which, consists 
of six representative farmers. The administration of the Orders 
is carried out by the Department directly and not through the 
county committees of agriculture or other local bodies. 

Inspections Were made throughout the year for the purpose 
of obtaining reports as to the arable areas of holdings, the areas 
to be excepted in particular cases from the requirements of the 
Orders and the manner in which the Orders were being com- 
plied; with, and generally of assisting the Department in the 
administration of the Orders. A staff of about 50 inspectors 
has been regularly employed on this work, but this number 
was temporarily increased during the ploughing season, when 
arrangements had to be made for entry upon, and for the 
cultivation oi holdings the occupiers of which failed to take the 
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necessary steps to comply with the Orders. Several thousand 
holdings were thus inspected during the seven months ended 
30th April, 19X8, and inspections have been continued during 
the summer and autumn. As a result of these inspections 
occupiers were advised as to the areas required to be cultivated 
on their holdings, and in the case of those who were negligent 
in complying with the Orders pressure was brought to bear 
with a view to securing the requisite cultivation. 

Tillage Defaulters. 

In the autumn of 1917 a number of occupiers were found to 
be seriously in default in complying with the 1917 Compulsory 
Tillage Regulation. .During the following winter these occupiers 
were called upon to give undertakings to plough up, out of old 
grass, by prescribed dates, the acreages in default, and were 
warned that in the event of their failing to give or to comply 
with such undertakings the Department would forthwith, in 
exercise of the powers given under the Defence of the Realm 
Regulations enter on their holdings and arrange for the cultiva- 
tion of same by means of conacre lettings or otherwise. This 
procedure entailed correspondence wich over 1,500 occupiers, 
of whom the great majority gave and complied with the under- 
takings required of them. Early in 191S almost 16,000 acres 
had thus been ploughed out of old grass on these holdings. The 
areas in default in 1917 on these holdings amounted to about 
15,000 acres. It is not to be inferred, however, that all the 
occupiers concerned made good their default. Many of them 
had ploughed more than the area in default, with 'a view to 
meeting the requirements of the 1918 Tillage Orders. On the 
other hand, a certain number failed to avail themselves of the 
opportunities afforded them by the Department, and the De- 
partment were obliged in several such cases to enter on the 
holdings and let portions thereof for cultivation in conacre. 

The number of holdings which were in the possession of the De- 
partment in the spring of 1918, by reason of the occupiers’ default 
in complying with the Tillage Orders, was 271, and an area of 
approximately 4,650 statute acres, which Would not otherwise 
have been cultivated, has been let in conacre by the Department 
on these lands. In addition, some 8,000 acres have been cul- 
tivated on holdings on which the Department decided to 
enter but of which they ultimately refrained from taking 
possession on satisfying themselves that the occupiers could 
be relied on to complete the requisite cultivation themselves. 
The holding's entered upon are situate in 24 counties distributed 
throughout the country, and there is no doubt that the exercise 
of the powers of entry followed by a conacre auction on the 
defaulters lands has had a most salu lary effect in districts where 
occupiers Were inclined to be remiss or dilatory in carrying out 
the requisite cultivation. For instance, in a midland district 
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an inspector reported that following the Department’s entry 
on a holding, some neighbouring occupiers Who were behind- 
hand in their tillage, proceeded with the work night and day 
In another instance where an inspector’s visit disclosed serious 
default, and that no adequate steps had been taken to put the 
prescribed area under cultivation, the occupier secured the 
services of about 20 plough teams and more than made good the 
area in default in a few days. The inspector was informed that 
at one time this occupier had no less than 36 teams working. 

la spite of the necessary interference with the discretion of 
the occupiers in the management of their holdings, serious 
difficulty was not experienced in many cases in .which the 
Department were obliged to exercise their powers of entry. 
In only one instance were legal proceedings instituted by an 
occupier against the Department. In this particular case an 
injunction was applied for to prevent the Department from 
arranging for the cultivation of a holding on which they had 
entered. The Court held, however, that the Department were 
acting in accordance with the powers conferred on them by the 
Regulations, and refused to grant the injunction. 

In a few districts the illegal action of local people in entering 
upon the lands of occupiers, some of whom were not in default 
in complying with the Orders, hampered considerably the 
administration of the Orders. In all cases of this kind the 
Department refrained from action until they were informed 
that the Executive Government had taken steps to restore 
possession of the holdings to the occupiers. 

A good deal of work was involved during the year in arranging 
for the adequate fencing of lands set in conacre by the Depart- 
ment on holdings entered upon by them, and in' several cases 
questions of injury to crops by the trespass of live stock from 
adjacent lands had to be dealt with . 

At the date of this report arrangements are in progress with 
a view to collecting the conacre rents from the persons to whom 
land was set by the Department. It is proposed to restore 
possession of such lands to the occupiers as soon as the conacre 
tenants have removed their crops. 

The Department also propose, as in 1917, to pay to the 
occupiers of the lands on which they set conacre, the amounts 
of the rents received less the amount of the expenses incurred 
by the Department in arranging for the cultivation of these 
lands. 

The Department are advised that they are under no legal 
obligation to make any payments to occupiers whose lands 
are entered upon by them by reason of the occupier's’ default 
in complying with the requirements of the Compulsory Tillage 
Orders. Such payments as the Department make are, accord- 
ingly, ex gratia and not required by law. 

In this connection it may be mentioned that application 
made to the Defence of the Realm Losses Commission by an 
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occupier of land ill Ireland for loss sustained in arranging f or 
the cultivation of a holding in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Tillage Regulations was refused bv the Commis" 
sion on the ground that they were not empowered to make 
grants where the loss is sustained by reason of compliance with 
an order of general application. 

Valuable assistance was given by the Roval Irish Constabu 
larv m reporting to the Department cases in which it appeared 
that occupiers of land were not fulfilling their obligations under 
the Tillage Orders. The number of individual cases of this 
kind reported to the Department by the police during February 
March and April, amounted to over 2,000, while in many of 
these cases the police furnished supplementary reports as to 
the progress made by the occupiers in carrying ou t the Tillacp 
requirements. b 


i Allotments. 

One of the functions of the Department which has a direct 
bearing on the question of food supply and which may, there- 
fore, lie referred to here, is concerned with the provision of 
allotments. The Department have certain compulsory powers 
under the Defence of the Realm Regulations for making avail- 
able for cultivation in allotments land, in or near an urban 
district or a township, which is required for this purpose and 
is unreasonably withheld. During the year 1918, the Depart- 
ment have authorised the respective local authorities to acquire 
compulsorily, for cultivation iir allotments, lands in or near 
the following cities and towns Athlone, Bray, Cork, Dalkev 
Drogheda, Dublin, Fermoy, Grauard, Gahvay, Limerick 
Loughrea, Nenagh, Newcastle (county Down), Pembroke, and 
lemplemore. The total area so placed at the disposal of local 
authorities is over 400 statute acres. A limited sum has been 
made available in the Department’s Vote of Credit for the 
financial year 1918-19 for the payment of grants not exceeding 
t2 per statute acre towards the cost of fencing or adapting for 
cultivation lands acquired by local authorities for cultivation 
in allotments. These grants are intended to meet exceptional 
expenditure in cases where, owing to the difficulty in obtaining 
materials, exceptionally high letting value of lands and other 
causes local authorities may not find it possible to cover their 
outlay by reasonable charges to the allotment holders. 

Supply of Seeds for 1918 Crops. 

It was found unnecessary to adopt for the 1918 season a special 
scheme for the supply of seeds through local authorities such 
as was !" operation during the previous season, as it appeared 
at, with the exception of seed wheat, a sufficient supply of 
seed of satisfactory quality would be available in most districts. 
It was arranged that special attention should be devoted by 
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agricultural staffs to facilitating farmers in obtaining reliable 
seed, the principal measure adopted towards this end being 
the compilation and publication in each countv of a Seed 
Register, containing the names of farmers having for sale 
reliable seeds of specified varieties. 

Under the Seed Wheat Scheme, arranged for towards the 
end of the year 1917, about 8,000 ewts. of seed Wheat of sprint 
varieties were supplied to growers, chiefly in lots ol 1 cwt. or 
2 cut. Of this quantity 7,500 cwts. were supplied through 
county committees of agriculture, who collected farmers’ orders 
and transmitted them to the supplying agents. 

Arrangements were made with the English Food Production 
Department for the supply of about 7,550 tons of seed potatoes 
to allotment holders in England. These potatoes Were inspected 
by officers of the Department who also superintended their 
delivery alongside steamer. 

In connection with the regulation of food supplies in the 
United Kingdom, the export of potatoes from Ireland by 
growers or dealers was restricted to persons licensed for the 
purpose. The granting of licences for the export of seed pota- 
toes was placed in the hands of the Department, licences for 
table potatoes being dealt with by the Ministry of Food. The 
number of seed licences issued during the season was 657, 
covering a total quantity of 1,513 tons. Inspections of consign- 
ments proposed to be exported were made, as necessary, before 
the issue of licences. 

Manures for 1918 and 1919 Crops. 

The supply of artificial manures received special attention 
throughout the year in connection with the programme for 
increased tillage. Arrangements were made early in the season 
for the import and distribution of potash fertilisers for appli- 
cation to the flax crop exclusively, the successful cultivation 
of flax depending largely on the use of these fertilisers. In April 
the Department issued, by leaflet and Press notice and through 
their agricultural stalls, a recommendation to farmers to use 
basic slag and nitrate of soda as substitutes where super- 
phosphate and sulphate of ammonia were unprocurable. 

In May the Department took up the question of the supply 
of artificial manures for the 1919 season, with a view to having 
special provision made for the import of adequate supplies of 
basic slag and sulphate of ammonia and of raw materials for the 
manufacture of superphosphate. The production of these fer- 
tilisers under war conditions being closely allied to the manu- 
facture of munitions of war, their prices and total output were 
controlled by the Ministry of Munitions, allocation of supplies 
between Great Britain and Ireland being regulated by an 
Allocation Committee in London, on which the Department 
were represented. Equitable proportions of the estimated 
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available quantities of these fertilisers were allocated to 
Ireland, and are being distributed in accordance with the needs 
of the various districts. In the ease of sulphate of ammonia a 
detailed scheme of distribution was drawn up and administered 
by the Department, the total available quantity of this fer- 
tiliser being allocated among upwards of 1.100 retail traders 
throughout the country. In arranging this scheme, regard was 
had to the necessity for economising railway haulage by pro- 
viding as far as possible that traders should obtain their supplies 
through the nearest importing centre. 

Special efforts were also made to expedite the shipment of 
artificial manures to Ireland. The quantities of the principal 
artificial manures allocated to Ireland for the 1918-19 season 
were : Sulphate of Ammonia, 30,000 tons, Basic slag 60,000 
Superphosphate, 28 per cent, of the supplies of phospliatic 
rock available for the United Kingdom. 

Supply of Implements and Machinery. 

The Department’s Scheme of Loans for the purchase of Agri- 
cultural Implements, which was considerably extended in 1917 
in connection with the Compulsory Tillage Order, was again 
largely availed of by the agricultural community during the 
present year, implements in connection with every branch of 
agricultural work, from knapsack spraying machines to thresh- 
ing machinery and motor tractors being purchased under its 
terms, while loans were also granted for the equipment and 
repair of small com mills. The value of the machinery purchased 
under the terms of the scheme in the year ended 30th September 
1918, was £109,265. 

Particulars of the implements for which loans were issued 
are given at p. 70 of this Report. 

Motor Tractors. 

The Motor Tractor Section, which was established early in 
1917, continued during the year to afford assistance and advice 
to tractor owners. During the spring and summer 200 Fordson 
tractors were procured from the Government and sold to far- 
mers through the usual trade channels, two-furrow Oliver 
ploughs being supplied with the majority ol these. Almost 
all of the tractors owned and operated by the Department in 
the previous year were also sold. The scheme for supplying 
petrol and paraffin for use in motor tractors by means of 
vouchers issued by the Department was continued, supplies 
of these fuels at wholesale prices being thus secured for 
tractor owners. 

Courses of instruction for drivers and ploughmen were con- 
tinued at the Albert College until the end of 1917, when a total 
of 171 men had been trained. 
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In September 1918, tlie number of tractors in Ireland was 
640, as compared with 70 in March, 1917, The area ploughed 
by motor tractor in 1918 amounted to about 40,000 acres and 
a somewhat larger area was harrowed by the same m'eans. 
About 10,000 acies of this area was also harrowed a second 
time or cultivated by motor tractor. Tractors were also used 
largely to drive threshing machines where steam engines could 
not be obtained for the purpose. 

Assistance was also given to a very large extent in procuring 
permits for the purchase of raw materials and of machines 
and implements, etc., required for agricultural purposes and in 
obtaining petrol licences for the owners of tractors petrol 
engines, motor cars and motor cycles used in connection with 
the production of food. 


Milling. 

The Department continued to afford the assistance of their 
milling engineer and Ins assistants to persons desiring to repair 
disused corn mills or to erect and equip new mills in districts 
where increased milling facilities were needed. 


Supply of Potato Spraying Machines and Materials. 

The demand for knapsack machines during the season was 
fully met from the stocks of machines specially imported by the 
Department, together with the limited number of machines 
imported in the ordinary course of trade. 1346 knapsack sprayers 
were disposed of by the Department through retail traders 
throughout the country. 

In regard to horse spraying machines, the Department again 
guaranteed Irish makers a sale for a certain output of machines. 
The demand for “horse-power” and “cart” sprayers was 
relatively better than the demand for knapsack sprayers, 
upwards of 3G0 machines of the former types having been 
disposed of. 

Arrangements were made early in the season for the import 
of adequate supplies of sulphate of copper and washing seda 
for spraying purposes, and leaflets were distributed to traders 
and to farmers showing the maximum piice of copper sulphate 
arranged by the Ministry of Munitions. The supplies of materials 
proved adequate for the season’s requirements. 

Disposal of Corn , 1918 Crop. 

The sale and disposal of grain was regulated by Orders issued 
by the Ministry of Food, including the Grain Prices Order, 
1917, the Barley Restriction Order, 1917, and the Oats (Scotland 
and Ireland) Restriction Order, 1918. The last Order pro- 
hibited the export of oats from Ireland, except under licence of 
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the Department. The policy of the Department was not to 
grant licences, as it was found that stocks in the country were 
only sufficient for the requirements of the Army and for home 
consumption. A leaflet issued by the Department, during the 
season 1917, explanatory of the provisions of the Grain Prices 
Order, 1917, Was widely appreciated by the farming community, 
and the Department have issued a similar leaflet in respect of 
the Grain Prices Order, 1918, recently issued by the Pood 
Controller. 

Assistance for County Agricultural Staffs. 

The employment of temporary demonstrators to the following 
extent, to assist itinerant instructors in agriculture, was con- 
tinued during the season 1917-18, with good results, in connec- 
tion with the several phases of the Food Production Campaign :

Definite programmes of work for these assistants were out- 
lined by the Department from time to time, after consultation 
with the agricultural instructors under whom they were em- 
ployed, the following being a few of the features to which 
attention was specially directed : — 

(a) Explanation of provisions of Compulsory Tillage Re- 

gulations, demonstrations and advice on ploughing 
and other tillage operations, selection of seed, use 
and. purchase of manures, early placing of orders 
for implements and machinery. 

(b) Potato spraying : ordering of materials, preparation of 

mixtures, repair of spraying machines. 

(c) Stacking and thatching of grain crops, preparation of 

grain for market, setting up and working of harvest- 
ing machinery, sowing of winter and spring wheat 
and of catch crops, etc., etc. 

Id) Systems for the manuring and cropping of land broken 
from grass. 

Instruction in the use of Harvesting Machinery. 

A series of demonstration lessons in the working of harvesting 
machinery was provided for the Department’s agricultural 
instructors, overseers, and assistant instructors. A preliminary 
course in the setting-up and working of binders was attended 
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by temporary assistant instructors who had not taken out thG 
training m the previous year. This was followed by a course of 
instruction m the working of oil-driven tliresMng X and 
tractors, the object being to provide the instructors with sue 
knowledge as would enable them to assist inexperienced faiXr 
in starting newly-purchased machinery to w^rk S “ e ’ 
adjustment of simple working defects Tl,,. n ’ * .. 

which were held at one of the Department’s agricultural JaW 
extended over three weeks, and Were attended bv J 66 instructors 
and overseers, m batches of about 15 at a time. ' 


Supply of Cattle Feeding Stuffs. 

A serious shortage of cattle feeding stuffs in this country 
during the year had a prejudicial effect on the production of 
meat supplies and other food, the calf-rearing, pilfeeding and 
danying industries being principally affected! 1 The p iS 
causes of the shortage Were (1) the reduced importation of maize 
and other foods from abroad ; (2) the smaller home production of 
millers offals, in consequence of the extraction of a higher percent- 
age or human rood from wheat and other cereals] and 131 the 
stoppage, to a great extent, of the shipment to Ireland of feedimr 
cakes and meals and other foods produced in Great Britain ° 

Unremitting efforts were made by the Department 'to 
secure the allocation to Ireland of a proportion of the available 
feeding stuffs commensurate with her production and export 
lo and meat s“PPlies. In the month of Auoust 

1918, the Department succeeded in arranging with the Ministry 
f food a definite scheme under which limited supplies of 
leeding cakes and meals were secured and distributed to Irish 
stock-ieeders through trade channels. At the close of the vear 
under review the Department were engaged in formulating a 
scheme for the allocation of further supplies which it was 
expected would be made available for this country. 


Publication of Food Controller’s Orders relating to Agricultural 
Produce. 

In view of tlieir advisory and statutory functions in regard 
o agriculture, the Department were necessarily associated to 
a greater or less degree with the administration of Orders issued 
> lie I ood Controller, tile Army Council and other authorities, 
m so far as such Orders appl ied to Ireland or affected the produc- 
tion or marketing of agricultural produce. Leaflets were issued 
embodying m simple explanatory language the substance of the 
ulers relating to the disposal of grain, the purchase of 
manures, the testing of seeds, and other subjects closely affecting 
agricultural interests, and farmers were also advised as to the 
est method of adjusting farm practice to the altered conditions 
caused by the War. In other eases copies of tile Orders were 
mi culated to the Department’s agricultural staffs, who explained 
their provisions as required. 
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Drainage of Agricultural Land. 

The Department, were, during the past year, engaged 
in measures for the drainage of agricultural land. When the 
Food Production Scheme was started, it became evident that 
something should be done at once to reined}'' the damage by 
flooding, caused chiefly by neglect of drains and streams, which 
in many localities so greatly diminishes the possibilities of suc- 
cessful cultivation, especially on small farms. The Department 
took the matter in hand, and by means of powers under the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations, inaugurated a drainage 
scheme. This scheme was necessarily of limited scope, and 
generally speaking, could be applied only to comparatively small 
cases of flooding, where the work could be executed speedily bv 
the co-operation of the land holders concerned. It was an 
emergency measure to meet conditions arising from the war. 

The powers employed by the Department were those given 
to them by Defence of the Realm Regulation No. 2 M. The 
first provision of this Regulation, and the one which was most 
largely operative, enabled tile Department to require land holders 
to cleanse the channels and maintain the banks of drains, 
streams or rivulets which lie in or bound their holdings. The 
injury caused by neglect in this particular is wid espread through- 
out the country. It is very common to find that drains have, 
often after many years, been allowed to become obstructed 
by weeds, mud, silt, or overgrowing bushes, and that the banks 
have fallen in or been trampled down by cattle, with the result 
that the flow of water is impeded, and the adjacent land flooded. 
In hundreds of cases the drains have been so completely and 
so long choked up that they have virtually ceased to exist as 
Watercourses. When the aggregate of injury to tillage and pas- 
ture land through this cause is considered, there can be no doubt 
that the loss of productive value is a very serious matter. 

The Department’s procedure in dealing with these matters 
was as follow's : — When a complaint was received from a farmer 
whose land was being injured through the neglect of other land- 
holders an inspector was sent to examine the drain and flooded 
land. He reported to the Department as to the cleansing or 
other work required to prevent the flooding. Notice under the 
Regulation was then given to the owners or occupiers of the land 
along the neglected parts of the drain, calling on them to clean 
up the channel and repair the banks. After a reasonable interval 
another inspection was made for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the notices had been complied with. In the event of 
partial compliance or total neglect to comply, warnings were 
given, and if there was persistent neglect, legal proceedings 
for an offence against the Defence of the Realm Regulations were 
eventually taken. In addition to the power of prosecution, the 
Department Were authorised to enter upon the lands of 
defaulters, or employ a contractor to do so, and to execute the 
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necessary works, and recover the cost. This measure Was 
taken against a certain number of recalcitrants, and will prob- 
ably be more largely used in future. 

The inspectors’ reports on the progress of work showed, on 
the whole, unsatisfactory results. In very few instances were 
the requirements of the Department’s notices met within a 
reasonable time. Every necessary allowance was made, of 
course, for the demands of the farmers’ other work. The Depart- 
ment always refrained from pressing for work in the drains 
at times when it would interfere with the sowing of crops, hay- 
making or harvest. But still there was not a sufficiently ready 
compliance with the notices, and repeated inspections and 
pressure, and frequently legal proceedings, were found neces- 
sary before effective work could he secured. Questions as to 
xhe boundaries of holdings, disputes about ownership of water- 
courses and the responsibility for their maintenance, ignorance, 
real or feigned, of the proper methods of effectual cleansing, and 
reluctance to take up an unaccustomed task, hindered and 
delayed the scheme. Nevertheless very fair progress Was made, 
and there was reason to expect that these adverse conditions 
would largely disappear. Land-holders are beginning to 
realise that rigorous measures will be taken to enforce this 
work, and they have a growing appreciation of its value. 

Another clause of the Regulation relates to flooding due to 
obstruction by mill-dams, locks and weirs. In such cases the 
Department can act by requiring the opening or regulation of 
sluices, and by arranging (though this is seldom feasible) for the 
removal, alteration or repair oi a dam, weir or sluice which 
needlessly impedes the flow of water. In taking action in this 
way the Department are bound to pay full regard to the use to 
which water-poWcr is put, and to the interests of mill-owners or 
any others who would be affected. Notices requiring the opening 
of sluices at prescribed times Were served in several cases, 
but the conflicting interests concerned, the neglected and 
broken-down condition of many Weirs and sluices, and the 
generally obstructive attitude of proprietors of water-power, 
rendered action under this part of the Regulation very diffi- 
cult. A few proprietors voluntarily executed repairs of their 
weirs or sluices at the Department’s request. 

A later addition to the Regulation gave powers which, though 
oi wide application, could be used only by the Department in 
a limited way. It enabled them to deal with watercourses of 
a larger type. Obstructions might be removed from a river, 
tire banks restored, and any other work carried out that was 
needed to improve the flow of water. Sea defences and drainage 
outfalls might be maintained or improved. Action could thus 
be taken in eases which could not be dealt with by the unaided 
efforts of riparian land-holders, and where the service of notices 
requiring cleansing would not be reasonable. Operations of 
this kind would entail considerable expense, and the Depart- 
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ment were not in a position to undertake them at their <wn 

cost. The method they adopted was to assist, as far as n ra 
ticable, the voluntary efforts of the proprietors of the lands 
involved. They offered, and in several cases afforded, the 
advice and assistance of an engineer, on condition that the pro- 
prietors would co-operate in carrying out tile drainage works' 
and meet the cost on an equitable basis of distribution. They 
were prepared also to advance limited sums, where necessary 
to enable the works to get quickly under weigh . Several schemes 
of this character were put in motion, but it was extremely 
difficult to secure agreement amongst bodies of small proprietors 
in such matters, and consequently only a few of these schemes 
made any substantial progress. A number of other proposals 
for work oil these or similar lines were made, but owing to 
heavy pressure on a limited staff, it Was not possible to deat 
with them. They will be further considered on the earliest 
opportunity. 

A staff of inspectors and engineers was specially engaged 
for the purposes of this scheme. Twelve were employed during 
the season, and in these were included, through the courtesy 
of the Board of Works, three of the Board’s Land Improvement 
Inspectors, who were temporarily seconded to the Department’s 
service. These gentlemen gave invaluable assistance to the 
scheme. 

A year’s work in drainage means, of course, for practical pur- 
poses, the work of the summer and autumn months, since 
drainage can very seldom be effectively done in winter, when 
floods are high. It is to the period from May to October, lots, 
therefore, that this review mainly refers, though preliminary 
investigations and inspections were in full progress during 
winter. The number of applications received up to the end of 
September was 829. A certain proportion of them referred to 
trivial cases of flooding, or to matters outside the terms of the 
Regulation. No acti&n could be taken in regard to these. 
Besides, the pressure of work during summer made it imprac- 
ticable, with the staff available, to deal with all the applica- 
tions, and at tile end of September there were 260 awaiting 
attention. The number of notices issued was 4,192. The eases 
thus dealt with were widely distributed throughout the 
country, but it may be remarked that tire counties from which 
the largest number of applications came were Tyrone, Down, 
Deny, Fermanagh, Monaghan, Roscommon, Meath, West- 
meath and Limerick. It is notable that very few cases came 
forward from the south-eastern counties, though steps were 
taken to make the provisions of the scheme equally well known 
in all parts of the country. The cases dealt with comprised 
flooded areas varying from 10 to 600 acres. The total number 
of acres relieved irom injury by floods was 21,548. A 
statement showirg the area dealt with in eacli county, the 
number of applications received and of notices issued in respect 
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of each, is appended The acreage tlms improved was com 
posed entirely of arable and grazing land a

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Publicity. 

The Publicity Section, established in connection with last 
year’s tillage campaign, was continued in 191 8 . The method 
made use of, in general, followed the lines adopted last years. 
Large display advertisements were inserted in tile daily papers 
and in 150 metropolitan and provincial w'eekly papers. In con- 
junction with these, were issued special articles prepared by 
experts dealing at length with the subject-matter of the ad- 
vertisements. There Were also issued to the Press from tune to 
time news paragraphs containing official information of develop- 
ments, and of the steps taken to give effect to the Tillage Orders. 
Periodical examinations of the papers have shown that the 
articles and paragraphs have been largely utilised by the news- 
papers. 

A weekly bulletin dealing with the progress of crops, and 
later with the progress of the harvest, was prepared and issued 
to the Press. Reports received testify to the interest which 
farmers took in this feature of the work. 

With the object of focussing public attention on the need for 
increased Food Production, a Tillage Week — from 9th to 16th 
February — -was organised. In addition to the display advertise- 
ments placed by the Department, 160 of the leading advertisers 
inserted panels in their advertisements, (in some cases appearing 
in as many as twenty-five newspapers), and in four cases gave 
all their space (in one case in twenty newspapers), in furtherance 
ol the campaign. Some of the principal newspapers also inserted 
special tillage pages, and indeed, the Irish Press, as a whole, 
gave valuable assistance. Letters issued from many of the 
Government Offices bore rubber stamp impressions “ Grow 
More Pood,” or “ Till More Land.” Small adhesive labels to 
the number of 370,000, overprinted with similar phrases, were 
also distributed to large business houses for circulation on letters 
and parcels sent to rural districts. Lantern slides, (three sets) 
containing matter dealing with the subject of increased tillage 
were exhibited at 88 theatres, music halls, and picture houses, 
throughout the country during the week. At the fairs and 
markets 77,000 leaflets containing an appeal to farmers were 
distributed by the toll proprietors. Twenty thousand inset 
slips were distributed by seedsmen in their catalogues. Posters 
were exhibited at 3,082 post offices, on over 600 oil tanks and 
other wagons visiting rural districts, and were also extensively 
posted throughout the country — one firm alone posting 300. 
Joint stock banks arranged for the exhibition of notices at their 
800 branches. Various public functions, meetings and lectures 
were also arranged during the Week. The assistance given in 
all cases was voluntary. 

The issue of display advertisements was discontinued for a 
period during April and May. On a resumption, rotational 
cropping, the provision of implements for tillage operations in 
1919, the repair of threshing machines, the necessity for an 
increase in the area under root crops, received attention. The 
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newspapers and prominent advertisers were asrain

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2 .— TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION. 

This section oj the Report covers the Academic Year, 1st August, 
1917 — 31st July, 1918. 

TECHNICAL SCHOOLS AND CLASSES. 

There has been an increased demand for technical instruction 
during the period under review and the 
technical difficulties in the way of the adequate 
instruction under staffing of schools have, owing to the 
local author- demands occasioned by the war, been con- 
ities. siderable. Several Principals of schools, 

and a large number of assistant teachers, 
especially Engineers and Woodworkers, and many women 
teachers, have taken up Work connected with war services. 
It has, of course, not been possible to replace all these, but 
no serious interruption of the work was allowed to occur. 
There has, moreover, necessarily been great difficulty ex- 
perienced in obtaining class supplies, particularly timber, 
metals, glass ware, food stuffs and other materials. Building 
operations were necessarily suspended, and no new buildings 
were erected during the period in question. There was an 
increased demand for elementary instruction in Engineering 
subjects, and the general standard of work has been well main- 
tained. In spite of the exceptional conditions, there was an 
increase over the previous year in the number of exercises 
worked in the technical school examinations. There were 4,753 
papers worked in this year. 

Attention may be drawn to the successful results of the 
establishment of a “ Leaving Certificate ” in the elementary 
schools in Belfast. The system has been extended to Dublin, 
Lisburn, and other places, and it is hoped that this “Leaving 
Certificate ” may become general. 

For the reasons already indicated, the organisation of the 
schools continues much the same as before, and no important 
forward movement could be looked for. It is satisfactory to 
note, however, that it has been decided to re-organise the City 
of Dublin Technical Schools by placing each of the chief 
departments under the supervision of a highly qualified whole- 
time teacher, though it will not be possible to put this reform 
into operation until tiroes have become more normal. Attention 
has been called in previous lteports to the inadequacy of 
evening classes to satisfy the need for scientific and technical 
training which exists and is growing. All that is possible has 
been done in these evening classes, but the hours of study are 
too restricted. They cannot be increased, however, in the 
case of students who have been working for long hours during 
the day, without physical injury to the students themselves. 
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Reference has been made in previous Reports to tlie efforts 
made by the Department to establish day classes. Special 
day courses for apprentices in Motor Engineering (Pembroke 
and Lisburn), Cabinet-making (Dublin), and Plumbing (Belfast) 
were in operation during the current session, and were all 
well conducted and yielded very satisfactory results. There 
is very great advantage in allowing these courses to come after 
the youths have already spent some time in apprenticeship, 
and are, therefore, in a position to appreciate the importance 
of the application of scientific methods to their craft. Students, 
moreover, are of fairly uniform standard, and the instruction 
can be readily adapted to their educational status and needs. 
The courses adopted were wide in character, including, for 
instance, in the case of Plumbers, instruction in Chemistry, 
Physics, Mathematics and Mechanical Drawing. Keen interest 
was evinced both by students and employers, and excellent 
results were obtained. 

The Department have now' had considerable experience of 
various Scholarship schemes, and they are satisfied that these 
trade scholarships constitute one of the best methods of 
providing a training to fit boys to become skilled workers in the 
industrial sphere. 

The problem of the industrial training of apprentices was iully 
considered at an Industrial Education Conference, which was 
convened by the Technical Instruction Committee for the City 
of Dublin early in 1917. A number of meetings were held, 
and largely attended by members of the Technical Instruction 
Committee and representatives of the National Education 
Board, of the Department, and of the more important trades 
and labour organisations. A Sub-Committee was appointed to 
deal with the framing of an apprentice scholarship scheme, 
and ultimately the following scheme was adopted : 

(1) It is proposed that Scholarships of £10 in the First 
Tear, and £12 in the Second Year, shall be offered to boys of 
the Sixth Standard, which shall carry them to a Day Trades 
Preparatory School, in which they will receive instruction 
in the subjects introductory to Trades and Industries in 
general. 

(2) The entrance age to the Preparatory School would be 
fourteen years, but consideration might be given, to the case' 
of boys of twelve or thirteen years who had reached the 
proper standard. 

(3) The Course would cover a period of two years, after 
which the boy would be apprenticed to the trade which he 
selected. 

(4) The Apprenticeship would be attended by the follow- 
ing conditions : — 

(1) The Employer shall not receive any premium. 

(2) The Employer shall pay the apprentice not less 

than 5s. a week for the first year ; 10s. for the second ; 
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15s. for the third ; 18s. for the fourth ; and 22s. for the 
fifth. The Scholarship Scheme will supplement these 
wages by 7s. 6d. weekly in the first year, and 4s. weekly i Q 
the second, after which the supplementary contribution 
shall cease. 

(3) The Apprentice shall attend the Technical Schools 
for eight hours weekly, preferably in the daytime. 

The Conference unanimously approved of this Scheme for 
the Training of Apprentices, and recommends : — 

(a) That the Scheme should be adopted by all Employers 
and Trades. 

(b) That it shall be put into operation at the earliest 
possible moment. 

(e) And, further, that where possible, the attendance at 
the Technical Schools shall be at Day Classes. 

Experience has already shown the value of such a type of 
scholarship which links up the elementary school with day 
trades preparatory schools, and provides a training before the 
boy goes into apprenticeship, and also during apprenticeship. 
It is much to be desired that a number of these scholarships 
should be established, and that funds should be made available 
for this purpose. 

In addition to the trade scholarships already in operation, 
other day work of considerable extent and importance was 
accomplished in the Day Commercial Classes which are now 
firrmly established in many of the Technical Schools. The 
students are mainly girls intending to enter business houses, 
and the courses usually extend over two years. The work, 
while necessarily consisting of instruction in routine subjects, 
such as Book-keeping, Shorthand and Typewriting, includes 
more educational subjects, such as Commercial Arithmetic, 
English, Economic Geography, Commercial History, and a 
modern- language. The time available is much more generous 
than is possible in evening classes, and enables a better and 
broader course than is possible in evening classes. 

In a number of centres, good work lias been done in day 
Domestic Economy Classes arranged for National School 
pupils. These are mainly held in the smaller towns where 
pupils have not far to go to secure instruction in a well-equipped 
kitchen under a well-qualified teacher. 

In the evening schools, the course system still continues to 
develop. New courses are being organised to meet the needs 
ol special classes of students, and efforts are being made to 
broaden the scope of existing courses. Perhaps the largest 
section in most schools is that concerned with commercial 
teaching. The demand for such teaching has grown enormously, 
but the classes in the higher branches of the subject are in many 
cases far smaller than they should be. This is true not only of 
the small schools, but also of those in the county boroughs. 
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Students are in too many cases content to become good Short- 
handwriter-typists or Book-keepers, and there is an indisposi- 
tion to make a study of the principles of Commerce or the more 
technical phases of the subject. Specialisation is beginning to 
make itself apparent in the case of the Grocery and Drapery 
Trades, but in the former, the standard of educational attain- 
ment of the apprentices is low, and forms an uncertain founda- 
tion for really satisfactory work. The summer course in the 
Economics of Grocery Commodities has had a useful effect 
in encouraging the development of work in the direction in- 
dicated. 

Domestic Economy is almost universally taken. Very few 
schools are now unable to occupy fully the time of a Domestic 
Science teacher. Many of them, indeed, are compelled to employ 
two such teachers. The earlier efforts to attract factory oper- 
atives in the northern districts are now bearing lull fruit, and a 
large number of these girls now regularly attend the classes. 

Attention may be drawn also to the growth of Mechanical 
Engineering in a number of schools, more especially in those 
situated in the county boroughs. The number of students of 
Mechanical Engineering in Belfast, for instance, exceed 1,000. 
In Dublin, the numbers have also considerably increased, 
while the development of the shipyard in Londonderry has 
greatly extended the demand for Engineering instruction 
there. In some of the smaller centres the tendency is also 
towards development, and Motor Engineering is receiving a 
good deal of attention. An effort has been made to widen the 
scope of the instruction in Engineering by the inclusion of 
instruction in the principles of Engineering practice, and even 
by some treatment of the Chemistry of Engineering Materials. 
To further this, the Department organised a Summer Course 
in “ The Chemistry of Engineering Materials ” for teachers in 
Technical Schools. The main difficulty in effecting improve- 
ment of this nature arises from limitations of time. Students 
naturally concentrate on those subjects which are most essential 
and have little time or energy for anything further. This 
difficulty cannot be properly met until the attendance of students 
can be secured at systematic courses during the day-time. 

Textile courses, and courses in various Building Trades, are 
established in centres where local needs suggest it, but Building 
Trades classes generally have been very adversely affected by 
war conditions. 

Signs are not wanting that in the future there will be a greater 
demand for Chemistry Courses, especially those of an applied 
character, than there has been. There was a considerable 
demand in Dublin for this class of instruction, while the classes 
in Belfast were large and very efficient. In this latter centre, it 
is encouraging to note the development ol advanced classes ; 
research work is being carried on by several of the best students. 

Speaking generally, it may be said that there is at the moment 
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greater need for the encouragement, of advanced classes than for 
increase in numbers. At tne same time it is significant that 
we have in attendance at any centre scarcely more than one- 
fifth of the apprentices engaged in any specific trade ; that 
one half of these attend only for one year, about one 
quarter for two years, and only about one-lumdreth part of 
the available apprentices complete a four year course. This 
state of things is inherent in the present voluntary system 
and cannot be materially improved until the strain caused bv 
extra evening work is removed. 

The progress of the work in Schools of Art was in general 
schools op satisfactory. Some advance was made 

art. m the application of art to handicrafts 

and manufactures. There was an increase 
in the number of craft classes. 

In the Belfast Municipal Technical Institute, a class in 
BELFAST SCHOOL Lithography was established, and this was 
OF art attended by trade students, and gives 

promise of success. 

In the Cork School of Art, excellent work was done in the 
Lace Classes. A marked improvement was 
CORK SCHOOL of noticeable in the character of the designs, 
art. ' and by an arrangement made, the designsfor 
the lace work are submitted to the criticism 
of one of the principal Art teachers before being executed. A 
new class in Lithography was started, and the application of 
Art to trades has received attention. The valuable- collection 
of books in the gallery of the School has been rearranged, and 
has received additions in the form of gifts and loans by local 
artists. 

Here, also, attention has been paid to the application of Art 
to various industries. Instruction was 
limerick school given in Lace Design, Pottery, Wood- 
oe art. carving, etc., at the Athenaeum. Although 
arrangements were made for the super- 
mtendenee of this work by the Head Master of the School of 
Art, it still suffers in this respect owing to the distance of the 
Athenaeum from the School of Art. It is veiy desirable that 
the Art Craft Classes should be conducted in close proximity to 
the School of Art. 

In addition to Stencilling, and other minor crafts, satisfactory 
Work was done in the Embroidery and 
Londonderry Needle Work classes. A class in Drawing 
school of art. for Grocers’ Assistants was held, the work 
including lettering and the preparation of 

shop signs. 
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It may be noted that, in addition to the usual work of the 
School, useful instruction in the Painting 
watekford and Finishing of Toys was given to workers 

school of art. from a Toy Factory in the city. 

With regard to the Art work in Technical 
Schools generally, it. may be said that sound instruction is given 
ill Drawing and Design, but it is desirable that further efforts 
should be directed to the application of Art to Industry. 

There are scattered throughout the country many classes in 
Needlework and Embroidery, in machine 
home industries, and hand-knitting of gloves, hoisery and 
garments, in carpet weaving and rug 
making, and hi lace-making of various kinds. The recent regu- 
lations made by the Board of Trade have tended to raise the 
wages of the average worker by fixing a flat rate of payment in 
linen embroidery, sprigging, etc. The experr sewers have 
not benefited to an equal degree, and there has been a con- 
siderable withdrawal of the lower grades of linen embroidery 
which formerly afforded employment to the less skilled needle- 
women. 

War conditions have affected the Industries classes in 
many ways. Contracts for shirtmaking and glove knitting 
have given remunerative employment to groups of workers in 
Dublin and the Provinces, but the increase of work on the 
land, caused by the extension of tillage operations, has had the 
effect of reducing the output of embroidery and crochet work, 
especially in those districts where women take an active part in 
agricultural work. There has, however, been no deterioration 
in the quality of the work, and it is satisfactory to note that the 
revival of the Irish crochet trade, observable in the previous 
year, has increased during the last twelve months. At the 
present time the demand for fine crochet lace greatly exceeds 
the supply. 

The work undertaken by the Department in connection with 
Rural Science and School Gardening con- 
rural science sists of («) the training of National Teachers 
and to undertake this work in their schools, 

school gardening and ( b ) the inspection ol the work as carried 
on ill National Schools. The training of 
National Teachers has been mainly provided by means of 
Summer Courses held in the neighbourhood of Dublin in the 
month of August, and these courses have been largely attended 
by National Teachers selected by the National Education 
Board. The training classes, however, have been extended, 
and arrangements were made to hold courses during the year 
in centres in which National Teachers could be concentrated. 
Classes have been held in the following centres during the period 
under review, namely : Newry, Drogheda, Bray, Ballyraggett, 
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Waterford, Piltown, Bantry, Mallow and Coaclrford. In addi- 
tion to the two Training Colleges which had previously taken 
up this subject, St. Patrick’s Training College, Drumcondra 
has now completed its First Year course in the subject. The 
number of National Schools taking up the subject has increased 
from 171 in the preceding year, to 200. It may be noted that 
the subject may now be taken in girls’ schools, and it is hoped 
there will be an increase in the number of school gardens 
A number of women teachers have already received a coarse 
of training conducted at the Irish School of Gardening for 
Women, Terenure. ° 

Classes in Gardening were held at a number of Technical 
instruction for Schools as in previous years, and in addi- 
ALLOTMENT tl , 0J ?’ m a number of towns, short courses 
holders “ lectoes arranged for allotment holders 
were conducted with success. The grati- 
fying increase in the number of allotment holders necessitated 
the appointment of additional instructors in connection with 
the Food Production Scheme. The Work of these Instructors 
is appreciated particularly in the larger towns, and there is 
evidence that the general standard of cultivation on the allot- 
ments is being raised. In a number of localities, prize schemes 
have been inaugurated, and to supplement these, the Depart- 
ment have introduced a Certificate scheme by which the best 
plots in each area are awarded Certificates of Commendation 
Though introduced at a date rather later for this year’s opera- 
tions, the scheme was taken advantage of to a considerable 
extent, and it is anticipated that in future years the award of 
these Certificates will prove an incentive to careful and efficient 
cultivation. The Instructors report that there is still too little 
attention given to the spraying of potatoes, and to successional 
cropping and inter-cropping. Their efforts to secure greater 
attention to such work has been assisted to a considerable 
extent by the issue of a Mont My Guide for allotment holders 
and owners of guldens, which is in demand by those desirous 
of improving their methods of cultivation. 

» The Irish School of Gardening for Women was in successful 
opeiation, and a number of students who have pa.ssed through 
the course have now obtained appointments in various parts of 
Ireland. 

The School of Market Gardening at Cliarlemont House 
extended their operations by dealing with a larger area of land 
at Killester, Clontarf, and of those students who have been 
trained, a. considerable number have obtained appointments. 

Gardening is now receiving increased attention in connection 
with the work of schools of Domestic Economy, and it is being 
lecognised that the provision of a well-stocked garden producing 
vegetable and fruit crops for use throughout the year is an 
important factor in the management of the home.

Instruction by the Department’s teachers of Farriery has been 
carried on in various centres, and. it is only 
farriery. necessary to say that the work is greatly 
appreciated, and has yielded highly satis- 
factory results. 
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SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 

As pointed out in the report for the year 1916-17, the 
Department had under consideration the revision of their 
Programme of Science, Drawing, Manual Instruction and 
Domestic Economy in Day Secondary Schools. After full con- 
sideration and discussion, the Department drew up and issued 
this revised programme in March, 1918. 

The main changes in the Programme are (i) the elimination 
of Experimental Science as an obligatory subject in the First 
Year (corresponding to the Preparatory Grade) ; (ii) the aboli- 
tion of Special Courses, and the substitution therefor of (1 ) a 
General Course in Physical Science, and (2) a General Course in 
Natural Science ; and (iii) the correlation of the courses with 
the grades of the Intermediate Programme. It is expected 
that the changes now introduced will obviate the undesirable 
breaking-up of classes caused by a want of correspondence 
between the Grades of the Intermediate Education Board and 
the Years of Courses of the Department’s Programme. 

Drawing becomes an obligatory subject for all pupils in the 
First Year. At least one other optional subject, which may be 
Elementary Science, Manual Instruction, or Domestic Economy, 
must be taken. Managers of Schools will, in all instances, be 
required to submit a syllabus of instruction in Elementary 
Science. The general nature of the syllabus will be left to the 
discretion of the Managers of each School. It should, however, 
be introductory in character, and so designed as to interest 
the pupil in the study of Science. It is expected that 
the teaching will largely take the form of demonstrations by 
the instructor, but provision must be made for some practical 
work by the pupils themselves. Manual Instruction has not 
been so widely taught as is desirable, and it is hoped that the 
new arrangements now proposed will lead to the subject being 
taught in a larger number of schools. • It is highly desirable 
that Domestic Economy should be taught in all girls’ schools, 
and it is the intention of the Department that this subject shall 
be made obligatory in such schools at an early date. 

In the Second Year (Junior Grade) a composite syllabus in 
Physical Science (Elementary Physics and Chemistry) will 
be obligatory. Pupils will approach this course with a better 
mathematical knowledge than heretofore, and many of the 
difficulties which have been met with in teaching the present 
First Year Course will be removed. It is not essential that 
pupils should have attended a First Year (Preparatory Grade) 
Course before taking the Second Year (Junior Grade) Course. 

In the Third and Fourth Years (Middle and Senior Grades) 
boys may take either the.Physical Science or the Natural Science 
Course, whilst girls are permitted to select Domestic Economy, 
Natural Science or Physical Science. 

Having regard to the requirements of the Intermediate 
Examinations, it has been necessary to prescribe syllabuses

of instruction m Experimental Science and Domestic Economy 
The syllabuses m Physical Science and Natural Scienee for the 
Middle and Senior Grades have been designed with a view to 
pupils devoting not less than five hours per week to either 
of these courses, but, in consequence of the urgent representa- 
tions made by the representatives of certain schools, the Depart- 
ment have decided that, for the present, in schools unable to 
devote as much as five hours per week to the study of Science 
a minimum of three hours will be accepted in these Grades but 
in such cases only one of the two Sections of the Third’ and 
Fourth Year Courses may be attempted. 

Drawing may be taught in the second and subsequent years 
as an additional subject, and Manual Instruction (for boys) and 
Domestic Economy (for Girls) may be taught as an additional 
subject throughout the four years’ courses. 

These changes in the programme will necessarily entail some 
additions to the equipment of schools adopting the Programme, 
and the Depaitment have undertaken to make grants towards 
the purchase of the apparatus made necessary by these changes. 

The following table shows the growth and present position 
of this Programme in Secondary Schools.

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TRAINING OF TEACHERS. 

The Summer Courses of Instruction for Teachers, held in 
July and August, provided for instruction 
summer courses, in the following subjects chemistry of 
1918. engineering materials, economics of grocery 

commodities, commercial arithmetic and 
economic geography, cabinet-making, hygiene and sick nursing, 
experimental science (physics, chemistry and hygiene), manual 
training (woodwork), furniture design, painted furniture making, 
ornamental leather work, drawing, advanced housewifery, 
advanced dressmaking, and rural science (including school 
gardening). The courses Were conducted at the Royal College 
of Science, Dublin ; the Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin ; 
the Municipal Technical Institute, Rathmines ; the Irish 
Training School of Domestic Economy, Stillorgan, Co. Dublin ; 
the Municipal School Garden, Kingstown, and the Albert 
Agricultural College, Glasnevin. The courses were attended 
by 361 teacher-students, of whom 283 passed the examinations 
held at the close of the courses, or, where such examinations 
were not held, received a satisfactory report from the instructors 
in charge upon the progress made by them during the course. 
The instructors and assistant-instructors engaged nunjbered SO.

Examinations were conducted by the Department at the close 
of the courses in experimental science and domestic economy ; 
121 students were presented for examination in experimental 
science, of whom 76 passed, and 48 in domestic economy, of 
whom 45 passed. 

Provision is made at the Royal College of Science for the 
training oi teachers oi science, special 
training of groups of subjects being arranged for 
teachers of students who propose to become teachers 
SCIENCE AND art. in Day Secondary and Technical Schools. 

Teacherships-in-Training, tenable at the 
Royal College of Science and the Metropolitan School oi Art, 
are offered for competition amongst science and art students 
(see also pages 112-113). 

The Department have made provision, by means of Scholar- 
ships, for a supply of teachers of com- 
training of mercial subjects who are capable of giving 
teachers of instruction in some of the higher branches. 
commercial Since 1904, 39 such Scholarships have been 
subjects. awarded, and 34 scholars have completed 
the prescribed course of training. These 
Scholarships have all been held at the London School of Econo- 
mics and Political Science (University of London). With one 
exception, the scholars who have completed their training have 
been engaged in teaching in the country under Schemes of 
Technical Instruction approved by the Department, but eight are 
now otherwise employed. The holder of one of the Scholarships 
awarded in 1914 attended the School of Economics for the 
Session 1914-15, and has since, in exceptional circumstances, 
been engaged in teaching. He will resume his Scholarship next 
session. 

Twenty-nine applications were received for the Scholarships 
offered for competition by the Department in 1918, and Scholar- 
ships were offered to four of the applicants. Owing to War 
conditions it was found necessary to suspend the tenure of the 
Scholarships for a year. 
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The Department have from time to time conducted special 

courses for the training of Manual Instruc- 
TRAINING of tors, but these have been discontinued 

MANUAL for some years. The courses of training 

instructors. for teachers of Technology, conducted 

the Royal College of Science for Wand 
now provide for the training of prospective teachers of Manual 
Work, and the Department, moreover, conduct special examina- 
tions each year, by means of which students who have received 
their training in Technical Schools working under the Depart- 
ment may secure recognition as teachers of Manual Work under 
the Department’s Programmes. 

The training of teachers of Domestic Science subjects is 
carried on at the Irish Training School of 
TRAINING of Domestic Economy, St. Kevin’s Park 
domestic Kilmacud, Stillorgan, Co. Dublin. The 

economy course of training extends over two years 

instructresses, but only those students are selected therefor 
who have most satisfactorily followed the 
course in Household Management, which extends over one 
year. 

A report on the School for the session is printed at page 107, 
from which it will be seen that, during the session, nine students 
secured the Department’s full diploma as Domestic Economy 
Instructresses. One other student completed the examinations 
for the diploma with the exception of that in one of the sub- 
sidiary subjects included in the course. An opportunity to 
complete the diploma will be afforded to this student, who, 
meanwhile, has been permitted to give instruction in the branches 
in which she has qualified. Three of the five students who 
failed to complete the examinations for the diploma in 1917 
have, as a result of supplemental examinations conducted by 
the Department this year, obtained full diplomas as Domestic 
Economy Instructresses. The remaining two, who have but 
to pass in a subsidiary subject of the course, will in 1919 be 
afforded a further opportunity of completing the requirements 
for the diploma. Meanwhile their recognition as teachers of the 
subjects in which they are qualified has been continued. 


Provision is made, under special regulations, for the further 
training of National School Teachers in 
training of elementary experimental science, rural 
national school science (including school gardening), domes- 
teaciiers. tie economy, and drawing. Examinations 
are conducted by the Department at the 
close of the courses of instruction, and certificates are awarded 
which are accepted by the Commissioners of National Education 
as evidence of qualification to give instruction in the subject 
or subjects inscribed thereon./

CENTRAL INSTITUTIONS. 

The College was attended during the session 1917-18 by 194 
students, of whom 98 were associate 
royal college students, 6 research students, and 90 non- 
of science associate students. The Summer Courses 
for Ireland. of Instruction for Teachers of Primary, 
Secondary, and Technical Schools, con- 
ducted at the College during the months of July and August, 
1918, were attended by 274 students. 

Eighteen associate students completed their courses during 
the session, and were awarded the Diploma of Associateship of 
the College. Five students obtained the Diploma in the Faculty 
of Agriculture ; three the Diploma in the Faculty of Applied 
Chemistry, four the Diploma in the Faculty of Engineering, 
and six Diplomas in the Special Group for Science Teachers 
(three in the Technology section, one in the Experimental Science 
section, and two in the Natural Science section). 

The two Royal Scholarships offered for competition amongst 
fee-paying associate students of the First Year were awarded 
to Philip B. Roberts and Joseph P. Farrell. The Silver Medal, 
awarded to the first year associate student obtaining the first 
place in order of merit on the work of the year, was secured 
by Brian J. M’Caffery. 

The College Men’s and Women’s Voluntary Aid Detachments 
of the St. John’s Ambulance Brigade continued their activities 
during the session. 
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The Men’s Detachment numbered 37 members. Nearly one- 
lialf of the original members joined the Army. The Detachment 
continued to attend hospital ships on every occasion on which 
wounded were brought to Dublin. They supplied orderlies to 
the Soldiers’ Central Club, and have provided the packing 
cases required for the despatch of sphagnum moss dressings 
referred to below. 

The College of Science Y.A.D. (Nursing Division) continued 
the organisation for the supply of sphagnum moss dressings, 
etc. It controlled 45 country centres throughout Ireland 
(excluding Ulster). 

All work from the country sub-depots came through the 
College Depot, to ensure a high standard being maintained. 
The increased demand for moss dressings had grown so great 
that it was impossible to meet it fully. Constant and regular 
supplies were, however, sent from the College to hospitals in 
Ireland, England, France, Italy, Salonika, Egypt, Mesopotamia, 
and India. The total output of the College Depot up to July 
last was 878,767 dressings, bandages and cushions. 

The manufacture of munitions of war in the College En- 
gineering workshops was carried on throughout the year. 

During the session a further number of students joined 
His Majesty’s Forces. The Department regret to have to record 
the death in action of two more students of the College : Sub- 
Lieut. W. Johnson, R.N., and Lieut. Bartholomew P. Kelleher, 
K.O.R. Lane. Regiment. 

The number of students who attended the School during the 
session 1917-18 was 279, of whom 156 
metropolitan were male students, and 123 female stu- 
school of dents. The day classes were attended by 
[art . 75 students, and the evening' classes by 

225, of whom 21 also attended the day 
classes. The Summer Courses of Instruction for Teachers con- 
ducted at the School during the month of July, 1918, were 
attended by 55 students. 

The three teach ers-in-train in g (Kathleen M. Bridle, Elizabeth 
R. Christy and Charles Lamb), who were awarded Scholarships 
as a result of the examination held in June, 1917, attended the 
School regularly during the session and applied themselves with 
commendable diligence and attention, making considerable 
progress in their Art studies. The three Scholarships have 
been renewed for the session 1918-19. 

Silversmiths (Apprentice) Scholarships were held throughout 
the session by George Cleary, James Murray and James Wallace. 
One Scholarship, awarded in 1916, and renewed for the session 
1917—8 was withdrawn early in the session in consequence of 
the irregular attendance of the Scholar. James Murray and 
Janies Wallace completed their course (three years), and 
the Scholarship awarded to George Cleary was renewed 
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for the session 1918 19. Scholarships for the session 1918-19 
■were also awarded to Charles Byrne, Charles Carey and 
William Lawlor. ■ 

Fourteen silversmiths’ apprentices attended classes in drawing 
and design and in practical craftwork in enamelling and metal- 
work. 

Ten apprentices to Cabinet-making, who had been awarded 
Trade Scholarships by the Department, tenable at the City of 
Dublin Technical School, attended the School for instruction 
in drawing and the designing of furniture. 

Twenty-five students entered for the Technical School 
Examinations m the Art Course, and 64 successes were obtained. 
One student (Kathleen M. Bridle) secured the Silver Medal in the 
Fourth Year Course (Group C,)— the only Medal awarded— and 10 
prizes in the Third and Fourth T ear Courses were also obtained. 

During the month of February an exhibition of Allied War 
Photographs was held in the School Gallery, which proved 
interesting and instructive to the students and was largely 
attended by the public. 

The students had also the educational advantages of the 
Royal Hibernian Academy Exhibition which, for the second 
year, was held in the School of Art Gallery. 

As an illustration of the practical value of the School teaching 
and work, mention is made of the important and beautiful 
silver and enamel tabernacle panels which were designed and 
execmed by Mr. Oswald Reeves, in which work he was assisted 
by some of his advanced pupils, the whole of the work being 
executed in the School. The panels were commissioned for the 
tabernacle of the Honan Hostel Chapel at Cork. The work is 
original in design, and unique in showing a combination of 
modelled metal work in silver and gold and enamels. 

During the session a series of six lectures on the “ Work and 
Influence of the Great Italian Painters” was given by the 
Headmaster. These lectures were open to non-students, and 
were very well attended. 

During the session the fresco decoration of the Dublin City 
Hall was finished. These decorations, which have taken nearly 
four years to complete, have been designed by the Head- 
master, who, in their execution, has received assistance from a 
number of the advanced pupils of the School who have thus 
gained much information as to the processes and methods of 
mural decoration. 

The School re-opened on the 23rd August, 1917, with 31 
students. Of these nineteen were students 

Irish training w'hose names remained on the school roll 
school of at the close of the previous session. The 
domestic remaining twelve were new students ad- 
economy. mitted to the course in Household Manage- 
ment as a result of the Entrance Examina- 
tion held on the 26th June, 1917, and following days.

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At the close of the session certificates were awarded to the 

12 students who had completed the Household Management 
Course, and nine of these students were selected for training 
as teachers. 

Of the 19 teachers-in-training who attended the School 
during the session, nine obtained the full diploma of the School. 
One will be eligible therefor if successful in a supplementary 
examination to be conducted in June, 1919, and nine remained 
on the School roll at the close of the session. 

The following classes for extern students were held durino 
the session in order, primarily, to provide facilities for teaching 
practice for the teachers-in-training : — 

Children’s classes in Cookery, attended by 27 students. 
Children’s classes in Laundry Work, attended by 27 
students. 

Thirty-four pupils attended the Killarney School of House- 
wifery during the session 1917-18. Twenty- 
killarney four girls finished their training, and of 
school of these, twenty were placed in situations, 

housewifery, with wages varying from £16 to £20 per 
annum, one returned home, having been 
specially trained therefor, whilst three could not be recommended 
for employment. Of the remaining 10 students, eight, whose 
period of training had not terminated, remained on the School 
roll at the close of the session, whilst two, owing to il'-hea]th,were 
obliged to return to their homes before completing the course. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The following groups of scholarships were awarded or re- 
newed during the year : (1) Apprenticeship Scholarships, (2) 
Scholarships at Day Trades Preparatory Schools, (3) Scholar- 
ships at Residential Schools of Domestic Training, (4) Local 
Exhibitions, (5) Science and Technological Scholarships and 
Teacherships-in-Training at the Royal College of Science 
(Senior Science Scholarships), (6) Teacherships-in-Training at 
the Metropolitan School of Art (Senior Art Scholarships), (7) 
Goldsmiths’ (Apprentice) Scholarships, (8) Trade Scholarships, 
(9) Embroidery and Sprigging Scholarships. 

Provision is made under a number of County Schemes of 
Technical Instruction for. the award of 
(1) apprenticeship Apprenticeship Scholarships to boys. The 

scholarships. object of these Scholarships is to provide 
for boys, of 13 years of age and upwards, 
who have completed their primary school course, a training 
such as will directly prepare them for a trade or industrial 
calling, and further to help them by arranging, in conjunction 
with their parents or guardians, for their apprenticeship to 
selected trades or industries. During the first year of the Scholar- 
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ship the holder must attend a Day Trades Preparatory School 
or other school which provides a course equivalent to the eurri- 
culum of a Day Trades Preparatory School. After completing- 
one session at such a school, arrangements will be made if the 
holder of the Scholarship has then attained the a<r e of 16 years 
for his apprenticeship to a suitable trade. If the holder has not 
then attained 16 years of age he is required to continue 
his attendance at the School until he has reached that age 
(In special cases, where it is the custom of a trade to receive 
apprentices at an earlier age than 16 years, arrangements may 
be made for the apprenticeship of a scholar who has not attained 
16 years of age. In no case, however, is a scholar permitted to 
proceed to apprenticeship until he has completed at least one 
session in an approved day school.) During the period of appren- 
ticeship the scholar is required to attend a suitable course of 
study in a Technical School. 

During the period of attendance of the scholar at an approved 
day school a grant of £5, £10, or £20 is paid to the scholar’s 
parent or guardian, the amount of the Scholarship varying 
with the distance of the scholar’s home from the school, and 
whether attendance at a day school necessitates his residing 
away from his home. During the full period of apprenticeship 
the weekly rate of wages specified in the Indenture of Appren- 
ticeship is supplemented by the County Committee by such a 
sum that the scholar is in receipt of not less than 15s. per week. 
In approved cases the apprenticeship premium, if any, is also 
provided. 

An examination for the award of Apprenticeship Scholarships 
for Boys was held on the I3th June, 1918, and was attended 
by 9 candidates. As a result of this examination 3 new Scholar- 
ships were awarded.

Of the 36 scholars, 7 are at present attending Day Trades 
Preparatory Schools, 28 are serving their apprenticeship to 
approved trades, and one is about to he apprenticed. 
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; The 28 scholars at present serving their apprenticeship are 
following the trades mentioned : Electricians, 8 ; Motor Engineer, 
1 ; Motor Mechanics, 2 ; Locomotive Fitters, 2 ; Fitters (Mechani- 
cal Engineering and Shipbuilding), 9 ; Fitters (Agricultural 
Engineering), 2 ; Coppersmith, 1 ; Joiner, 1 ; Cabinet-maker, 1 ; 
Lithographic Designer, 1. 

Since the last Report three boys have completed their 
apprenticeship, four have resigned their scholarships, one boy 
died, in five instances the Scholarships were withdrawn, and 
in two cases the Scholarships lapsed as the holders were in 
receipt oi wages amounting to more than Jos. weekly. 

In addition to the Scholarships awarded under the scheme 
referred to above, 432 Scholarships were 
(2) scholarships awarded in 1918 by the Managers of Day 
at day trades Trades Preparatory Schools. These Scholar- 
preparatory ships, as a rule, cover only tuition, or 

schools. tuition and the necessary books and in- 

struments, but 109 scholars receive, in 
addition, sums varying from £l to £8 as maintenance allowance 
or as grants towards the cost of travelling. These Scholarships 
are in some cases renewed from year to year, if the progress 
made by the scholar is satisfactory. In other cases Scholarships, 
other than First Year Scholarships, are awarded to pupils 
generally upon the results of the work of the previous session.

SCHOOLS of instruction and training in Domestic Econ- 
domestic omy , such as will cultivate their intelligence 

training. and resourcefulness, and render them more 
practical in the performance of home duties. 
The Scholarship, together with the payment of a fee of £2 (in 
the case of county Cork, £3) on the part of the scholar, entitles 
the holder to board, residence, and instruction during the term 
of the Scholarship. 

Applicants for the Scholarship must he over 16 and under 
25 years of age on the first day of September in the year of 
award, and must have received an education equivalent to that 
of the Fifth Standard of a National School. 

Schools desiring recognition as Residential Schools of Domestic 
Training must provide a satisfactory course of instruction in 
the following subjects : — 

Household Management, including the keeping of accounts. 
Cookery, including the selection of menus for small incomes. 
Needlework (repairing, adapting, and dressmaking). 
Laundry Work. 

Hygiene, including sick nursing and the care of the young. 

Instruction in these subjects must be given by a certificated 
teacher of Domestic Science, and at least 30 hours per week 
must be devoted to instruction in the subjects mentioned. The 
curriculum of the school may also include instruction in Dairy- 
work, Poultry-rearing, Bee-keeping, and Cottage-gardening, if 
adequate provision is made for both practical and theoretical 
instruction in these subjects. 

The number of Scholarships awarded in 1918 by each Com- 
mittee adopting the Scheme was as follows : — 

County Carlow, 8 ; county Clare, 12 ; county Cork, 2 ; county 
Leitrim, 2 ; county Longford, 2 ; Queen’s County, 10 ; county 
Tipperary (South Riding), 9 ; county Waterford, 3 ; county 
Westmeath, 13 ; county Wexford, 9.

(4) local Boroughs or Urban Districts, for students 
exhibitions. of proved ability and ascertained need, 

and under the terms of a scheme approved 
by the Department, one or more exhibitions of the annual value 
of £50, tenable at the Royal College of Science, the Metropolitan 
School of Art, or other approved Technical, Commercial, or 
Art School, the Department may make a grant in aid of the 
Exhibitions awarded not exceeding half their value, provided 
that the Department’s total contribution in this respect does 
not exceed £50 in respect of any one Urban District, other than 
a county borough, in any one year. Candidates for these Ex- 
hibitions must be eighteen years of age ; they must have been 
in regular employment under normal conditions in a trade, 
business, or industry for at least a year ; they must have been 
in attendance at a Technical School within the administrative 
area of the nominating committee for at least two complete 
and consecutive sessions ; and they must satisfy the Depart- 
ment that their general education is of such a nature as to enable 
them to take full advantage of the course of instruction selected 
at the approved day school of higher education. Successful 
candidates must devote their whole time during the period for 
which the Exhibition is granted to the advancement of their 
studies. 

Three Exhibitions were awarded in 1918 : one Art Exhibition 
to a student of the Crawford Municipal School of Art, Cork ; 
one Art Exhibition to a student of the Municipal Technical 
Institute, Belfast ; and one Science Exhibition to a student of 
the Technical School, Larne. 

These Exhibitions are being held at the following institutions : 
Royal College of Science for Ireland, Dublin . . 1

Five Scholarships and five Teacherships-in-Training, tenable 
at the Royal College of Science, were 

(5) senior awarded as a result of the competition con- 
science ducted by the Department in 1918. The 

scholarships, examination, for which 48 candidates pre- 
sented themselves, was held on the 25th 
June and following days. The Scholarships are of the value' 
of £50 per annum, whilst in the case of Teacherships-in-Training 
a maintenance allowance of 21 s. weekly for the sesssion of about 
forty weeks is granted ; in addition, holders of these awards are 
entitled to free instruction during the Associateship Course of 
four years, and third class railway fare for one journey each 
session to and from Dublin. 

The competition is confined to Mathematics, Experimental 
Science, and Drawing,- but all candidates, either by virtue of 
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a Pass in the Senior Grade of the Intermediate Examinations 
or its equivalent, must satisfy the Department as to their 
knowledge of English, and one of the Languages : Greek, Latin, 
Irish, French 01 Geiman. Candidates-unable to produce evidence 
of their knowledge of these subjects are required to sit for 
tests therein conducted by the Department. 

The age limits for the competition are 16 and 30 on the 1st 
June of the year in which the examination is held. 

Candidates awaided Tencherships-in-Training are required to 
give an undertaking to pursue the full Associateship Course 
with a view to becoming teachers of Science in Ireland, but the 
Department do not undertake to employ teachers or to find 
employment for them at the close of the period of training. 

The three Teacherships-in-Training, tenable at the Metropoli- ' 
tan School of Art, Dublin, awarded by the 
161 senior Department in 1917, and held for the

leaeherships is to encourage capable Art 
students to undertake such a course of 
training as will enable them to become Art Teachers. The 
Scholarships entitle the holders to free admission to all day 
and evening classes at the Metropolitan School of Art for two 
sessions, and to third class railway fare for one journey to and 
from Dublin each session. The awards are made on the result 
of an examination in Art subjects, and of submitted specimens 
of the candidates’ work ; but previous successes in respect of 
Art teaching qualifications are also taken into account. 

Candidates for these Scholarships must be between the ages 
of 18 and 30 years on the 1st September in the year in which 
the examination is held, and successful candidates must prepare, 
in conjunction with the Headmaster of the School of Art, a 
scheme of study for the Department’s approval, and devote 
their whole time thereto, attending regularly and punctually 
during the period of the Scholarships. 

Of the three Teacherships-in-Training awarded hi 1915, two, 
having been held for the sessions 1915—16 and 1916-17, were 
renewed for the session 191,7-18, under similar conditions of 
tenure, as General Art Scholarships. These have now expired. 
The holder of the third Teachership then awarded undertook 
war work before the completion of her course of study, and the 
tenure of the balance of the Scholarship has been '(postponed. 

As a result of consultation with the Corporation of Goldsmiths 
the Department now provide four Scholar- 
(7) goldsmiths ships for their apprentices. These are 
(apprentice) tenable, usually for three, years, at the 
scholarships. Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin, and are 
of the value of £6- per annum, with free 
tuition. When Scholarships become vacant they are awarded 
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to the apprentice students who have shown the greatest abiiitv 
and progress in their studies at the School during the preceding 
session. 6 

One of the Scholarships renewed for the session 1917-18 was 
withdrawn during the session as the holder did not attend 
regularly at instruction. Three new Scholarships were awarded 
in 1918, and one awarded in 1917 was renewed for a second 
year. 

A limited number of Trade Scholarships were offered for 
competition by the Department in 1918. 

(8) trade The object of these Scholarships is to enable 
scholarships, apprentices who have been engaged in 
certain industries in Ireland for a period 
of at least two years, to obtain systematic instruction in the 
principles of Science and Art as Applied to these industries. 

With this end in view the scholars are required to attend 
specially arranged courses of instruction at centres, which may 
be either in Ireland or in Great Britain, selected by the Depart- 
ment. The industries selected for 1918 were : Cabinet-making, 
Loom Tenting, Motor Engineering, Plumbing, Typography and” 
Woollen Manufacture. Owing to the paucity of applicants, the 
Department decided not to aw'ard scholarships in Cabinet- 
making, Loom Tenting, Plumbing and Typography. Twenty- 
two Scholarships in Motor Engineering are at present being held, 
and tw r o special courses of instruction in the subject are in 
operation. One attended by twelve scholars, is conducted at 
the Pembroke Technical School, Ringsend, county Dublin ; and 
the other, attended by 10 scholars, at the Municipal Technical 
School, Lisburn. In connection with the Woollen Industry 5 
Scholarships were awarded, and these are being held at the 
South of Scotland Central Technical College, Galashiels. 

The Scholarships are tenable for one school session, and are 
(except where the holder resides within five miles of the schcol) 
of the value of £l per week during the period of instruction, 
together with class fees and railway fare for two double journeys 
between the address of the holder and the centre at which his 
course is conducted. When the home of a scholar is situated 
W'ithin a radius of five miles from the school he is to attend, 
a payment equal to the wages he would otherwise have received 
during the period of instruction, but in no case exceeding £l 
per week, is allowed, in addition to class fees. 

The scholars are selected on consideration of the qualifications 
and experience of the applicants, and must have passed either 
a simple qualifying examination in English, Arithmetic, and 
Drawing, or have satisfied the Department in regard to their 
educational qualifications. To be eligible for Scholarships, 
candidates must be at least 17 years of age on the 1st July of 
the year in which the awards are made, and must produce an 
undertaking from the Managers of the Industries in which they 
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are employed to the effect that the Managers will re-employ 
them after the termination of the Scholarships. Scholars must 
also undertake to resume their employment on the conclusion 
of the course of instruction.

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Scholarships in Embroidery (white and coloured) and Sprig. 

ging, tenable at the Training School, Ennis- 
(9) embroidery lcillen, were offered for competition by the 
and sprigging Department in 1918. Two Scholarships— 
scholarships, one in Embroidery and one in Sprigging — 
were awarded oil the result of an examina- 
tion held in Enniskillen. 

The object of these Scholarships, which are of the value of 
£25 each, tenable for one year, is to enable the holders to secure 
training as teachers of Embroidery or Sprigging. The com- 
petition consists of simple tests in English, Arithmetic, and 
Drawing, and tests in Embroidery or Sprigging. To be eligible 
for admission to the examination candidates must be at least 
20 years of age on the 1st September of the year in which the 
examination is held, and must have satisfied the Department, 
by the submission of satisfactory specimens of work, of their 
knowledge of either Embroidery or Sprigging.

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3 . —FISHERIES. 

The Annual Report on the Sea and Inland Fisheries of Ireland, 
which is published separately, shows that, in the year 1917, the’ 
quantity of sea fish (excluding shell-fish), landed was 663’,000 
ewts., valued at £646,000. The landings were greater than in 
any of the three preceding years, and the monetary results were 
the highest recorded. Including shell-fish, the total sum realised 
by the fishermen exceeded £700,000. The number of vessels 
engaged increased during the year from 4,321 to 4,542, and the 
persons employed from 15,789 to 16,936. The number of motor 
boats worked by Irish fishermen was 384, being 99 more than 
in 1916. 

Compared with the previous year, there was a slight improve- 
ment in the capture of mackerel during 
MACKEREL the spring season, and the results of the 
FISHERIES. autumn season were well above the average. 

The figures for the spring season were 
134,250 cwts., valued at £110,700, and for the autumn season 
198,000 cwts., and £165,000. 

The summer herring fishery was not quite, so good as in the 
previous year, and the Vinter fishery of 
herring 1917-18 was very bad, the fishing off the 
fisheries. counties of Louth and Dublin and at Dun- 
more Bast being a complete failure. In 
the summer season, 180,000 cwts., valued at £150,000, were 
taken, and in the winter season, 63,000 cwt,., valued at 
£77,000. 

The value of the kelp exported Was almost £20,000. It is 
mainly manufactured on -the coast between 
kelp. the River Shannon and Lough Foyle. 

Loans to the amount of £8,332 17a. 6 d. were issued to fisher- 
men during the year ended 31st March, 
loans. 1918. 

At the suggestion of the Department, H.M. Treasury approved 
of the formation of a Committee to under- 
war risks take the insurance of Irish fishing vessels 

insurance. against war risks. The annual premium 

has been fixed at 2 per cent., and over 100 
boats are covered. Three claims have been paid in respect of 
insured craft. 
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The vyorks at Annagassan (county Louth) were completed 
and progress Was made with those at^ 
piers and Kilkeel (county Down) and Helvick (county 
harbours. Waterford). The dredger, Fag-an-Bealach 
was, as usual, engaged in the maintenance 
of the navigation facilities at Arklow. 

The salmon fisheries in the year 1917 were very much above 
the average. The decline during recent 
salmon years in the quantity of salmon captured 
fisheries. at sea by drift nets has ceased — the landings 

increasing from 1,103 cwts. in the previous 

season to 1,520 cwts. 

At Billingsgate 9,106 boxes of salmon were received from 
Ireland, as compared with 5,992 in the previous year. 

The poisoning of rivers and the use of explosives to kill fish 
continued in the south-western districts, and considerable 
damage was done in the North by the pollution of rivers by 
flax-water. 

The output of the various fish hatcheries was much greater 
in the season of 1917-} 8 than in the previous one, 4,218,500 
salmon fry and 91,200 trout fry being turned out. Nearly 
1,400,000 salmon fry were liberated from the Mallow anil 
Banteer Hatchery. 

The amount of licence duties paid (£8,600) is still declining. 

eel ! The catch of eels in inland waters was 

fisheries. above the average, but not so great as in 

the year 191 6. 

Although the pollen caught in Lough Neagh were of good 
quality and realised very high prices, the 
pollen total capture was much less than in the 
fisheries. previous year. The falling-off Was partly 
' due to scarcity of the fish and partly to 
the fact that many of the local men fished solely for eels during 
the summer. 

With the object of adding to the food supply, powers were 
conferred on the Department by the Fpod 
coarse Controller to relax restrictions which 
fresh-water might interfere with the capture of coarse 
fish fish in fresh waters. Funds Were provided 

by H.M. Treasury and a Committee 
appointed by the Department to advise and assist in increasing 
the supply of coarse fish and eels derived from Irish lakes and. 
rivers. Netting operations were started and carried on more-

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4— STATISTICS AND INTELLIGENCE. 

This Branch collects and disseminates statistical and other 
information on matters affecting the work of the Department. 
It regularly compiles and publishes the following statistical

For the purpose of compiling these and other special statis- 
tical statements the Branch receives returns from 3,000 poliee 
enumerators of statistics, 325 crop correspondents, and 
250 fruit crop correspondents, 24 fair reporters and 18 
market reporters, 45 agricultural instructors, 96 portal 
authorities and shipping companies, portal supervisors and 
inspectors at 18 Irish ports, a large number of Irish im- 
porters and exporters, nearly 300 English and Scotch em- 
ployers of Irish migratory labourers, Creameries, Bacon 
Curers, Millers, Railway Companies and Joint Stock Banks 
in Ireland as well as from Home and Foreign Governments 
and other Public Departments, etc. Most of the individual 
returns are confidential and are furnished free of charge. 
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In addition to compiling, publishing and distributing the 
above reports and leaflets the Branch 
publications. contributes to, edits, and publishes the 
Department s Journal, press-edits the other 
publications and looks after the general printing and adver- 
tising work of the Department. Its duty is to disseminate as 
well as to collect information for the Department, and it mails 
to a very large number of persons— one of its mailing lists 
contains 35 , 0 C 0 names— the leaflets and other free publications 
of the Department; during the year it distributed about 
1,300,000 leaflets, two-thirds of which, approximatelv were 
special war leaflets. " 


In accordance with its duty to act as an Intelligence Bureau 
to the Department, the Branch maintains 
intelligence a regular communication, and exchange of 
bureau. publications with the Agricultural, Statis- 
tical, Educational and other Departments 
of the United Kingdom, the Colonies and the chief foreign 
countries. From all these sources a very considerable number 
of publications are received and placed in the library which the 
Branch has organised and controls. In addition, a large number 
of home and foreign publications of a non-ofiieial character are 
received. All these publications are examined and indexed ; 
and from the more important of them extracts and translations 
are made and circulated through the Department generally. 

To make the materials available in the library more readily 
accessible a Weekly “ Bulletin ” is issued, bringing to the im- 
mediate notice of its various Branches a synopsis of any matters 
coming within the sphere of the Department’s activities and 
appearing in the current periodicals and publications, both 
home and foreign. The number of foreign accessions to the 
library and the collection of foreign intelligence generally has 
been severely affected by the war, but special efforts have 
been made to obtain foreign publications from, and through, 
neutral countries. Numbers of such publications are now 
received in the library, and from them much has been gleaned 
regarding the manner in which food supply problems arising 
out of the war have been dealt with abroad? In addition much 
information has been obtained and circulated regarding the 
organisation of agricultural labour, the supply of manures and 
machinery, and the other emergency measures adopted in con- 
nection with agriculture in the different European countries. 


A considerable amount of extra work had to be undertaken 
by this Branch during the year in connection with questions, 
affecting the food production of Ireland, and more particularly 
arising out of the Department’s Tillage Scheme. 
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In addition, much special work created by war necessities 
had to be done for Imperial Departments of 
special State. An inquiry regarding potato stocks 
war work. in Ireland was conducted on behalf of the 
Ministry of Food ; this entailed the issuing 
of upwards of 500,000 inquiry forms each month for seven 
months to the police, and the compilation of the summarised 
returns received. Again, a bi-monthly census of live stock was 
carried out for the Live Stock Committee of the Board of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries. The carrying out of this inquiry entailed 
the issuing of forms to more than SO, 000 farmers every second 
month, and the scrutinising, summarising, and compiling in 
statistical tables of the data received. Estimates of the 
stocks of wheat and oats, barley, potatoes and hay, remaining 
on farms on the 9th February and on the 1st May were also 
compiled from returns furnished to the Department by a 
great number of representative farmers. 

All this special work had to be undertaken by a staff much 
depleted by enlistment, with the result that the publication of 
some of the Statistical Reports of the Department lias been, 
and will for some time be, later than formerly. 


5.— VETERINARY. 

During the year ended 30th September, 1918, the incidence 
amongst live stock in Ireland of the various diseases at present 
scheduled under the Diseases of Animals Acts was on the whole 
remarkably light. 

Foot-and-mouth disease for the fourth year in succession was 
completely absent from this country, and 
3FOOT-and-mouth it was not until the twelve months had 
disease. nearly expired that an outbreak occurred 
in Great Britain to occasion anxiety as to 
the spread of infection from across Channel. The customary 
special precautions Were then put in force and maintained until 
the cessation ol restrictions in Great Britain. 

Two outbreaks of anthrax occurred during the year, as 
_ compared with three in the preceding 
anthrax. twelve months. The outbreaks affected 
only two animals, both of which died. 

The provisions, suspended in 1915 owing to the war, of the 
Department’s Order relating to the 
bovine slaughter of cattle affected with certain 
tuberculosis, forms of tuberculosis were not revived in 
the twelve months ended 30Lh September, 

1918. 
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The number of swine fever outbreaks occurring during the 
year indicates progressive decline in the 
swine prevalence of the disease. Only 32 out- 
fever. breaks were confirmed during the twelve 
months, as compared with 244 in the 
preceding year, and 307 in 1916. 


The figures with regard to sheep scab also show a considerable 
improvement, only 355 outbreaks having 
sheep scab. been reported or detected during the period 
under review, as compared with 494 in 
1917. The regulation requiring sheep to be dipped once in the 
summer and twice in the autumn continues in operation. Not- 
withstanding local difficulties of administration, the requirement 
as to dipping appears to have been satisfactorily observed in 
the summer period, which ended on 31st August. 

Scheduled disease amongst equines was confined to parasitic 
mange, of which, however, a considerably 
equine disease, increased prevalence was manifested, 97 
outbreaks being confirmed during the twelve 
months, as compared with 46 in the preceding year. No out- 
break of glanders has been confirmed in Ireland since January, 
1917. 

The restrictions in force at the end of September, 1917, with 
regard to the slaughter and export of in- 
maintenance of calf cattle and young calves were later 
live stock. extended to milch cows and young heifers, 
and continued throughout the whole year, 
except for a short period in which they were intermitted in the 
case of milch cows. Prohibitions of the slaughter in Ireland 
of young male cattle and of ewes in lamb were also introduced 
during the year, and remained in operation at its close. Por 
a short period in the autumn the slaughter or exportation of 
female lambs was also prohibited, with the object of affording 
Irish sheep breeders the first opportunity of selecting in Ireland 
the ewe lambs they required for future breeding puiposes. 
The restrictions intended to prevent the slaughter or exportation 
of sows suitable for breeding purposes which had been in force 
for over eighteen months were withdrawn from 1st August as 
being no longer necessary. 

In April the Department undertook, and’ for the rest of the 
year carried out, the duty imposed on them 
food by the Pig and Pig Products (Ireland) 

control. Order oi the Ministry of Food, of regulating, 
with regard to the Food Controller’s scheme 
of distribution, the export of live swine to Great Britain.

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From June onwards, also, in exercise of the powers conferred 
on them by the Meat (Licensing of Export) (Ireland) Order of 
1918, they have controlled the exportation from Ireland to 
Great Britain of the meat of cattle, sheep and goats, a duty 
involving the licensing of persons desiring to engage in the 
business of wholesale dealers of meat for delivery in Great 
Britain, the issue of permits for each consignment of meat, 
and the supervision of the places where slaughterin connection 
with the export trade is carried out. _ tf j 

A special report of Proceedings under the Diseases of Animals 
Acts is issued in a separate publication each year. 


6 .— TRANSIT AND MARKETS. 

Under this head are grouped matters relating to : — 

(1) Transit of Produce. 

(2) Transit of Farming Requisites. 

(3) Railway Rates. 

(4) The enforcement of the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts 

as regards butter, margarine, cheese, margarine- 
cheese and milk. 

(5) The Merchandise Marks Acts. 

(6) The Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Acts, 1887 

and 1891. 

1. — Transit or Produce. 

Officers of the Department made inspections at railway 
stations and ports in connection with the condition and handling 
of consignments of agricultural produce. Three hundred and 
forty-seven inspections were made at railway stations, the 
more important stations being visited several times, and on 
110 days during the period the handling of traffic at ports 
came under observation. The Inspectors observed the handling 
of consignments when being delivered at the premises of Carrying 
Companies, the loading into railway trucks, the transfer at 
ports and the stowing on board the vessels. The use of faulty 
boxes and the want of dug care in packing which came under 
observation formed the subject of communications to the 
consignors, and recommendations as to the necessary improve- 
ments were made. Whenever there appeared to be any care- 
lessness in the handling or loading of consignments, communica- 
tions were sent to the Railway Companies concerned who were 
thus afforded an opportunity of taking steps to correct any 
tendency towards laxity on the part of their employees. 
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Reports received indicated that, owing to the condition of the 
surface of one of the principal goods yards of a Railway Com- 
pany. egg traffic was likely to be damaged when being carted 
in the yard, and that the lighting arrangements needed im- 
provement. The Department communicated with the Railway- 
Company, and the defects in the surface were remedied and 
provision for improved lighting was made. 

During the year ended 30th September, 1918, 308 complaints 
or representations were received in regard 
complaints by to delay or damage to consignments in 
consignors AND transit or to facilities for conveyance. 
consignees. fliese complaints or representations re- 
lated to butter, cheese, dead poultry, eggs, 
feeding stuffs, fish, fresh meat, fruit, grain, hay, honey, margar- 
ine, milk and cream, potatoes, etc. In a few cases the particulars 
requisite for satisfactory investigation were not supplied. The 
other cases were thoroughly investigated. Communications sub- 
sequently received from several of the complainants indicated 
that the action taken had resulted in the more expeditious 
conveyance or the more careful handling of consignments. 

Some representations were received respecting the desir- 
ability of the early removal of consign- 
removal or ments of oats, potatoes or empties from 
traffic. the premises of Carrying Companies. Action 
was taken, and arrangements for early 
clearance were made. Delay by consignees in taking delivery 
of bulky traffic may cause congestion in goods stores or undue 
detention of wagons under load. 

From time to time the arrangements for the conveyance of 
traffic between ports in Ireland and Great 
restrictions Britain were dislocated owing to conditions 
on traffic. produced by the War. Congestion of 
traffic at Irish ports consequently occurred. 
Special action was taken by the Director of Cross-Channel 
Transportation to expedite the shipment of perishable agricul- 
tural produce and fish. Suspensions of sailings resulted from 
labour disputes. 


Communications were received from consignors regarding: 
facilities for the conveyance of potatoes- 
supply of and mill stuffs by rail. An adequate- 

wagons. supply of wagons was not available owing 

to the comparatively large quantities of 
traffic for which provision had to be made on the occasions in 
question. Action was taken with a view to arrangements for 
early conveyance. 
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A Parliamentary Committee in regard to facilities for Trans- 
port within the United Kingdom was 
SELECT appointed in August last. The Committee 
committee on appointed a Sub-Committee to investigate 
INLAND TRANSPORT, and report upon the facilities for transport 
offered by the ports and canals of Ireland, 
and to make suggestions for their equipment and development. 
The Sub-Committee visited Ireland, and heard evidence at a 
number of public sittings. 


Butter. 

The reports received showed that much care had been exer- 
cised in the preparation of consignments 
PACKAGES, of butter. Irish timber was generally 

condition AND used, there being a shortage of imported 
HANDLING. timber. In only a few cases did boxes 
with projecting lids and protruding nails 
come under observation. In these cases, communications 
were sent to the consignors. 

Generally, the handling in transit was satisfactory. The 
consignments were loaded in clean vehicles, and no case came 
under observation of butter having been placed, while in transit, 
in proximity to any traffic which would be likely to cause con- 
tamination. 

In January, 1918, the Food Controller made an Order— The 
Butter (Ireland) Order, 1918,— unde rwhich licences by the 
Controller would be required for the consigning or shipment of 
butter from Ireland. Export of butter was authorised as from 
the 12th April under licences issued by the Irish Butter Export 
Committee on behalf of the Ministry of F ood, and all Irish butter 
exported to Great Britain had to be consigned to the Butter and 
Cheese Imports Committee, Ministry of Food. 

In April and May complaints were received as to delay in the 
delivery of butter consigned to the Imports Committee. The 
delay appeared to be due to conditions produced by the War. 
Subsequently the position improved. 

Special attention was given to the securing of expeditious 
conveyance for Irish butter traffic. 

In June several boxes of butter which came under 
observation at one of the principal ports 
question of were found to be in an unsatisfactory 
cold storage, condition. The weather was warm, and 
it appeared that unavoidable delay in 
shipment had occurred. The circumstances at the time weie 
exceptional. Ordinarily, the arrangements for the expeditious 
despatch of perishable produce work satisfactorily, but it may 
occasionally happen that boxes of butter or fish are unavoid- 
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ably delayed at the port in warm weather. The provision 
of cold storage in proximity to the quays would provide a 
remedy, and the question of making adequate cold storage 
available is well worthy of consideration. 


Representations were made to the Department in regard to 
an earlier delivery at Cork of consignments 
delivery of of fresh butter forwarded from markets. 
fresh butter at It appeared from inquiry that the traffic 
cork. was sent by goods train, that wagons 

containing butter and other perishable 
traffic got priority in unloading at the station, and that, having 
regard to the circumstances prevailing at the time, all practicable 
action was being taken to expedite delivery. 

Cheese. 

The traffic in cheese was fairly substantial. In some consign- 
ments which came under observation in the earlier part of the 
year the wood used in the construction of the crates was rather 
light for safe transit. Subsequently a decided improvement 
was noticed. 


Eggs. 

Much consideration was given, during the year, to the question 
as to the means to he adopted with a view 
cases and to secure that consignments of eggs reach 
packing. the markets in good condition. In the 
course of their visits to railway stations 
and ports, the Department’s Inspectors gave special attention 
to the condition and handling of cases of eggs. Some thousands 
of cases were observed and reported upon. In a large pro- 
portion of the cases thicker boards were used, the timber being 
comparatively free from defects and evenly cut, and increased 
care appeared to be' exercised in the construction. So far as 
could be observed, the packing was more carefully done. While 
the shortage of suitable timber presented a difficulty to con- 
signors, there seems little reason to doubt that recently traders 
generally have realised more clearly the need for sound cases 
and careful packing. Chief among the defects observed was 
over-wide spacing between boards forming the cases, the spaces 
being of sufficient width to admit of eggs being removed. Cases 
constructed of frail or unseasoned or otherwise unsuitable 
timber, and cases the boards of which had been insecurely 
fastened together also came under notice. Several reports as 
to the use of insufficient material in packing were received* 
eggs being sometimes visible through the spaces between hoards 
in the cases. Cases in some consignments were found to be 
in a damaged condition when delivered at forwarding stations. 
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A few instances of the exposure of cases of eggs to rain when 
being conveyed to or lying at the Carrying 
HANDLING} Companies’ premises, and of the up-ending 
conveyance. or “ walking ” of eases on end by carters 
came under notice. Cases were found up- 
ended or in close proximity to malodorous hides. But taking 
into consideration the number of inspections made and the 
large volume of traffic that came under observation, the com- 
paratively small number of adverse reports received goes to 
show that generally the handling was carefully done. 

Investigations were made as to the conveyance of cases 
which were observed in transit to be leaking. As indication of 
breakage may not become apparent for some time after 
occurrence, it is sometimes difficult to ascertain where or under 
what circumstances the damage occurs. 

Cases of eggs having been found in a damaged condition in 
wagons fitted with floor battens, a question 
wagons with as to the loading of cases of eggs in such 
floor battens. v'agons w as raised. It appeared that cases 
placed on the floor of one of these wagons 
are, when eases are superimposed, liable to damage owing to 
oscillation resulting from the movement of the vehicle, espe- 
cially during shunting operations, unless the cases are so 
placed as to rest on two of the battens. To obviate risk of 
damage much care is required in loading cases in these wagons. 

In the Department’s Seventeeth Annual General Report, it 
was mentioned, in connection with a 
carrier’s risk settlement of claims in respect of Irish 
conditions. egg traffic sent to places in England, that 
the Department would take steps to secure 
that the Carrying Companies would be entitled to refuse to 
convey, at Company’s Risk, Irish eggs packed in cases not 
complying with specifications to he laid down by the Depart- 
ment. Action was accordingly taken by the Department to 
fulfil this undertaking by the drafting of a special Bill, hut 
difficulties in thus introducing legislation relating to the 
transit of one particular product being found insurmountable, 
the Department took steps with a view to achieving the 
object in view within the limits of existing legislation. 
Meantime the Companies gave notice in December, 1917, that 
on and after the 1st March, 1918, eggs would only be accepted 
for conveyance at Carrier’s Risk provided they were contained 
in substantial wooden boxes or cases in which the eggs were 
efficiently and securely packed, and provided also each egg was 
placed in a separate compartment and efficiently and securely 
packed within its compartment. Protests were received as 
to the condition regarding separate compartments, and the 
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Department communicated with the Railway Authorities 
pointing out che objections to the limitation indicated in the 
Notice, and proposing that eggs packed in certain types of 
cases recommended by the Department be accepted for con- 
veyance at Carrier’s Risk- — straw or wood-wool to be used as 
packing material. The operation of this notice was sub- 
sequently postponed to the 1st July, 1918. Special tests by 
the Department were meantime in course of progress, 
with a view to ascertain the comparative merit of cases as 
regards safety in transit. 


A conference in regard to the packing of eggswasheld in May, 
1918, at the Offices of the Board of Trade, 
egg case London, and subsequently the Railway 
conferences. Executive Committee agreed to postpone 
further the operation of the notice, and to 
accept, experimentally, for a period of six months, for con- 
veyance at Carrier’s Risk, eggs packed in cases specified by the 
Department. 

With a view to the general adoption of these cases, a meeting 
of representatives of Chambers of Commerce, Egg Shippers and 
Case-makers was held at the Department’s Offices on the 28th 
June, 1918. After a full discussion, it was agreed that arrange- 
ments be made for bringing into general use as early as possible 
two of the cases specified by the Department- — the 6hlid. 
divisible case and the 3hhd. case, straw or wood-wool being 
used as packing material ; but it was urged that traders should 
be allowed a reasonable time within which, to provide stocks of 
these cases. A proposal was accordingly made, and adopted, 
that the Railway Authorities should be asked to permit the 
then existing conditions as regards the acceptance of egg traffic 
at Carrier’s Risk to continue until the end of September. _ The 
Railway Companies agreed to this proposal. The operation of 
the Notice was further postponed, mainly owing to the question 
of a special Government brand for approved egg-cases having 
been raised. 


Dead Poultry. 

Owing to interruptions in cross-Channel sailings towards the 
end of the year 1917, anxiety existed with 
Christmas regard to the conveyance of poultry for 

traffic. the Christmas markets in Great Britain, 

and inquiries as to shipping facilities were 
received. Early in December a suggestion was made to 
inquirers that consignments be forwarded as soon as practicable 
and arrangements made for cold storage. 
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Towards the end of November a suggestion was made to the 

Department that, in view of the prospective 
hampers and shortage of hampers for the conveyance of 
cases. poultry traffic and the scarcity of timber 
it would be to the advantage of shippers 
if they purchased “ returned empties ” available in their neigh- 
bourhood and utilised them for the traffic. The information 
obtained by the Department went to show that, up to about 
the middle of December, the hampers and cases available had 
been sufficient and that there was no reason to suppose that 
the demand for suitable receptacles would not continue to be 
met. 

A railway regulation limiting to 112 lbs., with certain 
exceptions, the weight of each parcel or 
limitation of package which would be accepted, unac- 
weight of companied by a passenger, for conveyance 
packages. to places in Great Britain by passenger 
train service, was made towards the end 
of the year 1916. It was, however, arranged as in the previous 
year, that packages of Christmas poultry weighing over 112 
lbs., would, when desired, be carried by passenger train in 
Ireland, and by express goods train from cross-Channel ports 
to the principal centres. 


Fresh Meat. 

Comparatively large quantities of fresh meat came under 
notice in transit. Most of the consignments were intended for 
the London market. 

The preparation of consignments was, oil occasions, far from 
satisfactory . At times the canvas wrappers 
wrappers, used to enclose the meat were soiled or 
cartage. unsound, or not sufficiently large for the 
purpose. In some cases due care was not . 
exercised in the loading of consignments on carts used for 
conveying the traffic from consignors’ premises. Communica- 
tions regarding these matters were sent to the consignors. ' 

Complaint was made as to the condition in which meat 
forwarded from Ireland sometimes reached 
conveyance. the London market. When the meat was 
forwarded in hampers it appeared that 
better results were obtained than when the meat was enclosed 
in canvas wrappers. The question of providing a sufficient 
supply of suitable receptacles in which the meat would be 
packed for conveyance well deserves the serious consideration ol 
the Carrying Companies and the consignors. If meat wrapped 
in canvas is subjected to much handling in transit, it can 
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scarcely be hoped that it will present an inviting appearance 
on arrival at the markets. 

Not allowing sufficient time for cooling and drying meat 
before despatch was regarded as contributing to the defective 
condition of consignments on arrival. 

Fish. 

Generally, consignments of fish were expeditiously conveyed 
from the principal fishing centres to the Irish ports. The 
interruptions in sailings caused no little anxiety in regard to 
the caniage of fiesh fish from the ports, but the arrangements 
made by the Director of Cross-Channel Transportation operated 
effectively in meeting the difficult situation which arose from 
time to time. 

At the request of the Director of Cross-Channel Transporta- 
tion, the Irish Railway Executive Committee gave notice that 
on and from the 15th June, 1918, merchandise traffic from 
Ireland to Great Britain would only be accepted for conveyance 
subject to the condition that the traffic might, from time to 
time, be diverted from the route by which it was consigned. 
The diversion would only be effected on the order of the 
Director of Cross-Channel Transportation. The arrangement 
which was intended to relieve congestion at ports and by 
Steamship routes had satisfactory results in the ease of fish 
traffic. 

Special attention Was given by the Companies to securing 
expeditious conveyance of fish traffic lrom cross-Channel 
ports. On some occasions delay occurred in the conveyance 
of small consignments. 


Fruit. 

The arrangements for the conveyance of fruit worked 
satisfactorily. 

In connection with the special effort which was made to 
secure a large supply of blackberries for jam-making purposes, 
the Department received a number of requests to assist in 
facilitating the conveyance of empty casks to collectors of the 
fruit. Action was taken and arrangements were made for 
the carriage of hundreds of the casks from several forwarding 
centres. 


Grain and Potatoes. 

As a result of the extension of the area under tillage there 
was a marked increase in the volume 
sacks. of traffic in grain and potatoes. The 

material in several of the sacks which 
came under notice was not strong enough for safe transit ; 
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there were holes in some of the sacks and the mouths of others 
were insecurely fastened. Communications were sent to the 
traders concerned. Difficulty was no doubt experienced in 
some cases in providing suitable sacks. 


2. Transit or Farming Requisites. 

As in the previous year, the Department kept in close touch 
with the Railway and Shipping Companies 
facilities. with a view to ensure that adequate 
facilities were provided for the carriage 
of agricultural machinery, implements, seeds, manures and 
spraying materials. Owing to conditions produced by the War, 
dislocation of traffic arrangements occurred from time to time, 
and consequently consignments which were ready for despatch 
or in the course of transit, met with some unavoidable delay. 
Sometimes it was found practicable to have consignments 
forwarded by routes other than those originally intended, and 
in this manner earlier delivery than would have otherwise been 
possible was secured. 


Officers temporarily located in Great Britain visited the 
premises of suppliers, and gave special 
conveyance attention to the despatch of consignments 
from great from forwarding stations and ports. Owing 
Britain. to the heavy demands for trucks, the 
prompt release, on arrival at the ports, of 
wagons conveying farming requisites was necessary . By taking 
full advantage of the shipping accommodation available, it was 
found practicable to meet, on the whole satisfactorily, the 
requirements of the traffic. 


Over four hundred representations were received in regard to 
the carriage of agricultural machinery and 
machinery, implements. About 250 of these repre- 
implements. sentations related to conveyance from 
places in England and Wales. The re- 
mainder were in connection with transit from Scotland or 
movement in Ireland, the numbers under these heads being 
nearly equal. Several of the cases had reference to the 
general question of improved facilities for this class of traffic 
from particular points or by certain routes. The representa- 
tions related to agricultural tractors, tractor ploughs, ploughs, 
harrows, cultivators, com drills, sprayers, potato diggers, 
potato sorters, harvesting machinery, Winnowers, crushing and 
grinding mills, root cutters, oil and gas engines, etc. In 
addition, the Department dealt with close on one hundred 
representations which were received respecting the conveyance 
of various articles : — raw material for the manufacture of agn- 
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cultural machinery and implements, drain tiles, timber, farm 
harness, fuel oil, fruit bottles, bee-keeping appliances, etc., etc. 

On several occasions action Was taken with a view to expedite 
the conveyance, by rail, of agricultural machinery for the 
carriage of which special trucks were required. 


One hundred and seventy-six representations regarding the 
carriage of seeds, manures and spraying 
seeds, manures materials were received. A hundred of 
AND SPRAYING these related to manures. The bulk of the 
materials. representations referred to facilities for 
the conveyance of consignments from 
places in Great Britain. Suitable action was taken with the 
object of having the consignments reach their destination in 
due time. 

Early removal of slag from the premises of Shipping Com- 
panies being necessary to ensure the conveyance, in due time, 
of the quantities available, the Department brought under the 
notice of importers the desirability of removing each consign- 
ment from the premises of the Shipping Company as soon as 
possible after arrival. Officers of the Department visited the 
ports, and whenever it Was found that delay had occurred in 
talcing delivery of the slag, the consignees were urged to make 
arrangements for immediate removal. In certain cases the 
Department communicated with the Railway Companies with 
a view to expedite the conveyance of slag from ports. 

Through the co-operation of all concerned, large quantities 
of manures were made available for Irish farmers in 1918. 

In the absence of Kainit, agricultural salt was in considerable 
demand by farmers, and the Department 
salt. gave special attention to the making of 

arrangements for the carnage of supplies. 

In view of the need for expeditious conveyance, during 
the Autumn and Winter, of empty sacks 
sacks and and rick covers, for which it was antici- 
rick covers. pated that there would be an increased 
demand owing to the extra tillage, a com- 
munication was sent to each Railway Company in Ireland, 
to ensure that consignments of this traffic would be promptly 
conveyed. 

In connection with tillage operations, the condition of bridges 
giving access to certain lands Was brought 
condition of under the notice of the Department. The 
bridges. Department caused local inquiry to be 
made in these cases, and they com- 
municated with the bodies responsible for the up-keep of 
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the bridges. In one case— a bridge over a river— the Depart- 
ment were informed that action had been taken with a view to 
the effecting of temporary repairs, pending the construction of 
a new bridge. A bridge over a railway was not considered 
sufficiently strong for heavy farm traffic, but the Company 
were not prepared to incur expenditure in strengthening it. 
It was claimed that the bridge was in good order and suitable 
for the loads for which it was designed. 


3. — Railway Rates. 

Thirty-nine complaints as to charges for the conveyance 
of merchandise were received during the 
complaints. year. The complaints related to agricul- 
tural seed and machinery, butter, eggs, 
feeding stuff, fish, hay and straw, live stock, manure, oats, 
potatoes, poultry, spraying material, etc. 

Six of the complaints related to the non-existence of through 
rates. Through rates were put into force in four cases. In 
one ease it appeared that through bookings had been suspended 
owing to exceptional circumstances. The remaining case is 
receiving attention. 

Nine of the complaints were to the effect that through rates 
in operation were high. Reduced rates were applied to the 
traffic in two cases. In four cases it appeared that the 
Companies concerned were not prepared to make reductions. 
The remaining cases are receiving attention. 

Eleven complaints were that charges in respect of consign- 
ments of through traffic were excessive. In three cases refunds 
were arranged. In one case it seemed that in the existing 
circumstances there was no likelihood of a reduction. One 
complaint had apparently been made under a misapprehension. 
The other cases are receiving attention. 

Ten complaints had reference to charges in respect of local 
traffic. In six cases the Companies arranged to make reduc- 
tions. In one case a temporary rate was again put in 
force. In two cases the question of reductions was not favour- 
ably considered by the Companies. The remaining complaint 
did not appear to be well founded. 

Two complaints regarding increases in rates were investigated. 

One complaint related generally to the question of cheaper 
railway facilities for traffic from a particular county to other 
parts of Ireland. Apparently the county was at no disadvant- 
age in the matter of railway rates as compared with other areas. 

Inquiries were made respecting demurrage charges in two 
cases. The charges were reduced in one case. 
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Several notices of intention to increase rates were given 
within the year by Carrying Companies. 
increase oi' In the majority of the cases it appeared 
rates. that the revisions of the rates were due 

to higher expenses in connection with 
conveyance by sea. Higher cost of cartage and of transfer 
services, and an advance in an incidental charge were also 
specified as grounds for proposed increases. 

At the instance oi the Department, amendments were in- 
serted in the Londonderry and Lough 
railway bill S willy Railway Bill. These amendments 
amendments. were intended to provide that information 
as to rates and charges be supplied to the 
Department, and that notice be given to the Department in 
regard to proposed increases in rates or charges. The Bill 
received the Royal Assent on the 21st November, 1918. 


4. — The Enforcement of the Sale of Food and Drugs 
Acts as regards Butter, Margarine, Cheese, Margarine- 
Cheese, and Milk. 

The duty of enforcing the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts rests 
primarily with the local authorities, i.e., the 
administration Councils of the thirty-three administrative 
of the acts. counties and of the eleven boroughs. The 
Department are empowered, in relation to 
any matter which appears to them to affect the general interests 
of agriculture, to direct an officer to procure for analysis samples 
of any article of food, and they may act in default of a local 
authority, in any case in which they are of opinion that the 
local authority has failed to enforce any of the provisions of 
the Acts in relation to any article of food, and that the failure 
affects the general interest of agriculture. 

The sampling under the Acts of certain articles of food im- 
ported into the United Kingdom is carried out by the Com- 
missioners of Customs and Excise. 

The number of samples of butter, margarine, cheese and 
milk, taken during the year ended 30th June, 1918, by Inspectors 
under the Acts in the counties, was 9,449. The number taken 
in the boroughs was 5,019. The number of prosecutions in

respect of samples taken in the counties was 445 ; convictions 
followed in 326 cases, and penalties amounting to £496 5s. Were 
imposed. In respect of samples taken in the boroughs, there 
were 497 prosecutions, followed by 393 convictions. The 
penalties amounted to £922 16s. 2d. 

Three samples of margarine-cheese were taken during the 
period — two in county Antrim and one 

samples taken in county Kildare., There were no prose- 
by officers cutions in respect of these samples. In the 

of local twelve months ended 30th June, 1917, the 

authorities. number of samples of butter, margarine 
cheese, and milk taken by Inspectors under 
the Acts in the counties was 11,584. There were prosecutions 
in 603 cases, followed by 481 convictions, penalties amounting 
to £565 13s. lid. having been imposed. In the boroughs during 
the same period 4,699 samples were taken ; the number of 
prosecutions was 412 ; tile number of convictions 360, and the 
penalties amounted to £619 7s. 7 d. 

Tables giving details as to samples taken by officers of the 
local authorities during the twelve months ended the 30th 
June, 1918, will be found- at page 224 et seq. of the Appendices. 

In the year ended the 30th June, 1918, the activity in sam-

on behalf of the pressure of work which arose in connection 
department. with the transit of requisites for the purpose 
of the Compulsory Tillage Schemes. 
Samples for analysis were taken in three boroughs : Dublin, 
Cork and Limerick, and in nine counties : Antrim, Armagh, 
Cavan, Cork, Fermanagh, King’s, Limerick, Queen’s and 
Tipperary (N.R.). Ten samples of butter and three samples 
of margarine were taken in the boroughs, and 37 samples of 
butter were obtained in the counties. The thirty-seven samples 
were purchased at markets. 

Three of the samples of butter Were found to contain water 
in excess of 16 per cent., the percentages being 20-3, 20-7, and 
22-10. Proceedings in regard to these samples, which were 
taken at markets, were instituted by the local authorities ; 
convictions resulted and penalties amounting to £4 19s. 6 d. 
were imposed. 

Prosecutions also took place in respect of the three samples 
of margarine. These samples were taken in consequence of 
complaints made to the Department. One of the samples was 
purchased at the premises of a trader in Dublin. The lump 
from which the sample was taken was not labelled “ mar- 
garine,” but the officer was informed by the trader that the 
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substance was margarine, and the sample Was delivered in a 
wrapper marked “margarine.” The sample was found on 
analysis to contain at least 40 per cent, of butter. The defendant 
was convicted for selling margarine containing more than 
10 per cent, of butter-fat, and for exposing margarine for sale 
without being properly labelled. Fines of £4 and £l, respectively, 
were imposed. The local authority prosecuted. 

The two other samples of margarine were obtained at the 
premises of a firm in Limerick. The Department’s officer bought 
one of several rolls of a butter -like substance which had been 
placed on the counter of the shop, and also a sample taken 
from a lump of a butter-like substance which rested on a marble 
slab on which were printed the words “Pure Butter.” No 
label marked “ Margarine ” was attached either to the rolls or 
the lump, and the samples were delivered in wrappers not 
marked “ Margarine.” The officer was informed at the time 
of purchase that both samples Were margarine. One of the 
samples — the roll — was found to contain at least 40 per cent, 
of fats foreign to butter, and the other sample proved to be 
composed almost entirely of fats foreign to butter. The local 
authority instituted proceedings, and the defendant was fined 
IS, with 2s. costs, for exposing for sale margarine not properly 
labelled, and £5 and Is., with 4s. costs, for delivering margarine 
in wrappers not marked “ Margarine.” The defendant appealed, 
and the fines of £5 Were reduced each to £1. 

On the 30th June, 1918, the number of registered butter 
factories stood at 237. The registered 

registration of factories are situated in 21 administrative 
butter counties and 6 boroughs. On the cor- 

factories. responding date in 1917 the number Was 

207. In the twelve months the registration 

01 34 factories was effected : 1 in the county borough of Cork, 

2 in county Cavan, 25 in county Cork, and 6 in county Kerry, 
and 4 registrations ■were cancelled — the premises being situated 
in the county boroughs of Belfast and Cork, and the counties 
of Cork and Dublin. Of the fresh registrations, twenty-eight 
resulted from communications sent from these offices to local 
authorities consequent on reports received from the Depart- 
ment’s inspectors. A tabic showing, as on the 30th June, 1918, 
the number and distribution of these premises will be found 
at page 228 of the Appendices. 

Two hundred and eight visits were made by officers of the 
Department to registered butter factories 
inspection of in the twelve months ended 30th June, 
butter 1918, and 114 test samples of butter were 
factories. obtained. Nineteen of these samples were 
found to contain moisture in excess of 
16 per cent. It, however, appeared that in several cases the 
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butter sample had not been subjected to treatment in the 
factories. 

In some cases in which shops formed part of premises in which 
butter was treated, it was observed that margarine was sold in 
the shops. Representations were made to occupiers, and in 
the greater number of cases dealings in margarine were dis- 
continued. Special attention is being given to the matter. 

The larger factories are, on the whole, well equipped. In 
several of the smaller factories there was 
butter room for much improvement in the 
factories, appliances for the treatment of the butter, 
equipment, and suggestions as to the obtaining of 
etc. hand-power apparatus Were made. On 

subsequent visits, it was ascertained that 
11 factories had acted on the suggestions. These factories are 
now suitably equipped, and there is reason to hope that im- 
proved equipment of a similar kind will soon be procured in 
other cases. 

Some factories must be regarded as merely adjuncts to shops. 
These places are poorly equipped, and the quantity of butter 
treated in them is small. In all likelihood the treatment of 
butter in several of these factories will cease, and only well- 
equipped factories situated centrally will remain. 

The attention of the proprietors of certain butter factories 
was drawn to the need for improvement in the condition of 
the factories and on subsequent inspection, it was found that 
in the majority of cases improvements had been effected. 

In some cases the business of a butter factory and the produc- 
tion of butter on the creamery system are carried on in the same 
premises. The utilisation of the same premises for this twofold 
purpose may, at times, be productive of some difficulty in 
regard to descriptions for the butter ; and the Department 
would urge that, in all such cases, arrangements be made for 
carrying on the work of the factory in premises other than 
those in which creamery butter is made. 

It appeared that during the early months of 1918 the quantity 
of butter received and treated at butter 
supply or factories was comparatively small. The 
butter at shortage was attributed to the damage to 
factories. the hay crop of the previous year, the 
severity of the winter and the scarcity of 
concentrated feeding stuffs for milch cows. Subsequently there 
were indications that the production would be up to the average 
of previous years, but these hopes were not realised owing to 
the retarded growth of grass in summer. 
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On the 30th June, 1918, the premises registered as manu- 
factories of margarine and niaxgarine- 
begistered cheese numbered 5 and 1, respectively, the 

premises. numbers being the same as those for the 

manufacture of corresponding date in the previous year. 
AND WHOLESALE The number of premises registered for 
dealings in wholesale dealings in margarine or mar- 
margarine and garine-eheese was 201 on the 30th June, 
MARGARINE- 1918, the number on the 30th June. 

CHEESE. 1917, being 241. Of the 23 additional 
registrations, 18 were effected in Belfast. 
The number of registrations in Dublin and Cork was each 
increased by two, and in Limerick by one. 

A table showing, as on the 30th June, 1918, the number and 
distribution of these premises is given at page 227 of the Ap- 
pendices. ( 

Under the provisions of the Butter and Margarine Act, 1907, 
fancy or other descriptive names may not 
names for be used in connection with margarine in 
margarine. Ireland without the approval of the De- 
partment. In the twelve months ended 
the 30th June, 1918, the Department approved the names : 
“Kingnut,” “Peacock,” and “White Peacock.” 

5. — The Merchandise Marks Acts. 

Attention was given during the inspections in butter fac- 
tories to descriptions applied to butter which had been subjected 
to treatment in the factories. In the case of premises which 
are used both as butter factories and as creameries, it is only 
by the exercise of much care that accuracy of description can 
be ensured. 

In some cases it appeared that blended butter had been filled 
into boxes on which the words “ Creamery Butter ” appeared. 
On attention being drawn to the matter, an undertaking was 
given that the word “ Creamery ” would be planed off before 
the consignments were despatched. It is strongly desirable 
that in such cases the description “ Creamery Butter ” be 
removed before the butter is placed in the boxes. Communica- 
tions were sent to consignors in cases in which it appeared 
that dairy butter had been forwarded in boxes marked “ Cream- 
ery Butter.” 

The question arose in two eases as to the Use, for enclosing 
factory butter, of wrappers marked in such a manner as would 
indicate that the butter had not been blended or reworked. 
Representations were made to the proprietors of the factories, 
and in one ease it was subsequently found that unmarked 
wrappers were in use, and in the other ease, the proprietor 
stated that the use of the wrapper in question had been 
discontinued. 

10 
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Cartons on which the marking “ Cream Butter ” appeared 
■were observed in two factories. It was pointed out to the 
proprietors that factory butter should not be forwarded in 
cartons so marked. The Department learned that the cartons 
had been removed from the factories. 

Stencils bearing the words, “ dairies,” “ creams,” or “ separa- 
tors ” were observed in certain factories. Attention was drawn 
to the matter, and the stencils were destroyed or removed from 
the factory premises, or a promise was given that they would 
be removed. 

The scope of the' investigations connected with the Merchan- 
dise Marks Acts was considerably reduced, owing to the volume 
of work which had to be performed in regard to the supply and 
transit of agricultural machinery and manures needed for the 
purpose of the Compulsory Tillage Schemes. It was not found 
practicable to continue during the year the usual activities 
of the Department hr Great Britain in the matter of investiga- 
tions in regard to descriptions affecting Irish agricultural 
products, but it is the intention of the Department to resume 
this important work as soon as circumstances permit. 

6, — The Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Acts, 
1887 and 1891. 

During the period 1st October, 1917, to 30th September, 1918, 
the Department issued Orders exempting 
exemption Market Authorities from the obligation of 
orders. providing and maintaining accommodation 
for weighing cattle at 31 fairs. A list of 
the fairs will he found at page 229 of the Appendices.

THE AGRICULTURAL WAGES BOARD FOR IRELAND 

(CONSTITUTION AND PROCEEDINGS) REGULATIONS, 1917. 

In pursuance of the powers conferred on them by Section 5, 18 (2) and 
Schedule 1 of the Com Production Act, 1917, the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction for Ireland (hereinafter called “The 
Department”) make the following Regulations with respect to the con- 
stitution of the Agricultural Wages Board for Ireland (hereinafter called 
“The Board”) and the Proceedings, Meetings and Method of Voting of 
the Board. 

1. The Board shall consist of six members representing employers, six 
members representing workmen, and four appointed members. 

2. The first members of the Board shall be : — 

Charles H. O’Conor, Local Govermnent Board, Dublin (Chairman). 
E. M. Archdale, D.L.* M.P., Rivercdale, Ballycassidy, county 
Fermanagh. 

R. A. Butler, j.p., Popeshall, Skerries, county Dublin. 

J. Clarke, j.p., Porthall, Strabane. 

J. Kelly Grehan, Lisbride, county Roscommon. 

Sir W. R. Nugent, Bart., m.p., Donore, Multifarnham, county 
Westmeath. 

T. B. Ponsonby, D.L., Kilcooley Abbey, Thurles, county Tipperary. 
Cornelius Buckley, County Councillor, Pair Hill Cottage, Cork. _ 
Patrick Bradly, President, Irish Land Labour Association, Patrick 
Street, Cork.

3. The said Charles H. O’ Conor shall be Chairman of the Board. 

4. The first meeting of the Board shall be held on Tuesday, the 18th 
day of September, 1917, at 11 o’clock, a.m., at 14 St. Stephen’s Green, 
North, Dublin, and meetings after the first shall be held at times and 
places to be appointed by the Board, or in default of appointment to be 
notified by the Chairman. 

5. The Chairman may convene additional meetings of the Board as and 
when he shall deem it necessary, and shall convene an additional meeting 
on any occasion when he shall be requested bo to do by any writing signed 
by not less than five members of the Board. 

6. Save as hereinafter provided, the members of the Board other than 
the Chairman shall be deemed to be appointed for one year, and shall be 
eligible for re-appointment. 

7. A member of the Board who shall be absent from four consecutive 
meetings shall be reported by the Chairman to the Board and to the De- 
partment to have been so absent, and shall cease to be a member, but 
may be re-appointed by the Department if -the Department shall think 
fit. 

,8. Vacancies in the Board shall be filled by the Department. 

9. The meetings of the Board shall be open only to members of the 
Board, the Secretary and such other officers of the Board whose presence 
shall be required# 
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10. The Chairman shall preside at all meetings of the Board at which 
he shall be present. In the case of his absence from a meeting a Chairman 
for the occasion shall be selected by the members who shall be present. 

11. The decision of the Board shall be by open vote of the members 
present, each member having one vote, Bave that in the case of an equality 
of votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. 

12. The Chairman shall be the executive officer of the Board, and shall 
nominate the members of the staff other than the Secretary, and, subject 
to the decisions of the Board at its meetings, shall have charge of and 
conduct the business of the Board. 

13. Minuteo of the proceedings and decisions of the Board and of the 
Committees, if any, shall be regularly kept, and shall be produced, if 
required, in accordance with any directions in that behalf made by the 
Department. 

14. Seven days’ notice at least shall be given of any meeting of the 
Board at which a resolution to fix a minimum rate of wages is to be con- 
sidered, and such notice of meeting shall state the nature of the business 
to be transacted thereat. 

15. An order of the Board whereby a minimum rate of wages is fixed 
shall show the date from which the rate so fixed is to operate, and whether 
such rate is to he in force until further order or for a fixed period, and shall 
specify the period, if any, for which such rate is fixed, and shall be subject 
to the statutory power of the Board to cancel or vary a minimum rate 
fixed by them. 

16. If at a meeting of the Board it shall appear to the Chairman that, 
by reason of inadequate attendance of representatives of employers or 
of voters, a vote of the members present would not fairly represent the 
opinions of the Board, the Chairman may postpone to the next meeting, 
or next meeting but one, the vote upon any resolution which shall be 
before the Board for consideration, and notice of such postponement shall 
forthwith be given to every member. 

17. A motion to vary or rescind a rate of wages fixed by the Board 
during the period fixed by the Board for the operation of such rate of wages 
shall not be considered except at a meeting called upon ten clear days’ 
notice of the time and place of the meeting and of the terms of the intended 
motion. 

18. The Board may appoint a committee or committees of its own mem- 
bers to inquire and report with regard to the rate or rates of wages in 
any district and to make recommendations as to a minimum rate of wages 
in such district, and at the meeting at which any such committee is 
appointed may fix a date for the meeting at which any report or recom- 
mendation of that committee Bhall be considered by the Board. 

19. The Board shall be known under the title of “The Agricultural 
Wages Board for Ireland.” 

20. Any question upon the construction, or interpretation of these 
Regulations shall in the event of dispute be referred to the Department 
of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland for decision. 

21. These Regulations may be cited as “ The Agricultural Wages Board 
for Ireland (Constitution and Proceedings) Regulations, 1917.”

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THE AGRICULTURAL WAGES (CONSTITUTION AND pro: 

CEEDINGS OF DISTRICT COMMITTEES) IRELAND 
REGULATIONS, 1917. 

In pursuance of the powers conferred on them by Section 5, 18 (2) and 
Schedule 1 of the Com Production Act, 1 917, the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for Ireland (hereinafter called “ the Depart- 
ment ”) make the following Regulations with respect to the Constitution 
of District Wages Committees for Ireland and the Proceedings and Meetings 
of such Committees. 

1. The area for which a District Wages Committee shall be appointed 
shall be such area as may be decided on by the Agricultural Wages Board. 

2. A District Wages Committee (hereinafter called “the Committee”) 
shall consist of four members representing employers and four members 
representing workmen, who shall be appointed by the Agricultural Wages 
Board for Ireland (hereinafter called “ the Board ”) and one other person 
nominated by the Department. 

3 . Before proceeding to appoint members of the Committee, the Board 
shall give notice of their intention to make such appointment in such 
manner as the Board think fit, with a view to bringing the intended 
appointment of members to the knowledge of the percons affected, and 
shall not proceed to make any appointment until the expiration of 14 
days after such notice shall have been given, and in the appointment of 
members the Board shall duly consider any representations which may 
be made to them from the district for which the Committee is to act. 

4. Tiie Chairman of the Committee shall be the member of the Board 
or other person nominated by the Department. 

5. The duties of the Committee shall include the making of recommenda- 
tions to the Board in regard to the minimum rates of wages for the various 
classes of agricultural workmen in their district, and the carrying out of 
any of the Board’s duties which can be lawfully delegated to them under 
the Corn Production Act. 

6. The Committee shall meet a6 often as it is necessary to properly carry 
out their work, and whenever required so to do by the Board, and they 
6hall sit from day to day until the business before them lias been disposed 
of. 

7. The first meeting of the Committee shall be held on such date as shall 
be fixed by the Board, and subsequent meetings shall be held at times and 
places to be appointed by the Committee in consultation with the Board. 

8. Additional meetings of the Committee may be convened by the Chair- 
man as and when he deems necessary, and on a requisition signed by not 
less than three members of the Committee being presented to the Chairman 
asking him to summon a meeting of the Committee and stating the purpose 
for which it is proposed that the meeting should be held, it shall be the 
Chairman’s duty to call a meeting within four days of the date of the 
receipt of such notice. A quorum of the Committee shall be not less than 
five members. 

9. Save as hereinafter provided, the members of the Committee shall 
be deemed to be appointed for one year. 

10. A member of the Committee who shall be absent from four conse- 
cutive meetings shall be reported by the Chairman to the Committee 
and to the Board to have been so absent, and shall cease to be a member, 
but may be re-appointed if it be thought fit to do so by the Board.

THE AGRICULTURAL WAGES BOARD FOR IRELAND (DEFINI- 
TION OF BENEFITS) REGULATIONS, 1918. 

In pursuance of the powers conferred upon them by Sections 5, 12 (1 ) (b) 
and (c) and 18 (2) of the Corn Production Act, 1917, and of every other 
power in that behalf enabling them, the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland (hereinafter called “ The Department ”) 
make the following Regulations with respect to the Definition by the 
Agricultural Wages Board (Ireland) of certain benefits or advantages and 
other matters connected with Agricultural Wages. 

1. The Agricultural Wages Board shall, except in any case where the 
Department, on the application of the Agricultural Wages Board by general 
or special order otherwise direct, by Order — 

(a-) define the benefits or advantages (not being benefits or advantages 
. prohibited by law ) which may be reckoned as payment of wages 

in lieu of payment in cash for the purposes of any minimum 
rate of wages fixed under the Corn Production Act, 1917, and 
the value at which they are to be so reckoned ; 
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(6) define for the purposes of the application .of any differential rate 
of wages for overtime fixed under the said Act, the employment 
which is to he treated as overtime employment. 

2. The Agricultural Wages Board shall have power by Order to limit 
or prohibit the reckoning of benefits or advantages as payment of wages 
in lieu of payment in cash for the purposes of any minimum rate of wages 
fixed under the Corn Production Act, 1917. 

3. Any Order under the preceding regulations may be made so as to 
apply universally to workmen employed in agriculture, or to any special 
class of workmen so employed, or to any special area, or to any special 
class in a special area, subject in each case to any exceptions prescribed by 
the Order. Any such Order may (if thought fit) be made as part of any 
Order fixing a minimum wage. 

4. Before making any Order the Agricultural Wages Board shall give 
notice of the Order which they propose to make, and consider any objec- 
tions to the proposed Order which may be lodged with them within one 
month. Notice of a proposed Order and of an Order when made, shall be 
given by the Board in such manner as they think fit with a view to bringing 
the Order, so far as practicable, to the knowledges of persons affected. 

Provided that in any case iru which the Department on the application 
of the Agricultural Wages Board, shall allow, on the ground of the limited 
application of an Order made under paragraph 1 or 2 of these Regulations, 
these provisions as to Notice may he dispensed with, and the Order made 
to come into operation seven days after Notice served on the persons 
affected thereby. 

5. The Agricultural Wages Board may, if they think it expedient, cancel 
or vary any Order made by them (and shall reconsider any such Order 
if the Department direct them to do so), and the provisions of these 
Regulations as to Notice shall apply where it is proposed to cancel. or vary 
an Order in the same manner as they apply where it is proposed to make 
an Order. 

• 6. The Agricultural Wages Board shall have power on the application 
of any employer or workman to determine any question which may arise : — 

(а) as to the value of any benefits or advantages reckoned as payment 

of wages in lieu of payment in cash, for the purposes of any 
minimum rate of wages fixed under the Com Production Act, 
1917; or 

(б) as to any contract of employment, so far as the application of the 

provisions of the said Act thereto is concerned ; 

(c) no such determination shall be made without notice previously 
given to the employer or workman affected thereby. 

7. The expressions “Agriculture,” “workmen,” and “employment” 
in these Regulations have the same meanings as in Section 17 (1) of the 
Corn Production Act, 1917. 

8. Any question upon the construction or interpretation of these 
Regulations shall, in the event of dispute, be referred to the Department 
for decision. 

9. These Regulations may be cited as “ The Agricultural Wages Board 
for Ireland (Definition of Benefits) Regulations, 1918.”

Hie Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, 
by virtue and m. exercise of the powers vested in them under the Com 
Production Act, 1917, and of every power in that behalf enabling them 
do Order, and it is hereby ordered as follows : 

1. Subject to the exceptions set forth in the Schedule to this Order 
the minimum tillage portion in the year 1 918, of every holding in Ireland 
shall bo as follows : 

(a) If no part of the holding was cultivated in the year 1 916, a portion 
equivalent in extent to fifteen per cent, of the area of the holding. 

(b) If any part of the holding was cultivated in the year 1016, a 
portion equivalent in extent to the part so cultivated and fifteen per 
cent, of the area. of the holding in addition, or to fifty per cent, of the 
area of the holding, whichever is the less. 

Provided that in the case of a holding, part of which is excepted from 
the provisions of this Order, the area of the holding for the purpose of 
calculating the minimum tillage portion shall he taken to be the actual 
area, less the area of the excepted part of the holding. 

2. Any application to the Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction for Ireland for a declaration that a holding or portion thereof 
is excepted from the provisions of this Order- by reason of the holding or 
portion thereof being required for any of the purposes set forth in clause 2 
of the Schedule to this Older, shall be made by the occupier of the holding 
on the prescribed form, on or before the 15th day of December, 1917, 
and shall set out such particulars as may be prescribed of the lands held 
by the occupier in Ireland, the manner in which the holding is used, or 

-proposed to be used, and the grounds of the application. 

No such application will be considered unless it is made on the pre- 
scribed form, and this form will be issued only on the direct request of 
the intending . applicant or his agent, and upon, submission of 
prima facie evidence of his right to obtain it. 

Any declaration under this Order, obtained by any false statement or 
misrepresentation shall be invalid. 

3. Any declaration made by the Department of Agriculture and Tech- 
nical Instruction for Ireland, under sub-section 3 (6) of Regulation 2P 
of the Defence of the Realm Regulations, exempting from the require-' 
ments of that Regulation any class of holdings, or any particular holding,

FLAX SEED (IRELAND) ORDER, 1918. 

In pursuance of the powers conferred upon him by the Defence of the 
Realm Regulations, the Minister of Munitions hereby orders as follows : — 

1 . It shall be the duty of every grower of flax in Ireland, during the 
season of 1918, to save the seed from one-eighth of his crop of flax, and to 
comply with any regulations that may be prescribed, in this behalf by the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, provided 
that nothing in this Clause shall be deemed to apply to any grower having 
under flax in the year 1918 a total area not exceeding two statute roods, 
and provided further that nothing in this Clause shall be deemed to apply 
to flax of any variety other than a fibre variety. 

2. No person shall — 

(i) accept, receive into his possession, or take delivery of, whether for 

scutching or otherwise, any flax grown in Ireland in the season 
of 1 91 8, otherwise than upon receipt of a declaration, made in 
such form as may be prescribed by the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, by the grower 
or owner of such flax, (a) that the provisions of this Order 
have been complied with, or (b) that the grower had under flax 
in the year 1918 a total area not exceeding two statute roods, 
or (c) that the flax is not the produce of a fibre variety of seed. 

(ii) take delivery of, or scutch, flax the property of any defaulter under 

this Order after receipt from the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for Ireland of notification of default. 

3. No person shall, without a permit issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, purchase, sell, or offer for 
sale from or on behalf of, any grower of flax or any other person, any flax 
on foot, or unde -seeded flax straw saved for seed in compliance with the 
provisions of this Order. 

4. Any person failing to comply with any provision hereof, or with any 
regulation or permit that may be made or issued hereunder, shall be guilty 
of an offence against the Defence of the Realm Regulations. 

5. This Order may be cited as the Flax Seed (Ireland) Order, 1918.
